REPORT: 1 "^' of His Majefly’s Letters Patent above fet forth, We (the under- 

ill Part. ^ ;^gned being the perfons therein named) affembled on the i6th day of November 
' ^ '^ 865 .;, and in furtherance of the purpofes of faid Letters Patent, immediately 

cahfecl notice to be given by advertifement in the public papers, and by printed 
hand-bills (pofted in confpicuous places in the city of Dublin, and circulated by us 
among the prifoners in the feveral Gaols we vifited) to all perfons who had grounds 
of complaint to prefer, to .fend in Statements of Xuch their complaints in writing on 
or before a certain day therein fpecified, namely, Saturday the 26th of faid month of 
November; — And we likewife proceeded perfonally and conjointly to infpedt the 
feveral Prifons in the county and the county of the city of Dublin. Our Report as to 
the.adluai ftate of faid Gaols is founded partly upon .fuch infpedtion, and partly 
upon the evidence fubjoined. And it is here proper to remark, that the enquiry has 
led more to the 'eftablifhment of general grievance arifing from the bad conftruition 
of Pfifons, the imperfeft execution of the laws .for regulating the fame, and the 
defeats in' the exifting legillative provilions, as to tlie quantum of Funds which the 
•feveral Grand Juries are authorized to -prefent in order to provide neceffaries for 
.Prifons, than to the, proof of particular inflances of individual hardfliip and oppreffion. 
The general grievances and abufes which have fallen under our obfervation, or which 
have been eflabliflied by the evidence, are ftated in the following Report under the 
head of the. feveral Gaols to which they refer.; and at the end of the Report on each 
■Gaol are fubjoined a Lift of the -feveral Complaints preferred againft the perfons 
.concerned in the management thereof, together with a Summary of the Evidence 
.upon each of them, and Obfervations as to the means .of corredbing the evils com- 
plained of. A Summary of the Evidence relating to the Medical Department of the 
•Gaols of the county of the city of Dublin, with Obfervations as to the means of 
reforming the fame.; and .fome general Remarks, as to matters afTeftingali the Gaols 
.of .Ireland, conclude the Firft Part of.our Report. 






:GAO,L of NEWGATE. 



THIS is the -Gaol for .Criminals of all defcriptions for fhe-county of the city cf 
Dublin, and for perfons confined for debt .under Coroners writs ; and is alfo (occa- 
fionally) a receptacle for tranfports from many of the inland Gaols in Ireland. By 
3. Geo. II. chap. 15. Newgate is made a Gaol for the.cQunty as well as the city of 
.Dublin. 

It is liable, in point of plan and conftrutftlon, to many otyeftions, and, inita 
prefent aftual fituation (notwithftanding fome improvements have -been introduced 

• of late years) is adifgrace to this metropolis. 

Firft. It is an infecure Prifon. The infecurity arifes.chiefly from the materials and 
.workmanllup having been originally bad. - 3 t appears that in confequence of this,' 
an efcape was effefted about 13 years ago, from.one of the cells of the upper range, 
and that no .ufe has been made ever -fince.of the .two upper ranges of cells on the 
•fouth and north :fides of the Prifon.; hence the prifoners have been crowded 
together (from the number of 8 to 13 perXons in a cell 8 feet by 12) in the 
.cells on the lower range of the prifon, not on account . of any real advant^e which 
thel'e cells poflefs -in point of.fecurity, but becaufe the prifoners, being thus-.condenfed 
•within a narrower .compafs, ace more immediately undec the eye of the keeper and 
his deputies. 

Secondly. There is.but one-.yard and one common hall (20 feet by-iy) for.the ufe 
•of a// male prifoners under criminal charges of every defcription; confequently the tried 
and untried, thofe .charged with felonies and with petty offences, and even perfons 
•under fentence of death, are all indifcriminately mixed .without any attempt at claffifi* 

• cation. This is an evil refultingfrom the plan of the Gaol icfelf, which w’as built before 
-the fubjedt was fo well underftood as-.it has been fince the time of Mr. Howard.; and 



.this capital defeeft is perfoftly remedilefs by any alteration in the- prefent .building.

Thirdly. On the feirip.le fide, there is the fame mixture ofprifoners as on the male- NEWGATE. 

The untried and the convided promifcuoufly herded together, in general from i o to ’ v-. 

14 perfons in a cell i 2 feet by 8. 

Fourthly. The Hofpital is ill contrivedand illventUated, and totally unfuppliedwlth 
many things effentially neceflary for the lick, fuch as proper bedfteads, bedding, linen, 
hot and cold baths, &c. &c. &c. See evidence of Dr. Mills, Appendix, N*" 8. p. loi. 

Fifthly. There is no bath on the male or female felons fide of the Prilbn j the 
privies are ofFenfive, and without fewers. 

Sixthly. The hairs in part of this Prifon leading to the long room and the She- 
riffs fide arc of wood. The long room is 36 feet by 20, and is rented out by the . 
gaoler to fuch criminals as can afford to pay 6 if. per night. The floor is wood. 

The room is furniflied with a guard bed. The windows are unglazed, and the ac- 
commodation fcarcely fuperior to what the cells afford. 

Seventhly. There is no room fet apart for the ufe of the Chaplain in which he Chapei gccotnmoda- 
can hold private communication with aprifoner under any circumftances. — For further tie's etu 

particulars as to planand conftrudtion of the Gaol, fee Archited’s Report, Appendix, =*ence, 

Noj.pp. 51 & 52. Appendix, N“ t. 

We found the cells throughout the Prifon deflitute of bedfteads, beds or bedding. 

Theprifoners lie upon ftraw laid on the flags, and under a fcanty allowance of blan- 
kets, particularly on the female fide of the Prifon. The perfons of the prifoners, and 
the cells themfelves, were extremely filthy, nor does it feem poflible that it can be 
otlierwife, under the circumftances already defcribed. 

In the hall on the felons fide a fentry was placed, and two others in the yard at 
the entrance to each range of cells ; a pradice which, thougl) the circumftances of 
the country in former years might have .rendered excufable, feems to be now wholly 
^nneceffary, and liable to many objedions. 

The Surgical Department is badly attended to; feveral perfons with fore legs, 

&c. &c. entirely negleded. But for further particulars as to this point we beg 
leave to refer to that branch of our Report which relates to the Medical and Sur- 
gical Department of the Gaols in the county and county of the city of Dublin 
generally. See Appendix, N“ 8, p. loi, &c. — alfo Report infra. 

We have reafon to believe, notwithftanding fome allegations to the contrary, 
that the allowance of provifions is regularly and fairly diftributed, under the direc- 
tion of the Rev. Mr. Gamble the Chaplain, and Mr. Ifaac de Joncourt the local 
Infpedtor; and it is with pleafure we remark, that the pradice of putting on irons 
(except in cafes of grofs mifbehaviour, or of perfons under fentence of death) has 
been almoft wholly difcontinued fince the appointment of the prefent Deputy 
William M'Dowell. One inftance to the contrary forms the fubjed of one of the 
complaints we have received ; (fee infra, and Appendix N“ i, p. 44.) 

The officers of the Gaol, their falaries and emoluments, are as follows : the 
Chaplain, the Rev. Thomas Gamble, falary £. 100. per annum; £.60 of which 
isprefented at Eafter and Michaelmas Terms, and £. 10. at each Quarter Seflions. 

The principal Gaoler Mr. Trefliam Gregg ; falary 120. (prefented at Quarter 
Seflions) with the emoluments arifing from the rents of rooms and fees. But it 
is here neceflary to remark, that on the appointment of the prefent Gaoler a con- 
dition was made with him by the Corporation of the city of Dublin, that he fliould 
pay an annuity of 50. a year to the widow of his predeceflbr; which annuity he 
continues to pay to the prefent day. 

The Deputy, William M'^Dowell ; his falary has been lately raifed to the fum of 
^•91. per annum (prefented at each Quarter Seflions) with certain fees. The 
under turnkeys and 'hatchmen are,

- itlRart. the. Prifon. 

' ^ Notwithftanding the crowded and filthy Rate of the cells, and the feantinefsef 

every fpecies of accommodation for fieeping, it appears that the Gaol has been in 
general healthy (fee evidence of Dr. Mills, Appendix, 8. p. ioi.)^But the effea: 
upon morals, arifingfrom the promifeuous intercourfe of criminals of every deferip. 
tion, muft be in the higheft degree prejudicial. Perfons under fentence of tranfporta. 
tion are fent hither (previous to being fliipped) from feveral of the inland Gaols in 
Ireland. This is a circumftance which contributes, with others, to this Gaol being oc- 
cafionally much crowded. 

The Regulations of the 26th of Geo. III. are not pofted in the feveral parts of 
the Prifon as by law required. 

It is proper to obferve, that many of the abufes and irregularities above enume- 
rated arife from the very cbnftruAion of the Prifon j and that the deficiency of ac- 
commodation in point of fuel, bedfleads, bedding, blankets for the cells, and 
neceflaries for the Hofpital, &c. &c. isowing partly to the Grand Juries being li-

*7 peo. II . c . 39. concerned to remark, is not always faithfully or economically applied (Sec 

Mr. Ifaac de Joncourt’s evidence, Appendix, NJ 9. p. 110.) 

For the evils above enumerated, w'hich arife from the very conftrudion of the 
Prifon, it is manifeft that no permanent or effcRual remedy can be applied folorg 
as the prefent building fubfiRs. Some alterations tending to diminifh the incon- 
veniencies complained of, by increafing the general fecurity of the Gaol, and thereby 
removing the objedtions to the occupation of the upper cells, are pointed out in the 
Report of the Architedl already alluded to, and to which we again beg leave to refer, 
See Appendix, N“ i.pp. 51 & 52. 

As to the means of improving the fupply of neceflaries for the cells and Hofpitals, 
we fliall make obfervations in the proper place. (See infra.) _

With refpedt: to fo much of ihe complaint of the fald James Fitzpatrick Knares- 
borough as relates to the perjury alledged to have been committed by Treftiam 
Gregg the Gaoler cf Newgate, in an affidavit fworn by him, whereon a writ was 
marked at his fair againfl the faid Knarefborough, and the merits of faid Gregg’s 
alledged demand, and the inconveniences and lofies alledged to have refulted to faid 
Knarefborough from laid Gregg’s having fo proceeded againfl: him, faid feveralmat- 
ters being at this moment either adtually the fubjed of fuits inftituted and pending 
in Courts of competent juril'didion, or capable (if proved) of redrefs by the ordi- 
nary courfe of law, and being (as we conceive) entirely without the fcope of the 
Commiflion direde-d lo us, we have declined receiving any evidence upon them. 
With refped to the charge made againfl the Keepers of Newgate, of extorting large 
fums of money from the relatives of perfons executed for high treafon, in confidera- 
tion of delivering up their heads and bodies, no evidence has been produced to 
bring it home to the principal Gaoler ; and from the general charader be bears, we 
believe him incapable of being party to fuch a traffic. But it appears by the evidence 
of William M'Doweli, now Deputy Gaoler, that previous to his appointment to that 
office, a man of the name of Doyle, a Turnkey (fince dead) did receive money for the 
head of a tnan executed for high treafon, from his widow. (See Evidence of lai 
M'Dowell, Appendix, N® I. pp. 48, 49.) _ . , • u 

While we acquit the principal. Gaoler of. any participation in this abominabe 
tranfadion, we cannot forbear remarking that it refleds much diferedit on Ins clia- 
rader for vigilance and adivity, and that fuch mifeondud in an inferior pfccer 
could not (as it appears to us) have taken place in a well-regulated Gaol withou 
being deteded, expofed, and punifhed, which does not appear to have been t ie 
cafe in theinftance alluded to. — .No evidence has-been adduced in fupport 0 
charge of cruelty, in executing the fentence of death on criminals at Newgate; 
is there any_ ground Jor believing that any fuch inhumanity as is alledged 
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r\m. or was exercifed in the inftance alluded to in Mr. Knarefborough’s ftatement, ^ NE^VOATS, 
Appendix, N“ i. p. 42. 

The foregoing obfervatiGns include a fummary of all the evidence relative to the 
charges contained in Mr. K.’s ftatement, which appeared to us v.-ithin the fcope of 
inquiry 5 bat Mr. K. in the courfeofhis examination, advanced other charges, 
and alledges, -that during the whole period of his imprilbnment, a fyftem of oppref- 
fion was exercifed againft him by Gregg the Gaoler, in order to extort what be con- 
fidered an illegal demand for rent. 

With relpecl to the merits of Gregg’s demand to the extent claimed by him, we 
do not pretend tp form any opinion. But it is obvious, on Mr. Knarefborough’s 
own. Ihewing, that there was more due to Gregg for rent than he was difpofed to 
pay, and that he laboured under no pecuniary clifability of difebarging it. It is not 
to be expected that in a Prifon where the rents ot certain rooms, legally fettled, con- 
fiitutepart of the emoluments of the Gaoler, the perfons who decline complying 
with the accuftomed rates fliould be indulged with the accommodation for which • 
they refufe to pay; and though we cannot reprobate with too much feverity anv 
attempt to eftablifo a fyftem of internal coercion with a view to enforce the payment 
of the Gaoler’s rent, we feci ourfelves warranted in remarking, that the evidence of 
Mr. fCnarefborough, fo far as it goes to eftablilh this point, Hands uncorroborated, 
is contradidted pofitively by the affidavit* of faid Trefham Gregg; and we believe 
that fo far as any harcHhip was fuftained by the faid Knarefborough, it was occaftoned 
either by the crowded ftate of the Prifon, or refulccd from his own conduft. 

We have already had occafion to obferve, that the charges relative to the embez- 
zlement of the Prifoners’ bread are wholly deftitute of proof. 

The offence againft morals and decency, as well as againft the Laws for the regu- 
lation of Pi'ifons, in allov^ing intercourfe between two Prifoners of different fexes, as 
fwornto by Mr. Knarefborough, has not been denied. — No evidence has been adduced 
to fupport the charge of extortion againft the Turnkey, who adls as Executioner. 

With refpedt to the Petition of Thomas Coleman, &c. (See Appendix, N° i. 
p, 43.) no perfons came forward in fupport of the allegations contained in this 
Petition ; we prefumc, however, that no part thereof can be denied. There is no 
place in this Prifon for the foparate confinement of perfons convicted of mifde- 
meanors ; confequently the grievances complained of refult from the defedlive plan 
of the Prifon, not from the mifeondudt of the Gaoler. The defedt is a glaring 
one, and muft lead in many inftances to great feverity and injuftice.' 

The fums demanded for rent do not appear to exceed the eftabliflied rates ; but 
we think that all. thefe rents foould undergo revifion by the Grand Jury of the 
city, under the direction of the Court of King’s Bench, and that they fhould be 
rendered more public by polling them on painted boards in confpicuous places in the 
Prifon. 

The Complaint of Edward Jofeph Hanvey, painter. 

(N® 3.) — Appendix, N® i. p. 44. 

With refpetft to fo much of the complaint of the faid Edward Jofeph Hanvey 
as relates to his arreft on the 2iftDecember 1803, his fubfequent confinement in the 
Tower of Dublin Caftle for eighteen days, the feizure of his account-books, and the 
Ioffes alledged to have refulted from thence (the faid complaint not having fet 
forth any charges of feverity, abufe, or mifeondudt in the perfons concerned in the 
government of the prifon in which he was confined) we did not conceive faid 
alledged matters of complaint as coming within the fcope of our enquiry, and 
accordingly declined receiving any evidence in fupport thereof. With refpedt to 
that part of the complaint which fets forth that on his committal to Newgate on 
pad Auguft 1806, charged with a common affault, he was immediately put into 
irons by command of the principal Gaoler and confined among felons, and that a 
fum of;^. I. 2s. (^d. or ,^.1. was paid by his friend Patrick Michael Haynes, who accom- 
panied him to Newgate, to William M'Dowcll the Deputy Gaoler, in order to allay the 
leverity of his. confinement ; and that in confequence thereof a lighter pair of bolts 
was put on him : the faid laft-mentioned charges appear to us to be fully proved. An 
attempt was made, on the part of the principal Gaoler, to excufe or rather juftify this 
tinwarrantable aeft, by alledging that the life of the perfon who had lodged the exa- 
minations was in danger; but in this attempt he has utterly failed. It appears by the

HEPORT: evidence of Patrick r'-lichacl Haynes, that the injury fuftained amounted to no 

ift Part. more than a black eye, and that there was no prolecution ; nor was any attempt 

^ made on the part of the Gaoler to contradift this evidence by producing a copyof 

the examinations or otherwife. This feverity is the more unaccountable, becaufe it 
appears in evidence that the praftice of bolting, even for felonies, had been at the 
time to which the complaint refers abolUhed in this Gaol ; it appears likewife, that 
the difcontinuance of this practice in the Gaol has taken place lince the appoint- 
ment of William M'Dowell the Deputy Gaoler, and is owing altogether^ to his 
humanity; that he was in this inftance the reiudtant inftrument of executing the 
orders of his fuperior, and his conduct as Deputy would have claiined our appro- 
bation if he bad not, in this inftance, fo far forgot his duty as to accept ofa bribe. 

The complaint, {No. 4.) figncd M'John Laughlin, contains no charge agai'nft the 
perfons concerned in the management of the Gaol. 

With rerpedl to fo much of faid complaint as relates to the promifcuous con- 
finement of perfons charged with offences of every delcription, and alfo what relates 
to the want of beds and bedfteads, and the fcanty fupply of blankets, as well in the 
cells as in the long or fixpenny-room ; it appears by the Report we have alteadyfub- , 
mitted on the ftate of this Gaol, that faid grievances exift to the full extent of what 
is alledged in the petition. With refpea to the allegations of unnecefliiry rigour as 
to the confinement of perfons charged with criminal offences, and undue reftraint as 
to the admiflion of friends, we find that there is an eftablifhed reguiation in the 
Gaol as to this point, which appears to be ftriflly adhered to ; that jhis regulation 
allows as much indulgence, to the priloners in this refp.edt as is conliftent with fafe 
cuftody and the good order of the prilbn. 

We have already had occaffon to obferve, that the alledged frauds in the aiftribu- 
tion of the Bread-allowance have not been proved.

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Observations on Newgate. 

It is manifeft from infpedtion, from the Architect’s Report, and from the evi- 
dence of the InfpeCtcr General, and that of the Reverend Mr. Gamble, that this 
Gaol can never be rendered by any alteration a commodious one, or ca[>ab!e of 
admitting a complete claffification of prifoners. The Pffon is lurrounded on every 
fide by'ftreets, and the area of it (owing to this circumftance) cannot be enlarged. 
Befides it appears from Mr. Johnfton’s (the Architect) Report, that the materials 
and workmanQoip of the Piifon are of the worft defeription ; and that though the 
object of fecurity might in fome degree be attained by the meafures fuggefted in his 
Report, the main defeCts of the Prifon would remain without remedy. It is a 
common, but we fear too true an obfervation, " that perlons leave Prifon m 
“general worfe in morals than they went into it.” Ihe. cafe can hardly be other- 
wife in Newgate, where prifoners of every defcriptlon are promifeuoufiy herded 
together without any diftinCtion as to their crimes. It appears too that confideratio'ns 
ofa private nature have. had at times too much influence on the perfons in whom 
the government of this Prifon is veiled j the prefent Gaoler, on his appointment, 
was compelled to fettle half his falary * (which if left entire would be fcaice an 
adequate remuneration) on the widow of his predeceflbr. It appears, likewife, that 
the contracts for the fupply of the Prifon with necelfaries are not always niade with 
due attention to the public advantage f. When we confider the fituation of this 
PriDn, in the heart of the metropolis, the extenfively pernicious effeCls which mu 
refult to the morals of the perfons confined in it, and confcquently to fociety in 
. general, from its prefent ftate, and the faiutary influence of a thorough reformation, 
not only as to local effcCl, but in jioint of example upon the reft of Ireland, we 
cannot help recommending the fiibjeCt to your Grace’s confideration as a matter 0 
national concern. 



KILMAINHAM GAOL. 

THIS is the Gaol of the county of Dublin for Debtors as well as Felons. R 
fituated in an elevated and commanding fituation, near a ftreani of running water, 
which affords great faality for the fupply of this article to the Prifon. ^ _ 

It is large and well built, and on a good plan ; but the materials being limeftone, 
the furface of the cells at the infide is often damp in wet weather, particularly m 
lower ftory, which is at prelent unoccupied. On our infpeCtion we found e 
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PrlfnCLcWn and in general in good order ; itis white-waftied fix times in the J'ear. KrLM.ilKIIAM. 

There is no bath in the Prifon. The Prifon. in its original conftruaion. was well > v 

r.molied with privies; but the forcing-gump and pipes having been out of order tor 
nwards of five years, they muft now, in fpite of every care that can be uled, _be 
fLuentlv ofFenfive. ;There is a feparate yard and cells for perions under len- 
tpnce of death, but it is overlooked by three ranges of cells. With- thefe exceptions 
the Prifon is, in its conftruftion, provided with a;U the requifites for carrying into 
effeft a complete claffification of Priloners according to their ieveral offences ; 

nerfed feparation of perfons confined for debt and petty offences from felons, and 
of male from female prifoners, and affords fufEcient room for the intvodudion of a 
fvftem of induftry into the Prifon. 

It has no lefs than ten yards, in three of which are pumps, But the Grand Jury 
have not yet been able to avail themfelves of the advantages which the plan of th^ 

Prifon affords, in confequence of their being limited by law to £- 60 ‘ per annum for 
the fupply of beds, bedheads, fuel, and blankets. They have of late years proceeded 
towards fupplying the Prifon with thefe neceffary artides as far as their means would 
20 and have purchafed forty iron bedfleads ; but, at the rate at which their funds 
enable them to proceed, the complete equipment of the Prifon would be a work of 
much time, and the exifting means arefcarce adequate to keep up the fupply of thefe 
articles when once provided. They have alfo laboured under coniiderable dilhculty 
in procuring a proper perfon to fill the office of Gaoler, in confequence of being 
reftrained by Ad of Parliament from prefenting a larger fum than ^.25 per annum ^6 Geo. m. c. 
as falary for that office, and not being empowered to grant any fum of money towards ■ 
defraying the expence of Affiftants. u jn. j 

The male prifoners under criminal charges were fupplied with iron bedlteads, on 
which were laid facking beds, filled with tfraw. In general, two lay m one bed, and 

were furnilhed with a pair and a half of blankets. _ . , , o • l 

The females, charged with criminal offences, lie on flraw laid on the flags m the 
cells and common halls, the funds being, as already ftated, inadequate to the general 
fupply of all the. wards of the Prifon with thefe neceffary articles ; bur loiiie are 
annually added to the flock', and we underftancl it is the intention of the Grand Jury 
to continue the fupply till every part of the Prifon is furnilhed. 

The county allowance, of bread and milk is extended to the Debtors as well as 
Felons in this Prifon; and the diflribution is regularly fuperintended by the Rev. 

Mr. Campbell, the local Infpeaor. r , r r , 1 • 

There is a chapel, and alfo a private room for the foie uleot the Chaplain. 

There are two Infirmaries ; but we obferved with much regret, that one of them 
was let toaPrifoner confined for debt, and thus perverted from the purpole tor 
which it was intended. The medical duty is dilcharged by a Deputy, who vifits -Jen ^ vjar^ jjc 

three or four times in a week. , • *1 mdifpofirion of iSc 

We obferved likewife, that fome of the prifoners w6re allowed to lleep in the Apothwary. 
common halls, which ought to be referred free from all incumbrances of ffirmture, 
for the general accommodation of all the Prifoners of the range to which they 
belong. • * 

There is a guard of Soldiers outfide the Prifon, who have no communicalioa 
whatever with the prifoners within. The internal government of the Prhon is 
conduced by the Gaoler; a deputy Gaoler at £. 15 - per annum, and one mfide 
Turnkey /. 20. per annum, paid at the Gaoler s own expence; which forms a Unking 
contrail to the fituation of Newgate, where, with a much larger ^d more expenlive 
eftablilhment, the Military are introduced into the body of the . . . ■ ■ 

A pradice prevails in this Prifon, of confining Debtors for inilbehaviour m the 
ward called “ Capital Offences.” That fome mode of punilhmg refradory and tur- 
bulent Debtors is neceffary we entertain no doubt> but the mode adopted teems 
highly exceptionable ; the fize of the Prifon admits of folitary confinement in luch 
cafes, and this appears to us the proper remedy. ^ 

There is no gaol-drefs in ufe in this Prifon, nor, as it appears by the evidence of the 
Infpeaor General, in any Gaol in Ireland ; nor is there any provifion for cleanhng the 
perfons or the deaths of any Prifoneron his committal, or for fupplying them with 
any neceflary (under the denomination of clothing or covering) except blankets.

This Complaint is refolvable into eleven diftina Charges : we fliall give a 
mary of the evidence in fupport and in anfwer to each diftindly, and in order. 

Firft Charge.— That Complainant was, on 28th of July lalt, forcibly difpoffeffed 
y Uunn the Gaoler, of a room, for which he had agreed with Patrick Kofs 
turnkey, and which agreement was afterwards confirmed by Dunn. 

As to this charge if appears, That, for fome time previous to fald a8th of Tnlv 
a perfon of the name of Sherlock was in poffelTion of the room in queftion— Tlia! 

y nis permiflion Complainant lodged in faid room, and paid his proportion of the 
rent and was at times the perfon who fettled on behalf of all the occupiers forthe 
hole 1 hat faid Sherlock was, on 28th J uly, removed at his own full to the Four 
Courts Marfhalfea, and that fometime previous thereto he had intimated his inten- 
tion ot applying to be fo removed to Complainant; in confeouence of which Com. 
p ainant applied to Patrick Kofs the deputy, and expreffed his wifh to obtain faid 
room at the ufual rent; that Kofs’s anfwer was, “ That it was very well,” and that 
he would fpeak m Dunn,” or words to that effca. It appears likewife, that on 
Uunn s being applied to by Kofs, he informed him that O’Reilly could not have 
XT engaged; but that this anfwer was not communicated to 

U Keilly. JNo evidence has been adduced of any dired treaty between O’Reilly and 
Ounn touclnng faid room, and the attempt to prove an exprefs confirmation of 
Itols s implied agreement by Dunn failed. 

It appears in evidence that O’Reilly manifeRed a difporition to retain pofleffion 
of the room until expelled by force, and that Dunn in fupport of his own autho- 
rity as Gaoler, and in order to fulfil an agreement for this fame room (which be has 
another prifoner previous to any communication 
with O Reilly) by force ejeded him and his furniture. 

S^ond Charge.—That Complainant having, in confequence of an application to 
the Court ot King s Bench and Sheriff, been fome time after re-inftated in his room, 
a conlpiracy was formed between Dunn the gaoler and a prifoner of the name of 
y Uell, to remove Complainant by Habeas to the Four Courts Marfliaifea, in order 
to give poflefiion thereof to faid O’Dell. 

. , It appears in evidence, that in the month of Odober laR a Habeas Corpus was 

O’Dell, in order to remove Complainant to the Four 
Courts MarfiiaK^ — That Complainant was brought before Baron George in pur- 
luance thereof— That the Baron, having afeertained that the Habeas had ifiued at the 
Jmtot another prifoner, and not at the inftance of the Sheriff or Gaoler, remanded' 
the Complainant to Kilmamham, and expreffed his difapprobation of the applica- 
pi'oved that any cpnfpiracy. was entered into between the Gaoler 
^ Dell with refped to the filing out this Habeas, though it appears that the’ 
Gaoler knew thereof. ^ 

Third Charge, lhat on, the i8th of Odober, Complainant’s allowance of milk' 
lurnilhed by the county was flopped, and on the 20th of the feme month his 
county allowance of bread wp alfo flopped, becaufe he refilled to take an oafh 
himielf from having written on the wail of one of the coiTidons of the 
- arthallea the following words.: “ To the Habeas Corpus Office gratis to the Poor.” 
As to this point, It appears from the_ evidence of the Rev. Henry Campbell, the 
’ u fotne irregularities and infubordination had, previous to the 

20th Odober, taken place in the Marfhalfea ot this Prifon, and that much akerca- 
lon and animrjfity had fubfifted • between Complainant and another prifoner, inio- 
much that he was apprehenfive of riot.and o.utrage enfuing— That in confequence of 
thele altercations^ and the recent tranfadion refpeding the Habeas, he confidered 
• Thediiiributionof ’^^^bng as. Calculated to inflame and excite diflurbance, and threatened that he 

Sread to Debtors being the bread ailowancG unlefs the writer w^s- difeovered * — That all the 

Complainant, and a prifoner of the name of TtliteJ voIuntarUy came 
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' forward and exculpated themfelves on oath from the charge — 'That Complainant 
refufing to take fuch oath, or to give Infpedtor any fatisfatlion on tlie fubjeft, he infpeaon (w .cevef 
was ftruck off the bread-iift, and remains fo to this day (December i 6 th), 

tion in withholding this allowsnse from particular pri Toners whenever the difeipline of theprifon feem^ CO them w require it. 

The Complainant, on his examination before us, j^olltively fwore that he was 
neither the writer of this placard, nor knew who had w’ritten fame, but conceived it 
was done in derifion of himfelf,” There appears to us to have been fomehardlhip 
in continuing this fufpenfion for fo long a period j but from the general character 
of Mr. Campbell, as well as from what he has fw'orn on his examination, we believe 
that he was aftuated by a fenfe of duty, and a wifli to preferve order and peace in 
the Prifon; and though the neceffity of the meafure adopted does not ftriUe us in 
the fame point of view as it appears to have done him, we are by no means dif- 
pofed to condemn an aft unqueftionably within the fcope of his authority, and 
which perhaps was conducive to prevent riot and difturbance in the Prifon. 

Fourth Charge. — That, notwnthftanding this feverity againft Complainant, adul- 
tery and fornication have been connived at in this Prifon. 

The evidence as to this Charge does not affeft the Local Infpeftor ; and though 
the faft alledged is eftabiifhed in proof, the conduft of the Gaoler upon the fub- 
jeft appears to have been highly laudable and meritorious. Having obferved that 
a woman, whom he confidered as of bad charafter, cohabited with one of the prifoners 
(a debtor) he excluded her from the Gaol for near feven months j and when fi>c 
was again re-admitted, it was in confequence of the interference of the Under Sheriff, 
who informed Dunn that fuch indulgence was granted in other civil Prifons. 

We (hall have occafion to offer fome Remarks, on the general fubjeft of the admif- 
fion of females, in another place; at prefent only obferving, that Mr. Manders has 
declared on oath, in excufe for this interference, he did not know die charafter of 
the woman. 

Fifth Charge. — That Infpeftor, w'ho is intended bylaw as a check and controul 
over the Gaoler, exercifes but a nominal authority, and is in reality under the 
Gaoler’s influence. 

This Charge is not proved ; the circumftance of the Infpeftor having confirmed 
and approved of fome afts of the Gaoler, after inquiry into the grounds of tliem, 
feems to be the foundation of it. 

Sixth Charge. — That Complainant’s friends, who wanted to tranfaft neceffary 
hufinefs with him, with a view to his enlargement from Prifon, were frequently de- 
nied admittance to his room, And fometimes to the Prifon altogether; and that this 
.reftriftion was continued after Judge Daly had, at Complainant’s inftance, made an 
order that fuch indulgence fliould be allowed. 

It appears in evidence that Complainant w'as allowed to fee his friends in the 
-office below, both before and after Judge Daly's order; but that his friends were 
not permitted fo have accefs to his room till a fubfequent order was made by the 
Court of King’s Bench to that effeft. The objeft of Judge Daly’s order, though 
not expreffed in fpecific terms, was manifeftly to extend the indulgence which 
the Complainant had before experienced; and the conduft of the Gaoler in not 
complying with its obvious intent, appears to us to have been reprehenfibic, and, fo 
•far as the Complainant is concerned, fevere. 

The -total exclu'fio'n of Complainant’s friends on certain days appears to be alfo 
•vinjuftifiable, though (his reftriftion does not appear to have been founded on any 
motive of peribnal harftinefs to Complainant, but to have proceeded from a general 
•iyfteni adopted by the-Gaoler, in confequence of riot and diforder having arifen in 
the Gaol fron'i the uftre’ftraiiied admiflion of vifitors. 

Seventh Charge. — That this reftriftion was partial, other prifoners having been 
allowed greafft indulgence' than Complainant; and that on Sunday, 25tli Sep- 
tember, a ball-piaying match was allowed within the walls of the Prifon, at wliich 
the Gaoler himielf was prefent. 

That antecedent to the' adoption of the fyftem of exclufion, greater indulgences 
were allowed to' other prifoners there can be little doubt ; but there is no evidence, 
applicable to thife charge, during the period to which the Complainant’s allegation 
ftlers. The conduft of 'the- Gaoler in allowing a ball-playing match on 25th Sep- 
tember, (being Sunday) and countenancing it by his prefence, was-manifeftly im- 
proper. 

Eighth 
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Eighth Charge. — That on Sunday izth September, Dunn the Gaoler having the 
j warrant of-Corap'lainant’s committal in his hand, refufed to fliew it to Complainant 
•unlefs he would pay 2 1/. for a copy. This charge is proved. The excufe fortlig 
Tefufal is, that'the Complainant might have made an improper ufe of the induloence 
■by tearing the warrant, andthat Tuch advantages had been taken by other prir{Tners- 
-but the excufeTeems to us infufficient, and the conduft of the Gaoler in this in! 
fiance to have been harlb and fevere. He might have fliewed the wariant, without 
'letting 'it out of his-cuftody. 

Ninth Charge. — ^That on delivery of the printed notices from the CommifTioners 
■' of Gaol Enquiry, inviting fuch perlbns as felt themfelves aggrieved to prefer com- 
plaints, a verbal notice accompanied fame by Patrick Rofs the Deputy Keeper, 

That no Lawyer, Attorney, Prifoner’s wife (favirig fuch as ufually flept in the 

Prifon, or peribns bringing in food) would be admitted into laid Prifon on Sun- 
■*' day's in future.” 

The'Gaoler pofitively fwears, that no verbal notice whatfoever was delivered by 
'him, or by his authority, referring to or in anywife connefted with the printed no- 
tices ferved by order of the CommifTioners. He admits, that about the time of 
the delivery of faid printed notices, he did repeat his intention of perfevering in the 
reftraints he had been obliged to impole on the admiffion of vifitors, in confequence 
of fome inilances of improper conduft that had taken place, but that he never in 
-any manner impeded the free communication of complaints to the Commiffioners 
of Gaol Inquiry. 

Tenth Charge. — That the condudt of Dunn towards the debtors in this Prifon 
is in general coercive, oppreffive and tyrannical. 

The Complainant failed in proving this general Charge. He was defired to call 
any witneffes he pleafed. Such as were produced, gave us no evidence in fupport 
oftt. ' 

The Eleventh Charge is founded in mifapprehenhon. The Infpe< 5 or did reftrain 
perfons from preferring verbal complaints to the Commiffioners on their infpeftion 
of the Prifon (the Commiffioners having by public notice required that all com- 
plaints fliould be preferred in. writing) but no improper influence appears to have 
been exeicifedto fupprefs or interrupt complaints preferred in the form required. 

(N® 2.) — The Complaint of Edward M'Cabe. 

With refpeft to this complaint, firft, as to fo much thereof as relates to the con- 
finement of the Complainant in the 'W'ard ftyled the Capital Offences,” we have 
already exprefled our opinion of the Impropriety of this pradlice *. With refpeft 
to the alledged refufal on the part of Dunn the Gaoler, to admit Compl-unant into 
the Prifon (after his difcharge) in order to tranfabt buflnefs with a Prifoner, the 
Gaoler pofitively fwears, that his reafon for excluding Complainant, was, that he 
had difeovefed that Complainant had introduced fpirits into the Prifon for the ufe 
of faid Prifoner, and that much riot and irregularity had arifen in confequence 
thereof. The Gaoler further iwears, that whenever a prifoner has exprefled a wilh 
to fee a Magiftrate, he has always endeavoured to procure the attendance of one, in 
■order to receive any complaint which fuch Prifoner might have occafion to make. 

(N° 3.) — The Complaint of John Myler. — Appendix, N' 2. p. 57. 

This complaint refolves itfelf into three diftinft Charges ; his confinement in the 
ward flyled, “ The Capital Offences,” in the month of January laft j the affauit by 
Dunn the Gaoler in the paflage on the day of March iaft ■, and, jdly, his being 
turned out of his room, and again confined in the ward ftyled, “ The Capital- 
“ Offences.” 

As to the iff. On his being confronted with Patrick Rofs the deputy Gaoler, he- 
totally varied as to the day on which the injury was alledged to have been committed, 
and we muft confider his evidence upon this charge to be fo Iqofe and contradiftory. 
as to be w-holly unworthy of credit. As to the.fecond, the conduft of Dunn the 
Gaoler feems to have been unguarded and incorreift, the effect of fudden provocation 
from the Complainant, which, however, no provocation from' a prifoner can juftify., 
With refpeft to the third, the defence of the Gaoler is, that he was obliged to re- 
move the Complainant from, his apartments in confequence of non-payment of rent, 

and an attempt to hold a forcible poffeffion. , . • . . 

Observations. 
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Observations. 

upon a review of the evidence given in fopport of the complaints at KlL?ilAiNnA!\r. 
Kilmainham, and in defence of the Gaoler, we have been obliged to exprefs our ^ 

difapprobation of his conduft in fome inftances, yet, upon conhderation of the ftrong 
teftitnonies which have been given in his favour by the Grand Jury of the county, ' 
and the late High Sheriff, as well as upo*n our own obfervations of the candour and 
feirnefs with which he gave his evidence, and the difpofitloh which he manifelled to 
receive and profit by reproof, we are upon the whole di-fpofed to cciifider his conduft 
as meritorious- We have remarked a general defire to fupport good order and morals 
in the Gaol, and we have reafon to believe that his conduft in this refpedt has excited 
the refentment of the vicious and refraftory within the Frifon, and given birth to 
applications againft him in the Court of King's Bench, which, though in general 
refufed with cofts, have, in confequence of the infolvency of the Complainants, been 
attended with confiderable expence to him. 

The difturbed ftate of this country, the crowded, and often infecurc fiate of the 
Gaols, the refraftory difpofition of the prifoners (often exercifed in habits of infubor- 
dinatioii, and fyfte'maticrefiftance to every fpecies of lawful authority previous to their 
committal) have neceffarily given birth in feme infiances to a fyftem of firiclnels and 
feverity in the government of Gaols ; and the ideas of the duty of a Gaoler have been 
thereby too much narrowed to fafe cuftody, and the fupport of the Gaoler’s authority. 

A mind capable of much good may catch fome portion of a prevailing temper, 
without being corrupted by it. And we truft that the j)triod is approaching, when 
the notions of duty in this as well as other departmentsj will become more enlarged* 
when the principles of mercy and humanity, which pervade the theory of our Con- 
ftitution, will be univerfally realized in praftice : and if the impediments to improve- 
ment, which it will be our duty to point out, fiiail be .removed by the wtfdoin 
and humanity of the Legiilature, we do not defpair to fee the Gaol of Kilmainham, 
under the aufpices of the Grand J my, (who have already evin’ced a moft laudable and 
exemplary zeal for its improvement) and the government of the prefent Gaoler, a 
pattern to the other Frifons of Ireland. 



FOUR COURTS MAKSHALSEA. 

THIS Frifon is built on an elevated and healthy fituation adjoiningThomas-ftrect, FOU^ COURTC 
and near to the woftern extremity-of Dublin ;• it was built 'Of good materials, but ^ 
on a fcale much too fmall. This being a national Frifon ufed for the Debtors of all 
Ireland, who arc occafionally removed hitlaer from every county in this part of the 
United Kingdom, in the hope of their obtaining the benefit of the Maintenance 
and Infolvent Adis, it is imperative on the Maxlhal to receive them- into the Court- 
yard in any numbers, though- the Frifon be ever fo inadequate to accommodate 
■ them. - ‘ 

The principal building is nearly a fquare, bounded on the fouth by the MarfTiaFs 
houfe, on the weft and north by two rangesof apartments for Friloners, and on the 
caft by the Deputy’s apartments, the tap and three apartments let with it, and^ the 
entrance or hatchways j on the north of this fquare is another yard, in which there 
isabuilding, one apartment of which is the Chapel ; the remainder appears to have 
been originally intended for an Infirmary, but only two apartments thereof are now 
appropriated to- the ufe of the fick. _ _ _ . 

The apartment which was de-figned for the Hofpital kitchen, and which is^ 20 feet 
long by 1.6 feet lo- inches wide, islet by the Marflial to a Hatchman or Jurnkey, 
who underiets it to prifoners ; there were 11 perTons fl'eeping in it, befides children, Appendix, N'j-i 
■when we vifited the premifes. Another apartment is- occupied by female prifoners of -P’7^* 
alldefcriptions, it being the only place within the precincts of the Marihah'ea allotted 
for their feparate accommodation ; when we vifited, there were fix females confined 
thwein, the fizc of the room 20 feet by i6 feet 10 inches. On the ground'-fioor a 
third apartment, originally defigned as a charnel-houfe, and in its conftrudlion 
Rianifeltly adapted for this purpofe, is let by the Marfiial to another Hatchman, 
v'ho alfo underlets it to the pooreft-defcriptlon of prifoners, who pay 5</. a night for 
the wretched accommodation of ftraw,- and a fcanty portion of blanket. ^ 
lathe fame yard with the Infirmary there is a ball-court, a privy, which was in a 
niofi -filthy fiatc when we firfb-vifii'ed-the Frifon, and what was formerly a bath, but

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HEPORT . now entirely choaked up with dirt and rubbifli, and wholly ufelefs. The reft of the 
III Part. ^ building affords .(belides three apartments let to the tapfter, and which, not excent- 
■■ '^ ingthe very tap-room itfelf, are occupied at night by prifoners, who rent them from 
the tapfter) 25 rooms, fet by the Marfhal at -a weekly rent, and 7 common halls for 
men ; thefe latter are only 16 feet wide, and from 18 to 20 feet long ; they are on 
•the ground-floor, and flagged, and at prefent greatly crowded, fome of them havin? 
from thirteen to nineteen men lodging in them, and at times many more. All thefe 
halls are filthy and loathfome beyond defeription ; into them all Debtors, on their 
firft committal, areobliged to go until they can obtain a room to rent, or fliare of the 
room of fome other priibner : in thefe raiferable hails all the windows .are broken 
and here, crowded together, all fuch prifoners as either cannot afford to pay for* 
room or the .fhare of one, are obliged to lodge. 

TheMavlhal is appointed by -His Majeftyls Letters Patent, and holds his office 
during pleafure 5 Mr. William Ormfby, his fon, is affociated with him in the 
grant. 

The fees to be taken by the Marfhal of the- Four Courts on writs, whether on 
•mefne praesfs or execution, writs of Habeas Corpus, &c. and alfo the rates of 
lodging and hall-rent, are afeertained and fettled by the 10 William III. c. 9.; and by 
the fame Aft it is further provided, that if the Marflral or his Deputy, or any perfon 
•or perfons employed under him, lhall take or receive from any perfon conrmitted to 
his cuftody any greater or other fee, reward or gratuity, than are appointed by faid 
Aft, fuch Marfhal or his Deputy fliall forfeit for the firfl offence £. 20 . to be 
recovered -by qui-tam aftion ; for the fecond -offence ;(f. 40. to be recovered in like 
manner; and for the third offence fli all forfeit his office, and be from .thenceforth 
incapable of holding or exercifing faid office for ever.

All thefe complaints relate to grievances of a general nature, and profefs to feek 
redrefs of them on public grounds, except (N* 3.) 

With refpeft to (N® ,3.) the Complainant, though frequently fummoned by the 
Commiflioners (who fat for Ceveral days fucceffively in the Marfhalfea-houfe for the 
purpofe of examining the witnefles, who w’ere almoft all prifoners, as was the Com- 
plai.nanthimfelf ) declined coming forward to fabftantiate the fame.; from whence 
we conclude, either that the complaint was unfounded, or that the oaufe of it 
had been removed . 

With refpeft to (N® 6.') a great part of the evidence adduced in fupport thereft 
tends to eftabliffi charges of a general nature againft the conduft and government of 
the Marfhalfea, the refult whereof will appear in the furamary of evidence which 
we fubjoin. The remainder relates to charges againft the Deputy Marffial, ofper- 
.fona! injuries to Complainant, and alfo to the conduft of certain Magiftrates, who 
are alledged to have improperly refufed to take the examinations of the -Complainant 
■forTaid injuries. Rut it appearing to the Commiffioners that -this evidence was 
'leading to the examination of matters not within the fcope of their commif- 
•fion; and -it appearing likewife in the courfe of the evidence, t-hat thefe feveral 
matters were the fubjeft of a petition preferred by -Complainant (,on the ftateroent 
of the Complainant himlclf) .to the Court of King’s Bench and ftill depending 
therein, the Commifliuners thought it their duty to ftop the examination as loon 
as the tendency of it was afeertained, and to decline reporting as to the merits 0 
'this branch of the evidence. 

The principal matters contained in the other petitions and complaints are in- 
cluded in. the Statement, (N®-9.) which is anonymous, but purports to be a 
‘ftatement of al! the grievances, abul'es, and irregularities in the hour Courts w ar- 
r-fliailsa. .It is divided into’ nineteen diftinft Charges.

to us that due care or vigilance has been 
•exercifed by the Marflial in the article of 
cleaniinefs. When we firft vifited the 
Prifon, it was extremely loathfome and of- 
fenfive, particularly the halls, and the 
white-wafhing required by law did not ap- 
pear to us to have been duly performed ; 
and we have reafon to believe that this has . 
been the general ftate of the Prifon' at all 
times. Neither does it appear that the 
Marflial employs a fufficient number of 
perfons for this purpofe, nor that he ade- 
quately remunerates fuch as he employs. 
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Third Charge. — That the faid Mar- 
flial,.. inftead of paying his turnkeys 
rcafonable and fufEcient wages, puts 
each of them in pofTeflion of an hall 
in faid Marflialfea, originally and only 
intended and appointed for the ac- 
commodation of prifoners. 

Fourth Charge. ““That faid Turn- 
keys have and now do exaft from each 
piifoner introduced to their feparate 
halls, enormous Turns of money by way 
of garriidi, and for weekly accommo- 
dation. That prifoners have and do 
pay to faid turnkeys, or their wives 
or families who alfo live in faid halls, 
5J. as garnhh money, and 5s. ^d.

adt from an individual prifoner who 
fliall occupy a lingle bed of faid turn- 
keys, yr. 'jd. per week; and that faid 
turnkeys alfo charge and receive (when 
twoperfons deep in one bed) 3 j.

'Fifth Charge.— That faid Marflral 
exercifes an undue .authority in the 
..giving of apartments to prifoners, not 
regarding feniority nor priority of 
-claim, but rather veiling that impor- 
tant part of his duty in the hands of 
his deputy, who will not hearken to 
any application for a room without 
receiving from the opprefFed prifoner 
a douceur for his trouble or infiuence 
with the faid Henry Qrnifby the Mar- 
fhal, in behalf of faid pnfoner’s appli- 
• cation. That apartments are often 
engaged and kept for perfons before 
: their committal to this Marflialfea. 



We muft therefore confider him in this in- 
fiance as guilty of great negled. As to 
the neglcfted date of the glazing, we!bn- 
fider it as very much owing to the condudl 
of the prifoners themfelves ; and that, until 
a better (yflem of regulation (hall b'e in- 
troduced into and enforced in the Prifon 
no permanent amendment can be expeded 
in this article. 

The payment of $5. ^.d. per week to the 
Hatchmen is certainly very inadequate re- 
muneration. It is admitted on the part of 
the Marflial, that Hatchmen are ftationed 
in common halls, and that they derive emo- 
lument from letting beds to prifoners ; and 
it is manifeft that the principal, though 
perhaps not the foie reafon for placing 
thern there, is to enable them to fupply the 
deficiency of their wages by the above 
rrieans. The addition of a Hatchmanand 
his family to an apartment already too 
much crowded, mud necelfarily aggravate 
the inconvenience ; and we are of opinion 
that the pradice is a grievance not fuffil 
ciently compenfated b^y the advantages 
dated to refult from thence by the MarflTal 
The demands made by them for beds, con- 
ficlering the wretchednefs of the accommo- 
dation afforded, are extremely exorbitant; 
and though it does not appear that any de- 
mand is made for the {landing of a bed, 
when the prifoner has a bed of his own (as 
is alledged in theqth charge) yet it is proved 
that the. halls in which Hatchmen are 
ftationed are fo crov/ded with beds for hire, 
that a prifoner would in vain feek for a 
place to put up his own. .It appears, that 
5 X. 5 d. is demanded, under the denomina- 
tion of Garniflr, from prifoners on coming 
in j viz. j j. 3 J. for coals, and 2 x. i d. for 
whilkey, for the ufe of the prifoners; but 
the Hatchmen do not appear to be inftru- 
mental in making or enforcing this demand, 
and the Marlhal fwears he refills it. 

It appears in evidence, that the Deputy 
is the perfon generally applied to by pri- 
foners whem they wifh to be aecoinmadated 
with rooms, and that it- r-s the praftice to 
give him a douceur to the amount of from 
one to four guineas for his fervices in pro- 
curing them ; thefe Turns he fays are never 
demanded, but he admits that he accepts 
of them as compliments. It does not ap- 
pear in evidence that the Marfltal is privy 
to thefe pecuniary tranfadlions between the 
prifoners and the Deputy; but it is certain, 
whether the Marihal or the Deputy ulti- 
mately difpofes of the apartments, that all 
the prifoners who have given thefe douceurs 
•to the Deputy have been accommodated ; 
k.fcems to be . confidered as a matter of 
courfe. 
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in courfe, and there is ground for believing 
that an application, unaccompanied by what j 

is termed a compliment, would be unfuc- 
cefsful.— It is proved that, in one inftance, 
a room was engaged for a prifoner previous 
to his removal trom another Prifon to the 
Four Courts Marllialfea ; but this appears 
to have been done without the knowledge ' 
of the Mardral, and to have been difap- 
proved of by him. 



Sixth Charge. — That the faid Mar- 
lhal totally neglects the internal go- 
vernment and condition of the Mar- 
{halfca; one apartment being only 
dedicated to the accommodation of 
females, wherein are frequently aflem- 
bled ladies of the fivft refpedlability 
with women of difrepute and public 
infamy. 



Seventh Charge. — That the Hofpital 
of faid Marfliallea is never attended 
to by Marflial, nor are the neceffities 
of its fickiy inhabitants fupplied as 
by Law diredted. 



Eghth Charge.— That Geo. Long- 
worth, the Deputy Marlhal, occupies 
four rooms and two garrets belonging 
to the faid Mardialfea, and originally 
and folely intended and appointed for 
theufeof prifoners ; wherein faid Geo. 
Longworth, Deputy Marflial, enter- 
tains occafionally prifoners for enor- 
nious fums of money per the week. 



Ninth Charge.— That a ferjeant’.s 
guard (by the procurement of faid 
Marfhal, and never before his time 
confidered necefTary) occupies one 
apartment in flrid Marfhalfea as a 
guard-room, two of whom daily parade 
the infide of faid Marfhalfea, and are 
265. in 



There are certainly inftances of negledt 
and remifTnefs on the part of the MarQial, 
fome of which we have had already occafion 
to animadvert upon, and others will be 
noticed hereafter. With refpedt to the in- 
ftance alluded to in this Charge ; namely, 
that one apartment only is dedicated to the 
accommodation of females of ail defcrip- 
tions, it is certainly a heavy grievance to 
female prifoners of decent behaviour and 
conduft ; but it feems to remit neceffarily 
from the crowded ftate of the Prifon, 
which does not admit of more room being 
appropriated to this purpofe. 

This charge is not brought home to the 
Marfhal. It appears that the Hofpital is 
repaired and furniflied at the expence of 
Government, and that medicines and me- 
dical attendance are provided at the ex- 
pence of the county of the city of Dublin; 
that the Grand Jury are limited by- Law 
to a fum of ^.200 per annum for the fup- 
ply of medicines and neceffaries for all the 
Prifons in the city, a fum totally inadequate 
for the purpofe, arid that a contrafted fcaie 
of fupply has been neceffarily adopted in 
confequence. We fhall have occafion td 
make further remarks on this fubjed, in that 
part of our Report which relates to the 
Medical and Surgical Department of the 
Prifons of Dublin. 

There is no evidence that the rooms oc- 
cupied by the Deputy Marflial were de- 
figned for the ufe of prifoners; on the con- 
trary, they appear from their conftruction 
to have;bieen originally intended for the 
purpo.fc to which' they are applied. Prifon- 
ers who can afford to pay for faperior-' 
accommodation are fometimes lodged and 
boarded here by permiflion of the Marflial ; 
the terms are matter of private contrad' 
between the Deputy and prifoners. 

This Charge confifts of two branches ; 
firft, that a guard of foldiers is kept within 
the Prifon ; fecondly, that the prifoners are 
conveyed to and from the courts under the 
efcort of a military guard.

Fifteenth Charge. — That faid Mar- 
lhal utterly negledts the Rate of the 
Marfhalfea, and leaves to the prifoners 
the'whitewalhing of their different 
apartments at their own expence. 

Sixteenth Charge. — That the Rate 
of the Hofpital in faid Marfhalfea is 
difgraceful to a civilized country, and 
Ihocking to humanity. 



Seventeenth Charge. — That the pre- 
fent nurfe-tender, wife to one of the 
iatcfamen who occupies an hall as be- 
fore mentioned, is inattentive to the 
duties of her fituation, and lhamefully 
iiegieRs her miferable patients. 



^ Eighteenth Charge.— That the bath 
IS filthy and noifome beyond defcrip- 
fion, without a fupply of water, and 
extremely offenfive to the prifoners ; 
and that there are not any liberties 
nor day-rules for the convenience of 
the prifoners in faid Marfhalfea, as 
there are in the Fleet and King’s 
heiich in England. 



There is no doubt that the halls of the 
Marfhalfea are at all times much crowded j 
and it is aRonifliing that the health of the 
prifoners fhould be fo little affeded by this 
circumRance by their loathfo'menefs, filth, 
and wretched accommodation ; but thefe 
are evils that admit of no complete remedy 
in the prefent contrafled Rate of the Pri- 
fon, though they might be palliated if 
greater exertions were ufed by the Marfhal 
to promote and enforce deanlinefs. 

On this Charge w'e Ihall only remark, 
that the duty of whitewafhing the piifon is 
not duly performed. 



We have already had occafion to obferve, 
that the Hofpital is not fufficiently provided 
with neceffarics, but that the blame thereof 
does not attach upon the Marfhal. The 
very defedive Rate of the Hofpital, in point 
of accommodation, feems to warrant the 
defcription contained in the Charge. 

NotwithRanding the crowded Rate, the 
filth, and miferable accommodation of this 
Prifon, it feldom happens that there are 
more than one or two patients at a time in 
the- Hofpital; we were therefore fomewhat 
atalofs to obtain evidence diredly bearing 
upon this point. Mifs Darley, a prifoner, 
fwears, that fhe is in the habit of attending 
the Hofpital, from motives of charity, and 
that fhe always found the nurfe-tender at- 
tentive to her duty. Another prifoner, who 
had been a patient, was examined, and 
gave no evidence of any negled on the part 
of the nurfe-tender. We muR, therefore, 
confider this charge as unfounded. 

The bath is in the Rate defcribed in the 
Charge; and there are no liberties or day- 
rules belonging to this Prifon,

« . 
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ftatemcnt of the prefent government 
and condition of this Marlhalfea has 
been exemplified in the melancholy- 
end of two unfortunate, but once re- 
fpedlahle members of fociety ; the 
late William Poole and Captain 
Nefbit, both of whom, being confined 
in this Marfiialfea, fell viftims to the 
internal bad government thereof, as 
has been proved by the verdict of the 
Jury who fat on the body of the 
former. 



This Charge is' not conveyed in 
terms, but is loofe and general. It appears 
from the evidence, that the internal govern- 
ment of the' Marlhalfea is extremely vicious 
and defeftive ; the want of due attention to 
cleanlinefs, the riots and diforder which 
frequently prevail in the Prifonj and the • 
wretched accommodation which the com- 
mon halls ?.fibrd, muft gricvoufly, aggravate 
the fufterings of prifoners labouring under 

difeafe of any kind, and probably, in cafes 
of great weaknefs and debility, accelerate 
their death. 

It is probable the lives of both thefe 
prifoners might have been prolonged under 
circumftances more favourable to their health and comfort. But with refpeft to 
the cafe of William Poole, it appears that, he was infane ; that_ an endeavour 
was, made on the part of the Marflial to obtain admifiion for him into one of the 
lunatic wards attached to the Houfe of Induftry, which meafure was relinquilhed 
in confequence of the Marflial having been informed that his removal would amount 
loan efcape,; that there is no ward or place proper for the reception and confinement 
of lunatics within the precindts of the Marlhalfea that it would have been highly 
improper to remove him to the hofpital to the raanifeft Injury and annoyance of 
other patients. And it appears to us, that under all thefe embarraffing circumftances, 
the miferable condition of this unfortunate man did not admit of any effedtual relief, 

■ With refpeft to the cafe of Captain Nefbit, it appears that he was removed to the 
Hofpital, and died under the care of the medical attendants. 

We cannot however conclude our obfervations on this Charge without remarking, 
that the place (known by the name of The Canoe, being a hole under a flight of 
flairs, and originally, as we are informed, intended for coals) in which both thefe 
perfons flept, is wretched beyond defeription. 

. This is one of the' flrocking circumftances refuUing from the crowded ftateofthe 
Prifon, the general ftate of which in point of numbers is fuch, that it is probable, if 
thefe perfons had been able to afford the fum neceffary for the hiring of a room, fuch 
accommodation could not have been afforded to them. 

In addition to the matters above fet forth, the following fads are eftablifhed by 
the evidence ; — 

That there is no reftraint whatfoevef upon the admiffion of females of any defeription} 
fr'om whence' great annoyance' and offence arife to the orderly and well-d,ifpofed 
inhabitants of the. Prifon. 

That there are frequent riots and difturbances among the prifoners by night, 
generally the effed of intoxication. 

That the Marflial fometimes relaxes the rules as to the time of locking up, at the 
folicitation of prifoners, and at others is unable to enforce them. 

That thefe riots fometimes continue to an early hour in the morning. 

That there is no adequate fyftem of coercion for the refradory ; nor is the Marflial 
armed with any powers to commit offenders of any defeription to any other Gaol (as 
is the cafe in the King’s Bench Prifon, London) but is obliged, on every fuch 
occafionj.to make a fpecial application to a Judge or Magiftrate. 

That the rents immediately payable- to the Marflial for chambers- feem fo be 
moderate, but that the crowded ftate of the Prifon gives birth to a fyftem of exadion 
upon the part of his hatchmen and otheis, to whom he lets apartments, over ■which 
SeeAppcrdix,N“3. he exercifes no fort of controul ; it appearing in one inftance in proof before us, that 
_ p- 78- ^ a Captain Johnfton and others were obligerl to pay to Reilly, the tapfter, for one of 
his wretched apartments, five' guineas as a fine} and t'hree guineas in ^vance dor rent, 
at the rate of a -guinea per week that this charge was known to the Marflial, and 
that the parties obtained no fedrefs from him ; and that they muft have flept in a 
common hall if they had not fubmitted to this exadion. ^ 

That a fmali proportion of the prifoners are the immediate tenants of the Marflial, 
that feveral of thofe who pav for rooms to 'him accommodate other prifoners on 
See Appendix, N®3. fuch terms as may be agreed on between them ; that on the ttansfer of a little room 
EvidenMof ^ fliop, from ODC prifoncr to another, it was neceflary to give a dmceur ot a

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noaiitl to tlie doputy, in order to. obtain his confentj and that even tliechaTnel-hoofe 

been the fubjed of like negociation. „ ^ ' ' ^ 

' That fpirits are fold in three halls of the Prifon as well as m the tap. But it is 
•, but luftice to remark, that this traffic, fo prejudicial to the health aifo morals of 
fthp orifoners, is countenanced and promoted by fome of a foperior rank, who allow 
their names to be ufed as a cover for introducing the fpirits, and that tlie practice, 
iwhen difoovered, is'.refifted and checked by the Marflial.^ _ , r n. • 

That the inhabitants of the common halls, befides the inconveniences they lulTain 
from the crowd, the filth, and general wretchednefe of accommodation therein, 

Jenuently IbfFer the greatetl diftrefs for want of fire, food, and covering, for the 
fuoolv of ail which necefiaries they depend upon the precarious, refource of cafual 
£lmnty> and that among the inconveniences rcfoltin^ from the crowd, one ot the 
moft grievous is, tlrat. there is no place within rhe Prifon in which a debtor can eser- 
ofe his trade, or work- .up matenalsof induftry if they were provided for him.

SHERIFFS PRISON. 

THIS' Prifon rvas built in the year 1794, by Grand Jury Prefentments, for -the 
•nm-pofe of preventing- the abufes of fponging-houfes ^ although we cannot fin^d any 
Ad of Parliament under which Grand Juries are exprefsly empowered to prelent for 

,tbe building of a. Gaol of that defeription. j ci -fv _ 

There was for fome time a conteil: between the Grand Juries and the Sheritis, on 
•whom the . expence of repairing it fhould fall j it being. afiei;^ted _^ the part ot the 
former, that as the Prifon was built for the fafe keeping of Sheriffs prifoners, and as 
they derived emolument thereout, the burthen of repairs ought to ^volve upon them. 

But theGrand Jury feems to have given up this point 5 the Sheriffs confider them- 
felves exonerated ; and fuch repairs as are executed (except a few trifling . articles, 

■the expence of which is defrayed by the Keeper) are done by prefentments at iertn. 

It is in evidence before us, tlrat it has in fome degree anfwered the purple for j- m . 

which it was built, the fees demanded.in fponging-houfes having ^en much more SecApp^«x.N 9, 
exorbitant than at pfefent in the Sheriffs Prifon,., and .nrany cruelti^ having been Evidence nf 
praaifed in fpnnging-houfes, which have not been exercifed m this Prifon. But it a„. f 
'lias by no rlieans afforded an adequate remedy. It will appear from the ftatement we 

riihibiu, that many grofs abufes and irregularities, loudly calling for corr-ea>on^^ 

prevail in this Prifon and although no perfons are confined here whofe debts amount 
to alefs fom-than/.io. (except for cofts of non-prof.) the num-ber of Prisoners 
often amounts to 130 ; for the accommodation of which number (partly owing to 
, the fmallnefsof the Prifon, and partly to the unequal diflnbution ot apartments) it. 

is wholly inadequate. . , n • u 

- This Prifon conlifts of a center building and two parallel wings, three ftories above 
ground in each,, and a range of cells, threc under each wing, below. Iri the center 
building there is a large ftaircafe, and lobbies looking into the yard belund. inve 
of the cells are appropriated for the reception of the poorer dais of pnloners; the 
•other (on the north wing) being near the privy, is io extremely filthy as to be unfit 
for the occupation of any human creature : they are ail deplorable habitations, da. k, 
damp, noxious, and badly ventilated. The laft inconvenience was in fome degr^ 
mitigated when we vifited the Prifon, in confequence of the windows being who ly 
ungiazed; but the exceffive cold occafioned by this circumaance induced the 
prifoners to Huff the apertures with ftraw and other materials. For thefe cells no ^ 

rent is payable to the Keeper, but we underftand that fome of the occupiers exad of^rep..: when wc v- 
fums under the denomination of rent from others. Two of the cells under the 
-center building are occupied as a tap ; the other as a common receptac.c lor all the 
•dirt of the Prifon, the oftenfive effluvia from which diffufes itfell through the entire 
building. In the cells 'occupied as lodging-rooms, there are neither beds, beditcads, 

.bedding, blankets, ftraw', or any allowance of fuel or provifions lupphed at the public 
.expence ; the neccITities of the prifoners are relieved only by calual donations, the 
•fubferiptions of fome of the wealthier prifoners, and fometinies by a diltribution ot 
bread and meat at Chriftmas under the fuperintendance ot the Lord Mayoi and 
•Sheriffs'of the preceding year, arifing out of a charitable fund created by the will ot a 

perfon named Powell, who had been himlelf a prifoner. , n 

The windows of the lobbies and thofe of the itaircale and center building were all 
urjglazed. ' The rooms above ground in the center building (nine) are let untui nilhe

Thougl? we cannot approve of the pi-aftice of reforting to military affiftancc in 
r^pprefling internail .diftorbances in Prifons (except in cafes of abfolute neceflity) ; 
and although we are of opinion that, under proper regulations, the internal good 
■order of every Prifon might be maintained witliout fuch aid j yet, in the particular 
inftance -before us, iti confequence of the relaxed ftate of difcipline in this Prifon, 
the lueafure feeras to have been indifpenfable ; nor does it appear that any perlonal 
linjury^of a ferious nature refulted therefrom. 

2dly. UnnecefTaiy delays in the admifSon of friends wlio came to vifit him, and 
interruptions to his fewant in bringing him his -meals and other neceffaries. 

Thefe laft complaints are not denied, and probably refult from the Prifon being 
inadequately fupplied -with attendants, the principal burthen of this duty refting 
aipon the Turnkey alone. 

’’dly. Bis detention for fiveiiours, on a demand of 8'r. -9<f. for fees, at the end 
-ofwbich he-wasdifcharged, paying yr. ^d. -only, which is not denied. 

With, refpeft -to (N“ 5.) Mrs. Elizabeth Gannon .; this Complaint wasfent in from 
die Four Courts Marlhalfea, where Mrs. Gannon is now confined ^ and her ^evidence 
-having of courle been alio given in the Marflialfea, we refer to Appendix, N* 3. 
for tills -ftatement. The grievances fet forth in this Complaint refult from -the 
;generally crowded .date -of rhe Prifon, and die want of any .proper fy.ftem of internal 
re<^uIation. We (ball fubmit our -Obfervatlons as to .the remedy of.thofe.and'fimiIar 
grievances in anotlier place. 



'Sheriffs Prison* 

Tlie wifdom of the Legiflature in impofing fuch heavy penalties on the 'offence 
•iof renting the officeof Gaoler, &c. See. (penalties which attach upon the prefent and 
all the preceding Sheriffs of the 'cky of Du'bHn fince the firfl: eredtion of this Gaol) 
-is fufficiently evinced by the defeription which we hav-e been obliged to give of the 
•ftate of this Prifon. The-Sheniff, fcekin^ only a lump rent (without trouble) and 
indemnity, -indolently refigns the care of the Prifon to his Deputy, making provifion 
un!y for the repairs of ■bars and locks. The Deputy, fubjedt in -all events to the 
■rent, and to all lojfes, has but two objedts in view, the fafe keeping of the prifoners, 
and his own reimb-urfement. With a view to this laft objedt, hefets, ivhat may be 
confidered as £ve rooms, to a favourite pril'oner named Edward Crofeon, the tapfter, 
at a rent amounting to ro8. 8t. 10^. perannum; in order to fecure which, he 
Encourages the confumption of liquor in the Prifon. Crofton underlets at his own 
prices. 

[It appears that Crofton is in cuftody under a writ for £. 20. and a detainer for 

14.-; fums which there is reafon to believe he might have long fince paid if he 
had not preferred .remaining in gaol, to continue the lucrative employment of 
-tapfler.] 

Neither Sheriff nor Keeper being bound to keep the Prifon in repair, the demand 
npon this head being rdudlantly liftened to by the Grand Jury, who have no imme- 
diate concern in the well-being of this Prifon, and on whom there are a multitude 
;of more prefling demands, the neglefted ftate in which wc found it, is eafily ac- 
counted for. Thus the falutary regulations for afeertaining the price of rooms are 
-•evaded..; the Gaoler acquires a direft intereft in the fale of fpirits, and derives his 
■emolument from the riots and diflblutenefs of the Prifon, which he is fometimes 
under the neceffity of reforting to the aid of the military to rellrain ; and the duty 
•of repairing having been transferred to the Grand Jury, the well-being of the pri- 
.fonevs (fo far as relates to this point) depends upon the activity of the Sheriff, and 
-his influence with the Jury. That the abufes and exadtions which prevailed irt 
.private fponging-houfes were of a nature much more enormous than any we h.T,ve 
expofed in this, and that thefe evils may have been in fome degree checked and. 
-correfted by the eftabiifoment of this Prifon, may be readily admitted ; but this 
affords no argument for flopping the progrefs of reforrn, or for tolerating abufes, 
vvhich, though of inferior magnitude to thole which they have fucceeded, are 
•equally contrary to Law, and the principles of humanity and found policy. 
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OBSERVATIONS ' 

On the Four CDtrX'Ts' Mars-'ha'lse'a, SHERTFFff pRrsoN, S'd. See: 

The manifold evils and abufes which, we have ftated to exift in the Civil Prifons 
of the city of Dublin, evidently proceed from the following caufes;. viz. FiiJ}, the 
t 00 , contrafted foaie on which, the Prifons are built, not allowing nearly lufficieat 
room for the accocnm’bdation of the average number of perfons confined therein 
much lefs alfordingan opportunity to perfons induftrioufly difpofed to exercife their 
t'ni'dt^.—Secdnc/Iyy the want of a proper fet of well-cfevifed rulfes, btders', and fegalatibns 
for the internal government 6f thele Prifons, and oT due means' for enforcing tliem.-^ 
f>hirdlyi the want of a regular fund for the repairs' of ‘CUt'Cfx.—Fourihli, the w^n't of 
afegaf provifion for the mainteridn'ce of the p'ob’reft cl'afs df debtors. 

With refped to the firji and principal caufe, it is manifell that all the difoutes 
dnd-. broils, between the upper' dal’s of prifoners and the Keepers, about chamber’s and 
the exadions under the denomination of rent, the crowd,- the filth',and the rioifoirie>- 
nefs of the .common halls in which the lower clafs of debtors are lodged, are to be 
t'faced to this fource. Till more room fhali be provided for the reception of debtors 
tliefo evil's may' be palliated ; but tlVey udhi'it of no other radical cure. 

- As to tM fec'ond, it has not appeared to us' ^bat there is'^ariy lyfterh of regulation's 
for' ffiie internal government of th'efe Prifons,* nor any adequate authority in the 
Keep.d^ to enforce them ; no wards for the confinement of the refradlory, ho power 
fn fh'e'’'Ke^3eh to-remove prifoners from the Prifoh under ariy circumllances, without 
fpecial application to a Judge; no eftablillied reftraints upoti prdfarie, ind-e'cen-f, 
riotous, or immoral condud of any foi t ; nor need any ftronger inftance be adduced 
of the extent to which this laxify prevanls than the evidence which has been given 
with relpeft to the Four Courts Martliaifea and Kilmainham, in the former of w'hich 
Prifons it appears, “ that the.aSmiflion of females, without any enquiry as to cjia- 
r^'er; is iri'difenmihate and unfeftrained arid iri the latter (fuchi was the influence 
hf the eftablifhed praftice in other places) that when the GSoler in the difehafge of 
a plain- duty had excluded from his Prifon a worrian of notorious bad diSradter, he 
C'ohtrouled by the rupericr authority of thefub-Sheriff,and compelled to receive 
her on the ground of " precedent in all the other Civil Prifons in Dublin.^’ 

■ As to the third cadfe, it appears’ with refped: to the Four Courts Maifhalfoa, that 
the obligations of the Marfhal iri this refpedl are extrern'ely undefined with refpect 
to lightingand to cleaning parts of the Prifon, &c.^ And with refped to the Sheriffs 
Prifon, that there have been difputfes between tlie Sheriffs and the Grand Juries as 
to the obligation to repair, and, though tliefe difputes feem to be now adjutted, fli& 
funds for this piirpofe appear to bereiudantly and tardily difburfed. 

With refped lothtfourth^ we are aw'are that the fubjed is not free from difilculff. 
To any general legal provilion for the maintenance of any defeription of debtors (be- 
■ yond wliatarifes oiit of the Ad commonly called the Maintenance Ad, 37 G. 111 . 
c. 49.) there are flrong and weighty objedions; but wefubmit, that a dilcretibriary and 
qualified pow-er might be vefted’ in the vifiting Juixices, or the feveral local Inlpedors, 
-of certifying {.after due enquiry into circumftances) that certain individuals confined 
for debt were proper objeds of county relief, and that on fuch certifiedes thfe ufua! 
county allowance of bread or other provifipns (which perfons charged with criminal 
offences receive) ought to be iffued to fucli debtors, or that afliftance Ihould he 
afforded to fuch debtors out of the funds of, the county, in'order to enable them to 
make the ncceffary applications under the Maintenance Ad. The regulation prb- 
pofed has been fuggefted to us by the 3-d of the regulations for the debtors fide of 
Gloucefter gaol, to which we refer, and which is as follows: “As it frequently 
“ happens that prifoners confined for debt are fo far removed frorh, or are fo deftitiite 
“ of friends, that they are totally deprived of fuftenance, and without a power o-f pro- 
curing their groats from their creditors ; and as i-t is fometimes the cafe that they 
“ are either not able to work, or being able, cannot procure employment fufficient to 
fuftain themfelves; it is ordered, that in filch cafes (on producing a certificate 
“ from the Minifter and feme other relpedable inhabitant of the plate of refid'enCe 
“ of any debtor, that he is fo deftitute of friends, and a deferving objedl of the 
“ public bounty) the vifiting Juftices or any two of them, may order any luch prj- 
loner relief from the county flock {not exceeding the ordinary allowance to felons 
and fines) or may afiifl him in procuring his groats.” Tllele obfervation's riatu- 
rally fuggefl the remedy. Much inconvenience, and no advantage, feems to us to 
fofidt from the multiplication .of .civil or criminal Prifons. The accompanying Plan

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and Report of Mr. Johnfton fuggefl; an addition to the Four Courts M.irfl'.airea, the observations. 

adoption of which would materially contribute to alleviate the condition of the ’ v ^ 

debtors confined in that Prifon. But this plan would contract the fpace allotted 
for airing ground, which is already fcant)", and, confidered as an ifolated nreafure, 
would probably be attended with but temporary and palliative effedts j inafmuch as the 
partial melioration of any one Prifon would have a tendency to increafe the influx of 
prifoners, and thus in no very long interval of time, lead to the recurrence of all thofc 
evils and abufes w-hich bad been thus only fufpended. The area of the prefent 
Marfhaifea (the building being furrounded, except on the north, where there is an 
abrupt declivity) by Thomas-ftreet, is incapable of enlargement; the fameobfervation 
applies to the Sheriffs Prifon, and though both are capable of improvement, we are 
decidedly of opinion that a new Prifon (of fufficicnt extent to receive every defcrip- 
tion of prifoners now confined in the Marlhalfea and Sheriffs Prifon ; and thus calcu- 
lated to fupply the place of both) under the immediate controul of the fuperior 
Courts, to whom the framing a proper fet of regulations ought to be committed 
(including rent of chambers, fees, &c.) and in which provifion fhould be made for 
relieving the diftrefles of the moft neceflitous and deibitute defcription of debtors, 
afterdueenquiry into their circumftances, w ill prove the only adequate remedy. And 
in the eredUon of this or any other Prifon which may hereafter be built in Ireland, 
we cannot too ftrongly urge the neceflity of carefully providing for the means of 
carrying intoeffeift all the regulations of the 26 Geo. III.; aifo fufficient work-rooms 
for the ufe of induftrioufly difpofed prifoners, and proper wards for the confinement 
of the refradlory. With refped to taps in civil Prifons, we find that doubts have been 
entertained how far the claufes of 26 G. III. prohibiting taps to be kept in Prifons, 
were applicable to Prifons exclufively appropriated to debtors, and that taps have 
continued to be openly kept in Prifons of that defcription fince the enadment of 
that law. The evils refultingfrom this unreftrained licence have been enormous, riots 
and dilbrder of every fpecies have been the confequence. Nor does it appear to us that 
any nieafure fiiort of the total abolition of taps within the Prifons can furnifh an 
adequate remedy; and this prohibition fliould be accompanied with regulations re- 
ftraining the confumption of wine and malt liquors within reafonable bounds. — See 
fixth of the regulations for the debtors fide of Gloucefter Gaol ; which is as 
follows : 

“ That Debtors fhall be permitted to fend for, or have brought unto them at 
“ feafonable and regulated hours, any viduals or cloathing. But in refped to 

liquor, that no prifoner fhall be allowed cither to fend for or to drink more than 
“ one pint ot wine, or one quart of beer above the value of one penny per quart, 

in any one day, or twenty-four hours ; and that the Governor fliail be ftridly 
“ charged to fee that this Regulation is ftridly adhered to according to its intention, 

" and without collufion. And if any prifoner lhall be deteded in making ufe of 
“ the name of any other prifoner, for the purpofe of obtaining any greater or in- 
" creafed portion of fuch ftrong beer or wine, the Prifoner confenting to lend his 
“ name, and the prifoner ufing it, fliall be rendered incapable of receiving a certi- 
“ ficate of good behaviour, and the Governor fhall be required to remove him from 

the Magiftrates ward.” 

Nor Ihould the ufe of fpirits be allowed except in cafes of ficknefs, and on the 
certificate of the Medical Attendant, (See 24 Geo. II. c. 40. But.) 



CITY MAllSHALSEA. 

THIS Prifon was built by the Corporation of the city of Dublin, by contraft, CITY 
and finifhed in November 1804. There are two common Halls, where prifoners ^^-"^^sriALSEA.

tor’s room j four rooms in the occupation of the Keeper, and feven for prifoners who 
can afford to pay a higher rent. 

The building contrad feems to have been badly executed, for the Prifon, though 
fo rnodern a one, was much out of repair when we infpeded it. In this Prifon are 
confined perlbns under procefs of the Lord Mayor’s Court, and the Court of Con* 
feience. 

There is no ftated public allowance for beds, bedding, blankets, fuel, or provifiqns 
of any fort, for the p>ooFer prifoners, who depend for their fupply of thefe necefl’aries 
upon cafual charity. Garnrfh is demanded in this Prifon, even from perfons com* 
mitted for fums under ten ftiiilings.

We have received the following Complaints. — (N“ 1.) Fgned James Lube oa 
.behalf of himfelf and fellow prifoners, which Rates the following grievances^' 
.viz. FlrR, tlie want .of glazed falhes in the corridore .windows. Secondly, the 
.want of be.dfteads, forms and tables, in the .common halls. Thirdly, the want

jtdfc to the like penalties, in cafe of taking; any greater .fee or gratuity than is allowed

ought to be made more public, b.y poRing Tables thereof within the Prifon.

A very .wretched Prifon, in bad repair, and ill adapted .for the purpofe., in which 
mo induRry.has been exercifed ;(except where employment has been calually pre- 
-vided by a voluntary fociety, .orEy-the Daoler’s wife) fmee the year 1794 or 5. 
By 26 Geo. III. c. .27. f. 8. the Chaplain orOrdinary of the New -Prifon is likewife 
required to vifit this Prilbjn, to fup.erintend the diRribution .of breed, and read 
prayers every Sunday, and attend to the inRrudion of the prifoners. For further 
particulars refpeding tliis Prifon we Yefer to the Reports of the Infpedor General, 
-particularly thofe of 1797, -1803 & .4, and to a Paper in the Appendix, 
•prefented by him to the late Mr. Trail, Under Secretary for the Civil Depart- 
ment inireland. We received no complaints from this Prifon, but beg leave to 
.-reprefent the prefent -.fitaiation -of it to your Grace’s conhderation, as lou.dly calling 
for reform. 



PENITENTIARY in Smithfield. 

.A place for the temporary confinement of vagrants and dilbrderly wemen unpro- 
•vided -with any -means -of employment cr -reformation •; a-nd in very 'bad repair. For 
iiuther particulars as to this Prifon we refer to the Reports aloove cited of the In- 
jpeftor General; and we likewife fubmit, that the confinement, employment, and 
•inRruifticn of the perfons herein confined,. Ihould be placed under new regulations. 



PENITENTIARY -for the Reform of YOUNG CRIMINALS 
of the Male Sex, in Brown-ftreot, Smithfield. 

This eflabliRiment is under the direfUon of the Governors of the Houfe of 
Induftry. It v;as opened (in confe.que.nce -of .a'Report prefented by the Governors 
to his Excellency Earl Hardwicke) .in the year 1.801, for the reception and reform 
of Young Criminals under the -^e of 13. It feems to have been originally defigned 
for fuch only of that delcription as were adlually conviiRed and under fentence tJf 
traiifportation, and to have been eflablilhed in purfuance of 32 0 . HI. c. 2J- which 
empowers the Lord Lieutenant for the time being to commute the fentence ef 
trajj^ortation for ,a term of yearsj for confinement in a Penitentiary for the like

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^^nn' and dlredls, that the perfons fo confined Oiall be employed in the manner PE>"nT-XTiARiES. 
bcftfuited to render them ufeful and induftrious members of fociety. This infti- 
tution appears to us to be extremely well conduced. The bed-rooms, beds, work- 
' tr-rooins, and fchool-room, were all perfeftly clean ; the boys were induftrioufly 
mdoyed at feveral ufeful trades, Oioemaking, combmaking, weaving, &c. j their 
^noearance was cleanly; their looks in general indicated health and cheerfulnefs ; 

.jod <»reat attention appears to be paid by the Rev. Mr. Gamble the Chaplain, to 
their'^moral and religious inftrudion. We annex a Return of the Rate of the Peni- 
tentiary in September 1808, made by the Governors of the Houfe of Induftry, 

.which prefents a view of the progrefs which has been made in accomplilhing the 
parpoles for which it was cftablilhed.

OBS ERVATI O NS on the Penitentiary for Young Criminals. 

Though this inftitution was founded on 32 G. III. c. 27. and was originally de- 
figned only for the •reception of young perfons under 1 5, actually fentenced to 
■tranfportation., yet feveral young offenders of other deferiptions have been received 
'into it from the icaunty and county of the city of Dublin. Boys detcfled in a*fts of 
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thefts otliers, Rrongly fufpectetl cf being engaged in vicious and criminal rm, r 
.have been committed to this Penitentiary by tlie Magiftrates of the conrf R 
county of the city of Dublin vvithout trial ; alfo, vagrants under 1 5, and annrp^ • 
eloping from their mailers, or othervvife mifcondufting themfeives. It appLrs^t?^ 
of the whole number, ig% of thcfe defcriptions, admitted fince the eftab'ifhn 
of this Penitentiary, no ids than S8 have been difcharged by order of 
•trates : the authority that commits has been deemed competent by the Gnvp^^*' 
to the.difcharge of the prifoner; and they have not felt themfeives authorb/JT 
letule complying with thefe orders for the difcharge of boys (not under fentenr 1 
though their compliance interrupted a courfe of faiutary reform with refneiH: tn ff 
individuahio difcharged. This praftice, if continued, would be fubveriive of 1 
original eltablilhment, and loudly calls for regulation. The bappieft effedls 
refulted from this eftablilhmenr, as applied to young criminals under femence fnr '^ 
limited time, and to fuch it lliouid be confined. ^ur a 

' _We fubmit, that the benefits of this inftitution might be extended to vouncr 
crumnals under lentence of tranfportation or imprifonment at aflizes or feffi^s in 
all the counties of Ireland ; to young perfons under fifteen who fhall be prefentefi 
as vagabonds m any county in Ireland ; and that the Governors fiiould bereftrain'ed 
by law from r^eiving any peribns into the cRabiiaiment for an indefinite or verv 
Iliort period. Capricious difeharges are not only prejudicial to the perfons con- 
cerned, but, in point of example, have a pernicious influence upon the reft anrl 
completely difturb the whole fyftem of the inftitution. ’ 

fliould be deemed advifable by Parliament 
nie building now ufed as a Bridewell for females, and which is fituated near to the 
Pemtenbary, might be_ applied to this purpofe j and even if this eftabliftiment 
is to be continued on its prefent fcaie, it will be neceflary to pafs a law to Droteft 
the Governors in the pofleflion of the building they now occupy, it having been 
originally defigned for another purpofe (a Bridewell for -the reception of perfons 
committed by the Superintendant- Magiftrate) and their occupation refting merelv 
on the permiflion of the Lord Lieutenant. ^ 



PENITENTIARY for the Reception and Reform of YOUNG 
FEMALE CONVICTS. 

A building for this purpofe has been eredted in Smithfield, near the Penitentiary 
for males, but fufliciemly feparated to prevent all communication.' The inllde 
work had been but juft fimflied when we vifued the eftablifliment, and it is not 
yet opened for the intended purpofe. 



General OBSERVATIONS on the Penitentiary Eftablifliments. 

The due regulation of this laft eftablifliment, when it fliall be opened ; the im- 
provement and extenfion of the Male Penitentiary for Young Criminals 5 the reform 
ot the Inftitutions exifting under that name in James-ftreet and Smithfield ; and 
the general eftablifliment of Bridewells, Penitentiaries, and Houfes of Correftion, 
{as circumfl.ances will admit) throughout Ireland,- in which the plan of reformation 
by means of labour, combined witli fuitable difeipHne, fliall be elfedlualiy carried 
into^ execution ; are fubjedfs highly deferving your Grace’sattention. 

The plan is yet in its infancy, nor does the exifting code of Irifti Gaol Laws con- 
tain the provifions neceflary for its fuccefs. If the attempt had been made generally, 
or upM alarge fcaie, as the Law ftands at prefent, its probable failure would have 
given ftrength to the arguments againft a meafure, which, if adopted with duepre- 
wution, we confider as faiutary and pradticable. Before the opening of the Male 
Penitentiary, the boys now trained up therein to habits of induftry and virtue, were 
configned to the felons’ yard at Newgate, where they aflbeiated with the moft 
abandoned criminals, and became hardened in villany ; and the fuccefs of this at- 
tempt, notwithftanding the difliculties which it has had to ftruggie with, is a 
pradlical anfwer^to thofe who might be otherwife difpofed to treat the meafure as 
vinonary and chimerical. 



MARSHALSEA 
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MARSHALSEA of ST. SEPULCHRE. 

This is the Prifon of the Manor Court of the Liberty of St. Sepulchre, which is ^ marshaisf-W. ^ 
an appendage of the Archiepifcopal See of Dublin, and to this Prifon debtors refident 
within the Manor are committed under writs (whether on mefne procefs or execution) 
iffued out of faid Court. 

The Prifon is fituated at Harold’s Crofs, about a quarter of a mile from Dublin,, 
and confifts of the two garret rooms of an ale-houfe. In one of thefe a poor man has 
been confined thefe ten months paft; in the other a woman, (with her child) who had 
been committed the day before we vifited the Prifon. Tlie rooms were clean, but the 
prifoners feemed quite deRitute and forlorn. There is no ftated gaol allowance, 
norany regular fund for providing fire or candle. They are charged'/c?i;e?i Jhillingi 
per week for their room and bed ; the fees are 4J. on committal, and the lame on 
difeharge. There is no yard or place where the prifoners can have the benefit of 
walking in the open air. 



MARSHALSEA of THOMAS COURT and DONORE. 

'This is the Prifon of the Manor Court of the Liberties of Thomas Court and 
Donore, on the fuppreffion of the Abbey of Sc. Thomas. All the rights of the Abbot 
were transferred, by Letters Patent of King Henry VIII. to one of the anceftors of 
•the Earl of Meatli^ and the Lordfhip of the Manor of Donore has been fince veiled in 
the fame family. To this Prifon are committed debtors refident within the Manor 
•under writs (whether on mefne procefs or execution) llTue'd out of faid Court. 
This Prifon was lately a private dwelling-houfe, and has been rented by the Earl of 
Meath as a temporary place of confinement, till a proper Prifon lhall be eredled for 
-the purpofe. The tw'o upper rooms of the houfe alone are appropriated to this 
ipurpofe; between thefe and the kitchen (in which alone any fire is provided, and 
which is confidered as the common hall of the Prifon) two ftories intervene ; the 
•mode^of communication is fo extremely difficult and inconvenient, that this detached 
•kitchen cannot by. any means be confidered as a place to which the prifoners can 
have “ free accefs,” within 'the meaning of the 26th of Geo. III. When we vifited 
the Prifon, there was -a maleprifoner in one of the rooms, and a female in the other. 
This, like the Prifon of the Manor Court of St. Sepulchre’s, is a retired Prifon, much 
out of public .view. The Infpector General of Prifons occafionally vifits both (fee 
his Report for the year 1797) 5 and the prefent Senefchal of the Manor Rates, that he 
has vifited ..every week fince his appointment .(except when .occafionally abfent from 
-P.ublin) though he does not conjjder Rich vifits as a neceffary branch of his duty 
There, is no Rated allowance for provifions for the indigent prifoners confined in this 
Gaol; but it appears 'on the evidence of the Senefchal, that in general a diftribution of 
bread to the amount of zr. per week to each is made, which is a cafual fupply 
arifing from tlie feizure of bread deficient in weight by the Market Jury of the 
Manor. There is no yard belonging to this Prifon, in which the prifoners can have 
•the benefit of exercife in the open air. 

Obsp-Rvations. 

It appears from the foregoing Report, that this is a mere temporary Prifon, rented 
-by the Earl of M?ath as Lord of the Manor of Thomas Court and Donore. There 
•does not appear to be any regular fund for repairs, norany legal obligation upon his 
iLordlhip to ere( 5 t or provide a more adequate and permanent Gaol, lave what may 
reful.t-from his being liable to'aaioas for the efcapes of prifoners. 



; Summary of EVIDENCE, relative to the Medical Department of the 
Gaols of the County of the City of Dublin; 

With Obfervations as to the means of reforming rhe fame. 

' IT appears that'the late Phyfician Dr. Scott, from ill health and other caufes, did 
little of' the medical duty of the Prifons, for fome years before his death, which 
happened in September I'aR-j that' Dr. -Milk? provifi-onally appointed to fucceed 

•'2^-5-,' H binj 
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him in Ihe month of October laft by his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, was fre- 
quently employed as his fabditutej and that during the above period, the Deputy 
Apothecary very often prefcribed for ihe medical patients. ' The conduft of Dr. 
Mills, fince his provifional appointment to fald office, appears to have been un- 
exceptionable. 

It appears that Surgeon Leake has occafionally attended patients In the Bride- 
w’ells, Sheriffs Prifon, and Four Courts Marlhalfea ; but that he does not confidar 
himfelf bound by his .appointment to attendance on any of the Gaols in the county 
of the city of Dublin, except Newgate, for which duty he receives a falary of one 
hundred guineas a year; and even there a great number of the furgical patients 
appear to have been negleded, as tliofe with forelegs have feldom or ever been 
cireffed by any perfon. The Apothecary, Mr. Craven, does not confider himfelf 
bound to give perfonal attendance, except in very particular cafes.; and thinks him- 
ielf authorized, by the pradice of his predeceffors in office, to employ a deputy. His 
•duty has accordingly been done by Mr. Nichols, lus apprentice, who, though anat- 
tentive and intelligent young man, is not legally qualified to pradtife as an Apothecary. 

It appears that, with the exception of Newgate, the Four Courts Marlhalfea, and 
•the City Marlhalfea there are no Hofpitals eilablitlied in any of’ the other Prifons; 
and in thefe three Gaols the accommodation provided for the lick, is filthy and 
wretched beyond delcriptioa, without proper furniture, bedding; linen, or any 
'w'omfort of the kind, which .their fituation requires. 

It appears that there is no accommodation in any of the Gaols of Dublin for 
infane perfons or idiots; the want of which has at all times been greatly felt. 

It appears from the cleareft tellimony, that the allowance of £. zoo per annum 
forproviding medicinesand neceffaries for the five Dublin Prifons, is quite inade- 
quat.c to defray thefe expences. 

It appears tliat there are no hot or cold baths in any of thefe Gaols ; and that 
when patients are removed to Hofpitals, they are always dirty in their perfons, 
and are 'feldom or e-ver waQied or fuppUed witli bodj-Hnen or fheets. 

The remedies whicli fuggeift themfelves are as follows : To require from the Phy- 
iicians and Surgeon an attendance once every day (and oftener when neceffary) at 
all the Gaols where there are any patients belonging to their refpedlive deparimsots} 
the Surgeon to be held llriftly refponfible for relieving and curing .the venereal pa- 
tients, and dreffing the fore legs daily. 

It appears to us, that the Apothecary .Ihouldlikewife be held perfonally refponfi- 
ble for the performance of his own duty ; that in cafe-ofindirpofition or unavoidable 
abfence from Dublin, he might (as w'ell as the Phyfician and Surgeon) be allowed 
to find a fubftitute for a limited time ; the perfon fo emp-loyed ought, however, to 
be legally qualified to difeharge the duty of Apothecary by certificate under the feal 
of the Corporation of the Governor and Company of Apothecaries -Hall; and the 
.affidavit annexed to the annual bill for drugs, neceffaries, &c.,&c. fhould.alw'ays be 
made .by the xA.pothecary himfelf. 

It appears to us, that the falary of £. 300. a year-to the Phyfician is adequate : 
and that the falary of one hundred guineas a year to the Surgeon, for Newgate 
alone, is enough ; if his department Ihould be extended beyond Newgatej and that 
a daily attendance on the other Prifons Ihould 'be required from him, fuch increal^ 
of duty would be fairground for additional remuneration ; care, however, being 
taken to fecure a Rrift and faithful difeharge of duty, which .feems heretofore to 
have been much neglefled. 

'SecCeneralObfer- There can be no doubt that authority fliould'be given hy law to extend the fum 
nations in pa, .33. fg]- medicines and neceffaries for the five Dublin Prifons, beyond ;J. 200 a year. 

It appears to us, that a fuitableHofpital ffiould he .fitted up in each of the Dublin, 
Prifons, w'ith a certain number of prqperly conftrufted cells for lunatics and idiots; 
that thefe Hofpitals fhould be .provided with nurfes in proportion to the number and 
exigencies of thefick, and that thefe nurfes fhould be placed under the immediate 
contro.ul of .the Phyfician or Surgeon^ .as the cafe may .be. The different wards or 
apartments of each of thefe Hofpitals jhquld Ibe provided with a certain number ot 
metal bedfteads, with comfortable bedding. A kitchen and nurfe’s. room Ihould 
•likewife forni a part of the above. accommodations. 

• T-he frequent white-waftiing. of -thefe Hofpitals, the fupply of clean dry draw, 
.blankets and fheets, body-linen for patients, with foap and other articles conducive 
i.0 cleanlinefs and comfort, .flio.uld (as they are wanted) be regularly certified by the 

•Phyiiciaa 
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phyfician and Surgeon, and their ceftificate (hould be coiinterfigned by the Local 
jnfnedlor; when the certificate fhali be fo figned and counterfigned, it appears to 
us that the prefentment for the fums fo certified for fbouJd be included among the 
jglitTiinary prefentnients, but that payment for the articles fupplied in purfuance 
thereof Ihould never be made until the Phyfician, Surgeon, and Local Infpedtor 
jjave jointly certified that they had been provided and delivered in conformity to 
the certificate and prefentment, and that the feveral articles were of good quality, 
charged at a reafonable prke. 



GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

In our Reports upon the feveral Gaols, we have made fuch Remarks as were ap- 
plicable thereto refpeftively, and to the remedy of the abufes therein prevailing 
But though our infpedtion has been confined to the Gaols of the county and 
the county of the city of Dublin, there are feme matters of a general nature 
alfefting all the Gaols in Ireland, which appear on the evidence of the Rev. Forftcr 
Archer, tbeLnfpedlor Genera! ; and to which we beg leave to call your Grace’s at- 
tention. previous to our fubmitting fuch obfervations as we have to offer on the. 
general d^fefls of the legillative provlfions with refpedt to Gaols, and the impedi- 
;ments arifing from thence, in the way of a thorough reformation. 

• Firft, The eleventh of the thirteen Regulations enaifted by the a6th Geo. III. 
c.^7- requires that a Table of Fees fhali be made out by the Infpedor General 
and the Infpeftor of Prifons, in the county of the city of Dublin, to be laid 
before the Court of King’s Bench, which Table (if it fhali be approved by fiid 
Court) fliall ferve as a general regulation for fees throughout Ireland •, and that 
.copies of faid Table fhali bepofted in a confpicuous part of every Prifon in Ireland. 
•But it appears in evidence, that no fuch Table of Fees has yet been approved of by 
laid Court. And the fubjedt here leads us to fubmit the following obfervations on 
;(he Fees demasdable by the Officers of Crituinal Courts, and by the Keepere of 
"Civil Prifons, in certain cafes. 

By 23d and 24th Geo. HI. c. 24. all fees to Sheriff, Clerks of the Crown and 
fPeace, -Gaoler and Deputies, areaboliflicd in the following cafes : 

.1. Where no bill of indidfment is found. 

2 . When the prifoner or traverfer is acquitted. 

3. Where he is difeharged by proclamation for want of profe.cution. 

And by the fame Adt, the feveral Grand Juries are empowered to grant compenfa- 
ition, to a limited extent, to thefe Officers in lieu thereof. This is a ialutary 
:law fo far as it goes. But it has no reference to tlie fees on perfons convtSied under 
any circumftances, -nor to the fees chargeable upon debtors ; and it not unfrequently 
happens, that thefe greatly exceed the amount of the prifoner’s ability to difeharge,’. 
and that fome are confined after the expiration of their legal fentence in confe- 
>quence j and that in the cafe of poor debtors, fuch demands irequently retard their' 
•enlargement, and amount to a greivous aggravation of their fufferings. I nefe demands 
no doubt are fandtioned by longufage, by eftablilhed praftice, recognized and regn- 
ilated by A£ls of Parliament, and feem originally to have been adopted with_ a view 
‘to provide compenfation to the Gaoler at the expence of the perfons committed to 
his charge. . The abftradt juftice.of the.principle on which they are founded Teems 
-not lefs queftionable than its policy and tiumanity. To detain a man after expira- 
tion of a.fentencfi for petty larceny, for fees, who, by virtue of that lentence, has, 
forfeited ail his goods and chattels, Teems to be a legal abturdity. And, independent 
■of fuch .confiderations, it would be in every refpedt defirable that the falaries ut 
•Gaolers Ihould be derived from another Tource, and that they fhould be rendered 
■independent of :thele .emoluments, which the humane loTe, and the hard-hearicd 
“invert into inftruments of oppreffion. ■ ' . . •; 

Secondly, It appears that .there are Chapels In the Gaolsof Newgate, Ktlmainham,^ 
and the Four Courts Marffialfea, and in fome few Gadls in the North, but none in the 
great majority of the Gaols in Ireland ; nor is there any prpvifion by law for a Chap- 
kin for any Gaol, except thofe in the city of Dublin. The locil Infpeflors are 

generally Clergymen, and fometimes voluntarily, and fjmetimes particular 

^iredion of their ,jefpe£tive Grand Juries, pay attention tO' the moral and religious 
inftruftion of the prifoners under their care. Tins is a material dcfeih.- I he reforma-i 
, tion 
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cion of the PriOnerfliould be deemed an objed not lefs important than his punilh 
rnent; and we confider a decent provifion for the orderly celebration of Divine fer' 
vice an effential part of any fyftem that may be adopted for chat purpofe. 

Thirdly, It appears that in the Gaol of Kilmainham there is ample room for th« 

employment of prifoners, if proper arrangements were made ; but, that there is n 
provifion in the conEraftion of any of the other Prifons in Ireland for this purpofe 
nor has induEry been introduced into any of them, except that of the county of 
Londonderry, where, though the experiment has been attended with confiderable 
difHculty for want of rooms properly adapted to the purpofe, it has been produftive 
of the happieft effects in improving the morals and habits of the prifoners(“). it 
may be here proper to remark, that there are no Bridewells, Hpufes of Correffion or 
other places for the confinement of perfons convided of petty offences fdiftinftfrom 
the County Gaols) in any of the counties of Ireland, where labour and induftrv are 
a< 5 tually carried on. 

Although the ferer<al Grand Juries are empowered by the 26 Geo. III. c. 45. to 
grant and levy fuch (urns as fhall be neceffary for ereiling fuch buildings, the 
circumftances of the .Country have, no doubt been highly difeouraging to the intro- 
dudionof fuch im-provements j and we are fully aware, that many difficulties are to 
befurmounted before any general plan for the employment of prifoners can be 
brought into effedual operation in the Gaols of Ireland. But the objed is of fa 
much importance, that every means fhould be ufed to facilitate and encourage the 
attempt, wherever a difpofition fliall arife to make it ; and for this purpofe we fubmit 
that in all Gaols to be hereafter ereded, fufficient room ffiauld be allotted for the 
exercile of works of induftry ; and that the feveral Grand Juries Ihould be empow- 
ered by law to appoint fuch Officers, and to adopt fuch regulations as have been 
found by experience to be conducive to the fuccefs of this meafure in England; 
\Ve recommend the Gaols of the county and the county of the city of Dubliii 
(when an adequate Gao! Iliall be ereded) as peculiarly proper for the commence* 
nient of this experiment. 

Fourthly, It appears, that there is no gaol drefs provided in any of the Gaols in 
Ireland, nor any effedual provifion for fupplying deaths to prifoners, under any dr- 
oumftances. By the- 17 & i8 Geo. HI. c. 2.8. the Juftices. at Quarter Sellions 
are empowered to order deaths for prifoners when they lee occafion ■, but the powerT 
vefted in them by this Ad, as alio thofe which are given by fubfequent Ads of 
Parliament, {wheneverthey Involve the expenditure of money) are almoft iiniverfally 
inoperative, neither the Juftices nor Grand Juries at Seffions (except in the county 
of Dublin) having any power to raife money on the county ; coiifequentlv no money 
can be expended without a previous arrangement with the Affizes Grand Jury.^and 
as there is no claufe mandatory on them to prelent at the inftance of the Juftices at 
Seffions, t-hefe provifions in fad convey no diftind effedual powers whatever. 

Flftlily, It appears that there is no apparatus for cleanfing and fumigating the 
deaths of prifoners on their coming in ; nor arc there any warm or cold baths in any 
of the Prifons of Ireland, although it is exprefsly enaded by 26 Geo. III. c. 27. f. p 
(8th Regulation) that there lhall be a bath in- every Gaol. 

Sixthly, That in confequence of the want of a general affize of bread, thepri* 
Toners are in many places defrauded of their proper allowance 3 and the claufe of 
27 Geo. III. c. 39. f. 10. that requires the Infpedors to fubftitute meal, potatoes, &cl 
in lieu of bread, is not generally complied with. 

The Regulations of 26 Geo. HI. require that bread fhould faediftrlbuted on two 
days in the week only; we fubmit, that either the diftribution fliould be more fre- 
quent, or that fome other regulation fliould be made for the fupply of thofe com- 
mitted between the flared days. 

Seventhly, That the falaries of the Gaolers .are unNerfally inadequate. This is 3>. 
matter tliat may be correded by the feveral Grand Juries (except in the county and 
county of the city of Dublin, to which counties alone the reftraining claufe 
apply) as by the 23d and 24th Geo, HI. c. 41. f 1 2. they are empowered to appoint 
competent and Sufficient lalaries for the Gaolers and tlieji- Affiftants within their 
refpc^ivejurifdidions. 

Eighthly, The Regulations of 26 Geo. HI. c. 27. are notpofled in the feveral 
Gaols as by law required.. The excufe is, that the prifoners tear them down, and 
we believe it to be tlie true one. The remedy is, to have them painted in large 
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• Ninthly, The fupply of medicines and neCeffaries for tl.e Sick in the Gaols of the 
county of the city of Dublin is fliamefuliy inadequate. There are no fheets or 

hnen any where allowed, even for the Gaol Hofpitals. The 26th Geo. lU c 27 was 

a well dev.fed law in principle, being founded on the obfervations of the celebrated 

Mr. Howard. But It was thought neceffary at the time to limit the Grand furies 

^ to the fums to be expended in fuel, blankets, &c.- and in medicines .and neceffaries 
for the tick in the county of the city of Dublin ; thus the Grand Juries of the 
■county of the city of Dublin are (by 26 f. of faid Aft) limited to too. a year for 
■fuel, bedding, blankets, &c. for the prifoners m Newgate, and by 28 f. of fame A& 
m 40. a year for the fame articles for the prifoners in the Bridewells ; and by 27

in all the Gaols of laid city, 'liie Grand Juries of the other counties in Ireland are 
by 23 f. of 26 Geo. Ill, c. 37. limited to £. 60. a year for providing fuel, bedding, 
&c. for the Gaols within their refpeaivc jurifdiaions.- Thclb fums were inadequate 
at the time they were fixed, and in confeqnence of the increa.Ced price of eveiw 
article, have become ftill more fo. The repeal of thefereftraining claufes would remove 
thedifficulty.^ And we Iikewife fubmit, that the daule ofthe 26tii Geo.III. c. 14. 

£ 13. which limits the powers of the Grand Juries of the county of Dublin to cer- 
tain fums for the falanesof Gaoler, Chaplain, and other Officers, ought to be repealed • 
nor do we fee any fufficient reafon why the amount of all allowances and expenditure 
on Gaols might not be fafely entrufted to the diferetion ofthe feveral county Grand 
Juries. We fubmit, that mall Gaols there fliould be cells appropriated to the folitarv 
confinement of the refraftojy. ■' 

by earneftly recommending this fubjeci: to your Grace’s attention, 
and through you to the Country Gentlemen of Ireland ; on their zeal and adivity 
in lupenntendmg the feveral Gaols within their refpedive counties, the efficacy of 
anylegillative provifions that now exift, or may be hereafter enaded for their 
improvement, will principally depend. The reformation of the Gaois In England 
IS to be afenbed chiefly to the exertions of the refident Magiftrates and Guitry 
and we hope to_ fee their example followed in Ireland. By 23 and 24 Geo. III! 
-C.41. f. 6. the feveral Grand Juries are empowered to appoint one or more Juflices 
tovifit and fupenntend the County Gaols, and to make reports thereon j this 
weconnder a mofl; falutary proviflon, but ,we fear, but rarely aded upon. It 
feems neceflary as a fupplementai meafure to give energy to every other proviflon • 
for we are perfuaded, that without fuch voluntary fuperintendance, the beft con- 
trived eftablifliments for the moral or phyfical improvement of the condition of 
prifoners will languifh and decline. Great as are the defeds which we have to lament 
in the Gaols of Ireland, nothing has appeared that is, in ouv judgment, calculated to 
damp exertion or to dtfeourage the expedation of future improvement. Though the 
Ads of 26 and ay Geo. III. have not been fully carried into execution, they 
•have been the inftruments of confiderable.reform; notwithftanding the difficulties 
tiiat have impeded their progrefs, much folid improvement has been effeded fince 
the period of them enadment; the ufe of dungeons and of bolts has been almoft 
A 1 improvements in the ventilation of Prifons, and the 

eltabhfhment of yards for the airing of prifoners, have been the means ofextermU 
nating the gaol fever. Thele were confidered at the time formidable difficulties 5 the 
expedation of furmounting them was by fome deemed chimerical and vifionary j 
and thofe who embark in any great or noble attempt at improvement, muft be pre- 
pared to meet , and .overcome fimilar difeouragements. But nothing has been 
uggefled in the foregoing/Report, which experience has not proved to be pradicable 5 
and we are perfuaded that the difficulties, however great, which yet remain in the 
way of thorough reformation, will yield to perfcverance and zeal, under the protec- 
tion and encouragement of Parliament.

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It mufl: be remembered that we were precluded, by the terms of our commiffion, 
fEom entering into any inveftigation as to the caui'es of the imprifonment of any 
of the complainants ; confequently, whenever any evidence was attempted to be 
oiFered on the part of Dr. Trevor, (the perfon accufed) tending, to explain any cir- 
cumftance of rigour in Mr. Carty’s confinement, it was fairly objcfted to on his part, 
if in theremotelt degree conneftedwith any of the charges agauift him, upon this 
irrefiftible principle, that as the powers of tire commiffion did not extend to a full 
examination into the merits of thefe charges, and as he (the complainant) was not 
at liberty to enter into proof tending to (hew tbe'tr fallehood,. or to eftablilh his 
innocence, no evidence that conveyed a breath of imputation upon him or his 
character for loyalty, ought to be received. 

In fupport of the complaint, no perfon was examined, except Mr. Carty himfelf 
and Mrs. Sarah Walker. On the part of Dr. Trevor (befides a perfonal examina- 
tion of tlie Dodtor himfelf) John Gibbs, the keeper , of a houfe oppofite Kilmain- 
hain Gaol, in which Mr. Carty was confined during part of the period of his im- 
prifonraent ; Terence Colgan, who had alfo been a prifoner in the lame houle ; 
George Dunn, the prefent Gaoler of Kilmainhani, and who was, at the time of Mr. 
Carty’s confinement, employed in the cuftody of other State prifoners in the fame 
houfe i Mary Keane, iaundrefs of the Royal Infirmary, who attended Mr. Carty 
during the period of his confinement in the laundry of that eftabhOmicnc j Mary 
Gannon, a nurfe of the Royal Infirmary, who alfo attended Mr. Carty during his 
confinement in another apartment of the Infirmary ; Mrs. Ann Blake, Keeper of 
Bedford Tower, to which Mr. Carty was removed in the month of July 1805 j and 
George Stewart, Efq. the Surgeon General. 

The papers marked (N° 1 1.) & (N° 12.) contain Mr. Carty’s objedions to receiving 
the teftimony of Gibbs, Colgan, Dunn, Gannon, Keane and Blake ; which objec- 
tions we overruled as not being eftabhfhed in point of fad, and if fo ellablifhed, not 
amounting to legal objedions to their competenexs moreefpecialiy in a cafe where 
the evidence of the complainant himfelf was received with unrefirained latitude. The 
degrees of credit due to the teftimony of thefe feveral witnefles appear to us to be 
various; and as there is much contrariety between their evidence and that of Mr. 
Cartv in feveral particulars, and as the fuminary of evidence which we fubjoin mufl: 
be what appears to us to be the truth, and weighing and comparing the whole, we 
think it right to note the degree of credit due to each, in order to afibrd an oppor- 
tunity to every perlon to judge how far the refult of the evidence is fairly dated. . The 
evidence of Gibbs, though contradided in Tome points, we confider as on the whole 
entitled to credit ; Mary Keane and Mary Gannon, though under the influence of 
Dodor Trevor at the lime of Mr. Carty’s confinement, were not -fo at the time of 
their examination, DodorTrevor not now retaining any appointrnent at the Royal 
Infirmary. The evidence of George Dunn, the Gaoler of Kilmainham, W'e confider 
entitled to full credit; that of Terence Colgan, as doubtful ; and that of Anne 
Blake, as irrelevant. The evidence of the Surgeon General was allowed on all hands 
TO be above exception. 

We likewife fubjoin (N° 13.) to (N® 1 8) fix papers which Mr. Carty has fworn 
to be true copies of memorials to his Excellency .Earl Hardwicke, delivered at (he 
Caftle during his Excellencv’s adminidration, and at or about the periods or their 
refpediye dates, and which Mr. Carty offered as corroborative of his teftimony. 

Serjeant Marryatt, Serjeant MMntofli, and a third Serjeant (whoft name has not 
been mentioned) who were ail employed fucceffively in keepihg rVIr. Carty in cuftody 
during, his confinement in the Royal Infirmary, and who are often referred to i:i dlie 
courfe of theevidence, couldnot be produced for examination, being ablcnt with their 
refpeftive Regiments. 

• There are fome circumft'ances in w'hich the evidence of Mr. Carty appears to us to 
be exaggerated and incorredl. 

. Firft, with refpedt to diet. In this article it appears to us, that every reafonable 
degree of attention was paid to Mr. Carty’s comfort, and even to his gratification ; 
and that the fupply of wine was fufficiently libei'al. 

•. idl)'. In the article of bed and bedding, jtappears that Mr.Carty ftepfi during his 
imprifonment at the Royal Infirmary and at the Imail houfe at Kiln,iainham, on a 
ftraw.bed, in a bedftead without pofts or curtains, and wdth coarfe blankets. But it i§ 
pofitively fworn by Mary Keane, that a bed of fuperior delcription was offered to 
Mr. Carry, and that he preferred a ftraw bed ; and the evidence to the fame effed is 
given by Gibbs.

We do not meairby thefe obfervations to impute to Mr. Cartyadeliberate depar- 
ture from truth, but are difpofed to aferibe thel'e exaggerations and miftatenoents to 
the irritation of his mind arifing from a long confinement. Jiiftice however to the 
parties accufed,Tequir.esthat they fliouid bediftincUy noted. — With thefe exceptions 
the evidence of Mr. Carry is not materially contradidled, and is in fubftance as 
follows : 

Mr. Carty was arrefted in London on the 21ft of September 1803 on a Secretary’s 
warrant, and after a fortnight’s confinement there was rranfmitted to Dublin, and 
was confined at firft in the laundry adjacent to the Royal Military Infirmary in the 
•Pheenix Park, and afterwards in a room adjoining a ward called the Cupola ward, in 
the principal building 3 he remained there till about the month of July 1804, {the 
periochvasnot precifely afeertained). During this period, his confinement was i-igorous 
and fecluded, and (except that a Serjeant guarded him, and was conftantiy with 
him day and night) foiitary. 

He was debarred from holding communication with any perfon w’hatfoevcr during 
this period, except with Doflor Trevor and the Serjeant, and Mrs. Carty, who 'was 
generally permitted to vifit him for half an hour in the day, in the prefence of the 
Serjeant, an indulgence which was withdrawn by Dr. Trevor’s order for Ibnie days, 
in confequence of his having complained to her of the treatment he received, and 
confulted with her as to the propriety of employing Counfel in order to obtain his 
difebarge, or a trial ; he was alfo debarred from taking- esercife in the open air for 
ten days for the fame caufe — a liberty from which he had been entirely excluded 
from the commencement of his imprifonment, till near the month of Deccniber 
1803, at which time, his legs having fwelled in confcquence of his confinement, he 
was permitted to take exercife in the yard of the Royal Infirmary, at firft for an hour 
'each day, and afterwards for three hours a day, but always in company with one of 
the Serjeants j the conduft of the firft of whom, who remained with him 8 mc-ntbs, 
he deferibes as rigorous and dffenfive, and whom he charges with feverai inftaneCs 
■of vexatious and oppreftive conduft. 

Aboutthe month of July 1804, he was removed to a fmall houfe oppolite Kil- 
•mainham Gaol, in which other Scat-e prifoners were confined. His treatment here 
was better, but he was much annoyed by the noifeof carpenters and others working 
-in an adjoining room for Dod or Trevor. He w'as kept feparate from the other 
prifoners for the firft fortnight after his confinement; he was then allowed to have 
intercourfe with them, had his turn of exercife in the yard, which liowever was a 
•clofe, confined, and otfenfive place. During his confinement at Kilmainbam was 
permitted to fee Mrs. Carty freely, except for the firft; fortnight, and about five days 
befides. The circumftances relating to which laft-mentioned cxclufion of Mrs. Carty 
require to be diftindly noticed. 

It appears that days previous to Chriftmas 1804, Dedor Trevor vifited Mr, 
Carty in his room ; that on quitting the room, the Dodor left the door open ; that 
Mr. Carty flapped the door with great violence ; that Dodor Trevor returned, and 
afked Mr. Carty if he meant to infult him ? — That not receiving an anfv;er to this 
queftion, which he deemed latisfadory, he immediately fent forSimpfon, the Gaoler 
of Kilmainbam, who came attended with the executioner, (the perfon always em- 
ployed upon fuch occafions) who by the Dt dor’s orders, put a pair of irons on Mr. 
•Carty, which remained on him for four days and part of the fifth; during which 
period,. Mrs; Carty was entirely prohibited from feeing him, nor were the irons taken 
off till a meffage was fent to Dr. Trevor, to inform him, that Mr. Carty had made 
what was termed a fubmiffion. 

No attempt has been made to offer any evidence in extenuation of this tranfadion, 
except the circumftance of Mr. Carty’s having clapped' the door, and declined giving 
a latisfadory anfwer to Dodor Trevor’s queftion as- to his reafon for fo doing ; nor 
does there appear that any thing occurred in Mr. Carty’s condud, during the whole 

time 
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time of his iroprifonmcnt, that could afford any excufe for fuch an afl of feverity, 
which we muft confider as altogether unjuftifiable, 

Mr. Carty having complained of illnefs fome time after this, Doflor Trevor gave 
orders, that Mrs. Carty lliould be admitted to remain withhim ; and flie accordingly 
lodged with him free of expence for about four months, during which period, other 
relations of Mr.. Carty’s were permitted to vifit him, and partake of the refreflrment 
provided for hirai without any additional charge, except for wine. 

It appears, that in or about the month of July 1805, Mr. Carty was removed to Bed- 
ford Tower in the Caftle. The caufe of his removal does not appear, though it Teems 
conneded with a converfation between him and DodorTrevor, touching his enlarge- 
ment. Here he dates his accommodation, in point of bedding, to have been good ; 
makes' no complaints as to foodj but was excluded from air, exefeife, and from feeing 
Mrs; Carty. For four weeks of the time he was here indifpofed, and vifited in con- 
fequence by the Surgeon General, (of whofe humanity he fpeaks in terms of the 
warmed gratitude) whom he prevailed upon to read certain papers and documents 
• in favour of bis charader; that in confequence of the perufal of thefe documents 
the Surgeon General was induced to exert himfelf to procure his liberation, and 
fucceeded. Mr. Carty was difeharged in the month of December 1805, witliout 
trial, and without giving bail. 

Mr, Carty furtiier complained, that be was not permitted to fee a pried during 
Ills confinement, though' he applied to Do'dtor Trevor for that indulgence. 

Dr. Edward Trevor was then perfonally examined, and fwears, That with refpeft to 
the rigorous and fecluded confinement of Mr. Carty, he had pofitive diredtions from 
His Majedy’s Government through Mr. Wickham i that he alfo received orders 
from Government not to permit Mr. Carty to hold communication with any 
perfon whatever, and that he would not have impofed thefe redraints, if he had 
not received' exprefs orders for the purpofe 5 that thefe orders were conveyed by word 
of mouth, and that he has no written documents or indrudtions with refpedt to 
Mr. Carty’s impriTonmerit, or the manner of it. The refufal to admit a pried to 
Mr. Carty is explained as follows During the period of his confinement in the 
Royal Infirmary, this refufal was founded on the general orders for precluding Mr. 
Carty from ifitercourfe' with any perfon whatever. 

At Kilmainham, he might have been vifited by the pried who attends’ Kilmainham 
Gaol, but Mr. Carty declined receiving his vifits, aliedging that he did not wifh to 
fee any perfon as a pried whom Mrs. Carty did not know to be in orders. (See 
the Evidence, p. 140.) 

Ample tedimony was given by Surgeon Stewart in favour of Dr. Trevor’s general 
c'oriduid as to humanity, while he was entruded with the fuperintendance of the 
State prifoners, and he mentioned feveral indances of indulgence obtained for 
certain prifoners through Dr. Trevor’s application. — (For particulars, we refer to the 
evidence itfelf.)

The humble MEMORIAL of James Fitzpatrick Knareiborough ; 
Sheweth, 

T hat many years before the Imperial Parliament had it In contemplation to 
extend its wli'dom, juftice,and humanity, to His Majefty’sunfortunatefubjeas 
immured in the Prifons of Ireland, by inftkuting the prefcnt enquiry, your Memo- 
rialift made repeated applications to the different adminiffrations in this country, 
and to the Judges, praying that the conduft and proceedings of the keepers of Ne»^ 
gate Ihoukl be inveiligated i and the hope of attaining that moft deurable object 
induced Memorialift to draw up a plain ftatement of the fafts which came to his 
knowledge during a refidence of nearly 10 years in faid prifon, the draft of which 
fell into the pbffeffion of Brent Neville, cfq. from whom he has not received the 

Your Memorialift will therefore be obliged to Rate his oppreffions from recollec- 
tion, but will find fome difficulty in afcertaining the rerpedive date of them, from 
the alledged caufe. But Memorialift having found a Iketch of the Hfts contained 
in a petition addreffed to and intended for the Judges of the Kmg s _^nch tome 
time fmce, he humbly begs leave to fubmit faid petition to the Commiffioners, and 

it will accompany the following additional charges ; viz.- n- • i 

That Treftiam Gregg, gaoler, with a view of deceiving an upright conftitutional 
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. Judge, committed the crime of wilful and corrupt perjury, and thereby obfainecl 
Judge againft your memorialift, who at that period, by the laws of 
cmtxmitd. the realm, was incapacitated from fuing his debtors, and confequently from beiag 

fued by his creditors. That on the yth day of February 1807, the faid Gregg 

Complaints, fwore pofitively, that memorialift had agreed with him for a private room in Newgate 
at half a guinea per weeTc, and that your memorialift folely occupied the iknie 
and that be was then about abfeonding from this country,' by which faid Gregg 
woiftd lofe a fum of £■ 273, then due to him at the within rate for memorialift’s faid 
•lodgings in faid .prifon, unlefs the Judge would grant him faid fiat. 

An attefted copy of the affidavit ready to produce. 

That fome years previous to Gregg’s verifying faid affidavit, an inveftigation of 
Ihis coDdudt; had taken place before the honourable Judges, Day and Ofborne, and 
‘Gregg himfelf having required that the wltnefTes fhould be fworn, and they having 
‘demanded his teftimony, he declared upon oath in the prefence of faid Judges, that 
jnerhorialift had never made any agreement with him, and he then admitted he had 
obtruded feveral prifoners upon your memorialift ; fb that his jaft depofition was 
merely intended to render the law of the land fubfervient to hisdefign. 

That in confequence of faid fiat, and the infinuation of memoriaiitt’s abfeonding, 
the late John Miller, efq. as Mr. Forbes’s Solicitor, ifllied another writ againft 
■your memorialift, marked for f-i'}’]- 18. And thus circumftanced, your memo- 
lialift’s late Solicitor advlfed him to lodge three Government 5-per-cent, debentures 
•each for f. ico in court,, to which memorialift acceded, and gave them to liim for 
that purpofe, and at this inftance your memorialift on the 21ft of April 1807, 
depofited fix 5-per-cent. Government debentures with Mr. Sheriff Nugent, to 
cover the amount of Gregg’s writ ; that Ihortly after memorialift gave bail at bar, 
.and then had to lodge with faid bail £■ 850, as collateral fecurity. That your rnemo- 
•rialift’s faid Solicitor having let judgment pafs againft him by default in Forbes’s 
•caufe, and inftead of difeharging the fame filed a bill for an injunftion, and run 
•your memorialift to ccnfiderable 'expence, neglecting the Tame, and fuffering faid 
Forbes to obtain a fiat, the amount of which your memorialift’s faid Solicitor was 
•then unable to pay, and memorialift, in his own defence, was obliged to lodge four 
more debentures to pay off the Tame; fo that from the aift of April 1S07, to the 
prefent moment, your memorialift hath been kept out of a property of £. 2,1 £;o by 
Gregg’s mode of proceeding to recover his fictitious claim ; and fo confeious was 
he of his own iniquity, that be never fince profecuted his faid fuit ; which fum added 
to the perfonal property of 10,000 loft by Gregg’s' intruding improper perfons 
on memorialift, and on which fum a very confiderable arrear of intereft hath arifen. 

That the keepers of Newgate, regardlefs of the deteftation of the people, and 
the derifion and contempt oT all civilized .nations, and to the abhorrence of every 
ioyal fubjeCt. capable of feeling for the frailties of man, retained in their poffelTion, 
from mercenary motives, the bodies and heads of fuch traitors as became the victims 
of jufticc, until the fame became putrid and likely to'infeCt the prifon, in order to 
enhance tfie fums ar firft demanded for each- body and head from the unfortunate 
relatives ; that memorialift’s feeling recoiled at a foHcitation conveyed to him from 
tlie wife of one of the faid viftims, which was to purchafe tlie head of her Inifbatid ; 
-as Ihe had bought the body in a ftateof putrefaCtion, fhe wiflied to get the head at 
the fame price,- but more than double was demanded ; but at length fire became the 
purchafer. '’Hrat it had been rumoured through the .prifon, that .Emmett’.s head' 
ibid for/. 45. lor. Upon memorialift’s remonflrating on the odium fuch traffic 
was likely to bring on the country, and on Lord Hardwicke’s adminiftration, he, 
vv'.is given to underftand that .as the bodies and heads were forfeited to Government, . 
lhat the gaolers had, a right to make the moft of them. 

1 hat in order to trick and deceive the mild, upright and impartial government of 
his Grace ;the duke of Bedford, and (o bring it into contempt and ridicule, two falfe 
informers w^ere procured .to fvvear away the fives of innocent men, on the allcdgcd 
charge of .murders .committed in the rebellion of 1798, at Carlow ; butat the v“ry 
moment they were on the point of giving evidence, Government, ap2-)riled of their, 
iniquity, direCted they fliould be put on their own trial, which, with great difficulty 
they put off by affidavit, and the affizes following they were executed,, and the' 
intended viainis of their perjury acquitted and difeharged ; and, notwithftandingic 
was underftood that the gaolers received a large fum on this occafion, memorialift . 
has introduced this circumftance as a caution againfl fuch frauds. 

Motives of humanity impels memorialift to ftate the horrid mode of- torturing . 
.the unhappy viftims of juliice in their laft moments. The unfortunate Crawley 

reprefented 
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reprefented to the court Greggs’s cruelty to him, and he was made to die in extreme Appemlis, 

agony. This theMieriff may prevent, by direfting that thofe who are to fuffer m.av 

beput out of pain -at once. conitnueil. 

Memorialifl cannot pals over in filence the jullice due to McDowell the prefent Cor^m^ 
under gaoler, whofe humanity to the prifoners fmce his appointment appears 

after many inquiKes, to be gratefully felt by them ^11. t f * 

Memorialift begs leave to obferve, that he never fought pecuniary compenfation 
from Government or from the Imperial Parliament j but is fcekino-, through the 
medium, of the courts, the reftoration of his property wirhhcld by private indi- 
viduals for upwards of 17. years and who pleaded his attainder to bar 

his recovering the fame^ but from the enormous expcnce attending lecral pro- 
ceedings, your memorialift is obliged to ’poftpone the commencement of his 
fuits.5 and from the, great length of time that has elapfed, it wiU be difhcult, if not 
impolTible, from death of witneffes and other misfortunes, to afeertain at this 
junfture what Ioffes memorialift is likely to fuftain. But memorialift entreats 
your Lordfljip and the Coi-nmiffioners to take his cafe into ferious confidera- 
lion, and to report fuch part of it as you may deem worthy thereof to the Imperial

Sheweth, 

That your petitioners were tried on or about the 28th of Auguft 1806, before 
the Recorder of the city of Dublin, for an alledged combination, and were found 
guilty. 

That two of your petitioners were fentenced to twelve months imprifonment, 
and to pay a fine of 20 .merks each i the other three to fix months, and a fine of 
20 merks each. 

I’hat when your petitioners were put into'prifon, they were fhewn into a finall. 
room in a part of the prifon, and remained there for fix or feven days, when the 
him of one pound feven fhillings and one penny was demanded from them for 
one week’s rent, without fire or candle-light, which was paid 3 and in order to 
avoid the company of robbers, pick-pockets, and forgers of bank notes, your 
petitioners diftreffed their wives and children, fo as to caufe them to pawn every 
article of wearing apparel to pay this enormous extortion weekly. 

That when ail they had to pawn or fell was gone, and your petitioners and their 
reduced to the utmoft _ penury and. diftrefs, and had no meansofpayincr 
, i""' ^ rent, or of procuring any kind of food but the gaol allowance or that 
■parity from a few friends, three weeks elapfed without payment of rent, when one 
ot the turnkeys came up to them, according to Mr. Gregg’s direeftions, between’ 

e lours of eight and nine 0 clock at night, and ordered three of petitioners to the 
ielon fide of faid prifon. 

That Mr. ATDowell on tlie next day, feeing their dlftreffed fituation, told 
tiiein if he would confent, to bring them to the part of the prifon they were 
oeJore _; in which Mr. Gregg confented to, where' they remained till the time of their 
^meration, by paying the aforefaid rent. 

May it therefore pleafe the Right Honourable Commiffioners to take 
petitioners cafe into their moft gracious confideration, and to 
grant them fuch relief for the fevere Ioffes fuftained, as to their 
wifdoni and juftice may feem meet.

MEMOR^xL of Edward J.ofeph Hanvey, 

Humbly fheweth, 

That Memorialift is by trade a printer and bookfellei;, formerly of No. 28, Upper 
Bridge-ftreet, in the city of Dublin. 

That on. the evening of the 21ft of December 1,80,3, tnemorialifl: was arrefted by 
Juftice Bell., and confined a dofe prifoner in the Tower, Dublin, Caftle, for eighteen 
days, deprived of theintercourfe of his friend-s or fem,ily,. whereby he fufFered greatly 
in his bufi^jefs, and his family deprived of the means of carrying it on in con.Ce- 
quence of his rigorous confinement. 

That the morning after his ji.rreft, Juftice Bell called to m.emorialift’s houfe, and 
carried away liis account book, which he did not recover until eight days, after his 
ijberatipn, which precluded the pofiibility of his family recovering debts due to me- 
moriklift ; in confequence, bills memorialift had out, were protefted, to the eiUixe. 
ruin of himfelf and. young family. 

That memorialift was. arrefted for an alTault on or about the 2zd of Auguft i S06, 
and committed to Newgate, where the head gaoler ordered him to be heavily inoned; 
but in confequence of a friend, who accompanied him, giving_ a guinea to, the 
Deputy Gaoler, the irons were changed, and a much lighter one fubftituted 5 he was 
ordered to a room among felons, of the low.eft defcripiion, where he remained from 
about feven o’clock on Saturday evening till three o’clock next day, when by the 
interference of friends, he had the irons taken off him, and was removed to the 
debtors fide of the prifon. 

That on expoftulating with the deputy gaoler, he acknowledged that it was the 
firft'ti'me fuch a tranfadtion took place fince he came into the office, but that he 
aded according to the orders of the head gaoler. 

Memorialift humbly hopes the Honourable Commiffioners will take his cafe-into 
their qonfideration, and grant him fuch compenfation as to their Honours may think 
fit. And Memorialift, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

We alfo beg leave to acquaint you, for the information of the Commiffioners, that 
the condud of Meffrs. Gregg and M'Dowell is moft exemplary for humanity,. raildj- 
iiefs, and attention to us in every particular. — For felf and fellow prifoners,

We the Prifoners of the fouth fide of Newgate, feeing with great fatisfadion and 
joy the attention and kindnefs which our moft gracious Sovereign has manifefted to- 
wards us, the unfortunate part of his people, by direding through you an inveftiga- 
tion of the ftate of His Prifons in- Ireland } we moft humbly beg leave to offer to 
you, wliich herein and in our complaint againft the hangman, addreffed to you,.3a 
contained, as very grievous fufferings, as follows : 

In the firft inttance, we complain as a very great grievance, that to us, neither our 
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-fat'her, mother, brotlier, lifter, or grown -chi!d, is admUted at r.ny time of ihe doy> Afp^nd;.-:,- 

-'whether we are guiity or not, tried or untried; and chat \vc nud’c, like Aeafts, go 

'forw-ard to the front gate of 'the fouth fide-of faid prifon, arid there {peak and con- 

•verfe with ■fuch through -the iron gate in the pivlence and hearing cf t!)e crowd Con;p!:-.iais. 

.about us, let our words or converia-tion be about our fubfiftence in gaol, the mode 

•of getting it, or other fainily affiiirs. A.nd we do confider, that although fevcral of 

•us have the-misfortune of being charged with felonies, milclemcanors, and aiRults, 

’•that we are not guilty of the lame and acquitted ; and we therefore feci it a molt 
grievous complaint, that to fuch men, that their families and friends fhall be pre- 
'vented' tofpeak to them in private, to ft with them, and to take refreflMrient. And aifo 
we feel it grievous, that little or no diftindlon is made between the guilty and not 
guilty; that they are obliged to He on the fame beds ; the tried and untried arc fo 
’treated.; the refpedabie and poor are fo treated. Tlie Prifoner for aiiault and t he felon 
.are together, and no diflindtion made as to indulgence in fpcaking to their friends 
or famines'; and let the bufinefs be of fu'ch importance or conlequence to the poor 
.prifoner, %is friend is not fuffere-d to fee him if his exiftence was loR by it. And it can 
• be- proved. by feveral refpedtable men, and by fevcral proper men now in the gaol, that 
feveral .innocerrt men have been tranfported, and otherwii’e have fopely fuftcred through 
fuch cruelty, in not {ufferlng their friends inf.de that iron gate to confult with them. 

And yet it can be proved, that fuch is the corruption exiftiiig among the turnkeys of 
faid prifon, that any perlbn could get into it who paid them a lum of money as a 
bribe, for -fuilering them to go infide 'aid iron gate ; and for evidence thereof, it can 
be proved, that at the time of the imprifonment of the tsvo Armftr-ongs, now on 
board the tranfports, feveral whores and improper women were daily admitted into 
laid prifon, on the fouth fide thereof, and iufiered to breakfaft,- dine, and' fl-eep 
therein, arid yet are fuftered daily lb to do. Whereas it is daily the cafe, oh- the 
other hand, that virtuous women, the wives, fifters, and friends of very decent 
proper tradefnien, and other refp'edable men, would not be admitted to do fo, and 
are not allowed tovifit their prifonerfriends, norfpeak to them but througli this iron 
gate in the hearing of a multitude of perfons, as if Indians or Raves ; and as wit- 
nefies thereof, examine a Mr. Armftrorig of Portland-llreet, builder, Mr. Gogarty 
•of Bow Bridge, Mr. An'deflbn of Dirty-lane, William Coleman, of Nh. 2 . Fifthers- 
iane, and Mr. Roche of Sycamore Alley,brazier, and the pri-feners of the long rooni 
iind ftxpeririy fborn.' For remedy ;yhereof, your petitioners fubmit, that the fmall 
yard called The Hatch, ought to be allowed to the prifoners to advife with and confult 
their friends, and fit with, and fpeak to their families ; as a!fo, that a full freedom 
.ought to be allowed to the wives, fifters, relations, and decent friends of any decent 
prifoner confined in the long or fixpenny room (particularly thole net convifted of 
felony) to vifit, fee, fit with, advife and confult with their prifoner friend or friends, 

4it a proper and feafonable hour and hours. All of which abufes the Reverend 
Doctor Archer well knows of, and that the fame arc vCry great grievances^ and cxift- 
ing, at which he counCen.inced and not redreffed, but rather felt plealure at the 
•infults of the prifoners, their wives and vifitors, as is capable of full and dear proof. 

And your prifoners fubmit, that the two gates down the range, which formerly 
were ufed for the accommodation of the prifoners to fee their friends, wliich aui 
now fliut, ought to be opened and hatchmen put on theni, which would render the 
yard totally apart from the pafiage to the fixpenny and long room, and thereby 
a diftinftion could eafiiy be made between the prifoners and their crimes. 

Your prifoners alfo fubmit it as a very great cruelty,, that they are rdl without' 

■(.hftindtion, on the fouth fide, fliut up and locked at four o’clock in the afternoon, 
and fomdimes before it in winter, and thereby are from four o’clock until eigh.t 
o’clock in the morning after locked up, being fixte.en hours out of 24 ; whereas it 
•would be time enough to lock up the prifoners of tlie fixpenny and long room.ac 
nine of the clock at night j and do ftibmit, that the fame indulgence could with 
•fafety be given to the prifoners of Newgate as to thole of the Shcrifis Prifon or 
Four Courts Marflialfea. 

Your prifoners fubmit as another grievanc-e, which DoAor Archer overlooks, t-liat 
fince the Recorder began to try prifoners on every Thurlbay in every week, .w^iuch 
day is bread day, that bread is not given out to the pnfoners until after the Couit 
•is up, which ought to be given early in the morning; vvhich mode, if luflercd ta 
exift, will diftrels feverely feveral of the prifoners. 

,Y our petitioners complain, that being to. locked up at four 0 clock in the evening, 
and without oil or light in the fixpenny room, and often in the cehs and rooms 
without blankets, as feme aver poiftivcly that they have been in the long room 
' 265. • 
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for four, five, and fix months, without every lying under a gaol blanket, and paying 
Mr. Grcgcr 3 9^. per week for lying on the boards in their deaths. 

Tiviy fubmit, that coarfe ticken or linen could be had very reafomible, and made 
into beds for them, which would hold the ftravv together, and make ibmewhat-eafy 

* fur their unhappy bodies their place of lleeping. 

Your priloners fubmit it ,as a very great hardfliip and cruelty on them, that the 
man called Dick Ihould attend the out and ftreet-door of the prifon, he being a 
dcafiu-in, of irritable mind and difpofition, peevifh and old_, and deferving of being 
removed from his lituation, as many of our friends and families coming to bail us, 
to refrdh us, to talk to us, to fettle buflnefs with us, or prepare for defence, are 
prevented by tills man turnkey to come into us, pretending that be is deaf, and at 
otiier limes will kick and beat our wives with child, our wites with children in 
their arms, and crulh them together in a moft inhuman manner, worthy of the notice 
•and attention of your Honours j and as for evidence thereof, examine the prifoners 
cn oath, particularly Nichohis id lyes, whofe wife he lately cut in the head with 
a blow of his great key, and who is a prifoner, with ieveral other women he fo beat, 
who are ready to prove it. 

And we moft earneftly complain of Mr. Gregg, in the full extent of our pen, as 
words or paper could hardly picture his tyrannical mind and difpofition, his ill ufage 
to the prifoners when in the Dock; and that io loon as he isremo\ed from being 
gaoler of Newgate, a thouland blelTings and prayers will attend your Honours froni 
all the Prifoners here and on board the tranlport fliip, and from all quarters of 
Dublin, for removing from a place of pity a tyrant in every refpect, as aho to remove 
Dick Heydon, who w'ould be a tyrant if he could. 

We moft fincerely recommend to your confideration William M Dowal!, the 
deputy gaoler of Newgate, John O’Brien, William Dowes, Mr. Brown, and John 
Heaclon, his turnkeys and affiftants, for being very proper men, and accommodating 
to the prifoners, and who all fay that they would let our families and friends to fee 
us, but that the directions of Trelham Gregg is to the contrary. 

We therefore beg that your Honours will take our cafe into your confideration, 
remedy the lame as much as in your power for our comfort ; and that you will 
order us an allowance of milk to take with our bread, the fame as is allowed to the 
prifoners of Kiilmainham gaol; for which you will for ever have the prayers of the 
]:)riloners, who would all put their names hereto, but through fear of Gregg j and 
they beg fecrecy through their Secretary.

EVIDENCE. 



James Fitzpalrick Knarejhorough, fworn. 

Apppiulix, SAITH, That he was arrefted on the 8lh of September I 797 > Dublin, and was 
confined in the New Prifon until the 2iftof September 1807; believes he- was 
con^iMd. Pqj. j-eturning from tranfportation ; Trefliam Gregg was gaoler at the time ; 

Evklenre. was confined in a room in the prifon occupied by Patrick Kiernan; he requefted 
•' not to be put witii State prifoners. Witnefs continued in laid room until the year 
3798, when Matthew Dozvlmg, charged with treafon, was placed in faid room by 
the gaoler, Ihortiy alter two perfons, named O^Connor and M‘Carty, convidted of 
trealon by Court Martial, and afterwards tranfported, were likewife confined therein. 
Witnefs then left the room, and carried with him his papers and property, conceiv- 
ing them not fecure, and fiept on the lobby: remonllrated with Gregg upon fuch 
inconvenience; was anfwered, “ I will put felons and traitors into your room unlefs 
T am paid,” or words to that efFedt; whereupon witnefs gave him £.1^. 14J. j d. 
This occurred the lattir end of the year 1799, when a great number of perlons 
were confined in the prifon charged with crimes of high treafon, and from the aceds 
which faid perfons had to witnefs’s room, and the unreferved manner in which 
they conveifed in his prefence, he difeovered from the converfation of Rujjell and 
others, that feveral battles were to take place with the rebels. Witnefs w'as defirous 
to communicate to the State ufefu! and important information of the fame, which he 
could not effedt, being debarred ftom intercourfe with his friends. Witnefs’s father 
was refufed admiffion, notwithftandlng his having a pafs from Mr. Secretary Cooke ; 
at lame time the dlfaffefted had free intercourfe with perfons who were charged with 
treafon. Mr. Gregg knew of witnefs having communicated the fadls above Hated 
to Mr. Monk Mafon, which brought down thS enmity of Gregg upon wunefs. A

him; in confequence of a guinea having been given to VS iliiam McDowell ihe 
deputy gaoler, by a friend then prefent, theie was then a light pair brought (which 
were called a watch chain) which were put , upon one of his legs ; he then 
laid that he had money enough, and begged not to be put anx)iigfl: felons, 
McDowell danmed him, and put him in a place w'ith a convided felon under 
ientence of death, where withefs remained from Saturday evening at jeven o’clock 
until three o’clock on Sunday afternoon, when he was brought into deputy’s 
•room., and partook of a bottle of wine, at which time application vvas mads in nis 
fctvdur by his friend. Witnefs then expoitulated on the fubjeft pf having been

to Mr. Gregg, or he wo-uld not have been fo treated, as it was by Gregg’s order it

M'Dowell a 1 . 1 note ; but he never afoscl it ; gave the money to allay the feverity of

On Monday, morning, witnefs was walking in the yard without bolts; and vvas 
defired by M'’Dowell to go out of Mr. Gregg’s view, for if he law him without 
•bolts, he (Gregg) would order them on again. 



V/ilUam M^Dozvell, deputy gaoler of Ne'wgate, Iworh. 

.Saitb,That he remembers Edward Jofeph Hanvey, committed for a violent 
.aflaiilt upon a perfon whofe life he hearci was in danger; witnefs objedted to his 
being ironed, but was anfwered by Gregg, that the perfon upon whom the affault 
was committed, -was under care of a furgeon ; witnefs pofitively denies having received 
any money himfelf; or any having been given by fdid Hanvey, or any other perfon 
for him, fave only for copy of committal, and cuftomary fees. _ . 

Saith, that July 1804, he was employed in the gaol of Newgate ; from that period 
until the time Knarefborough wa.s liberated, no perfon was ever obtruded upon 
him. Witnels faith, that December 1 80 iS, Knarefborough was removed to the long 
room in the north fide of the prifon, for refufing to pay Mr. Gregg the amount 
of his demand for rent. Witnefs. never heard of any charge having been made ot 
loj. id. for fcarching the Sheriffs Office forwrits. Witneis faith, upon being appointed 
deputy ^fioler, he found about 40 priforiers in irons, which he ordered to be ftrucK 
off, and he has never ironed any man fince, except for ill behaviour, or under 
Ientence of deatlu 

Being interrogated whether the rctiramts ufu'ally adopted, as to.the admifiipn 
of vifitors and friends of the prifohefs, were ever relaxed to the knowledge or beliel 
of witnefs by the gaoler, turnkeys, or any perfon employed in the managenient ot 
tlie prifon, he ahfw'ered as follovvs ; The rule and practice of the. prifon is, that on 
the right-hand fide of .the prifon, where a more r'efpeclable cla'fs of prifoners are 
confined, free accefs of vifitors is permitted from an early hour in the morning 
until eight or nine o’clock at night. The feTonsJx'de, the rule is to call the priionen 
to the grate, where they may converfe with their friends ; and in ^afeofanyb-^ 
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agent or others having material buhncfs to communicate, vritncfs orders that they dnn'ialiK, 

maybe admitted within the grate, which order is always flrictly obeyed ; never 

.knew of thele reguia-tiocs having been relaxed for any pecuniary conlideration. co„t«md. 

Richard Heyden is attendant upon the tick prifoners in the holpital, is an hviihiice, 
.abutlve man.; never Ireard of his having atiaulted a prifoner or his wife ; is in general 
well behaved, if he afled otherwife witnefs would not keep himin the employ in the 
.gaol. Never knew .an inftance of any of the turnkeys (Iriking any of the priloncrs 
or their vifrtors with a key ; has heard of the hangman having tbruck a prifoner witii 
a keyj for which vHtnefs punithed him leverely. 

Witnefs faith, that Mr. Gregg is a very humane man, anti ircvcr knew him aft 
with cruelty towards.any perfon under his care; on the contrary hc'has, upon various 
.occafions, forgiven poor perfons their fees when unable to pay. Witnefj Iras heard 
that a man named Doyle^ who had been a turnkey, did receive money for givinv the 
head of a man (executed for treafon) to his wife : but thinks Mr. Gregg jncanable 
,of being guilty of iuch an aft, and is convinced that Mr. Gfegg nhver knew of 
.any luch cir-cuniftance. 

The Defence of ‘^rejluiin{ 2 regg^ Gaoler of Newgale. 

Mr. G-regg being confined to his bed in his chamber in Newgate, in oonfequence 
of a fraflured thigh, his Affidavit in anlwer to the charges ot James Fitepatriefc 
ICnarefborough, was received as the beft evidence the nature of the cafe would 
•tdmit, the conient of the complainant having alfo been exprefsiy given to that effiefi. 



The Anfwer of trejham Gregg, Gaoler of Newgate, in reply to tfie feveral 
Charges ftated to the Right Honourable and Honourable the Cpnimiflloners 
: • for .inquiring into the Rate of Gaols, by James Fitzpatrick Knare&orough. 

Saith, That James Fitzpatrick Knarefboror:igh was committed' to his cuftody 
about the time ftated in faid charge, as a returned tranfport under fcntence of 
death, by a warrant of Alderman John Rofe 5 faith, that he put him into a room at 
that time occupied by Patrick Kicrnan, a bankrupt, wherein he continued for near 
^ year and an halfj that the ftate of the country at that period occafioned the gaol 
.to be very m.uch crowded, and he was under the necefllty of potting from fix to ten 
prifoners at a time into feveral of the rooms in the prifon, and fometimes, in egnfe- 
quenceof ojders received from Governn)ent, was obliged to keep certain perfonS 
•under charges of high treafon feparate and apart, to prevent their communication, 
which ajfo incommoded all the prifoners confined under other different charges ; 
he pofitively faith, he never made ufe of fuch language as ftated by laid Knares- 
borough, relative to putting felons and traitors into his room, although the condud 
of the faid Knarefborough was moft abufiye, and in general fo very turbulent to 
the perfons who were obliged to be put into the room along with him,' that they 
were in a continual ftate ol warfare, and that in confequence the faid Knarcibbrough 
was frequently obliged to be removed to other parts of the gaol; further laith, 
ithat during the whole of the faid Knarelborough’s confinement, which was for a 
fpace of nine years and upivards, he was the conftant difturber of the gaol by writing 
and otherwife, and in continual quarrels with all the people any way employed in 
'the care of the prifon ; faith, he cannot more fatisfaccoriJy prove the ill condmfV'of 
•faid Knarefborough, than by informing the Commiffioriers of his having preferred 
linnumerable charges and applications to the Government, and feveral of the Judges, 

• who after feveral minute enquiries into them, found them to be frivolous and 
vexatious j and fubfequent complaints being made, were treated with filence, know'- 
ring how deftitutc of foundation -the former charges were. 

Saith, in reply to the charges refpedUng tlie overcharge for rent, an application 
fhavirig been made .by faid Knarefborough to the Chief Juftice, Mr. Pollock was 
fent to the gaol by him, fpecialiy -to inquire into faid complaint, and upon invefti- 
:'gation thereerf, Mr. Pollock was of opinion that the fum charged of 11 s. 4.I d. per 
week, w.as a very Teafonable and moderate charge for the room occupied by tl..e 
faidKnarefborough ^ .and -faith, -that the fum .of £.ij. lor. is all the money e*>er 
jreceived from faid Knarefborough for the rent of faid room, and that -there is new 
■due to Hm a ‘balance cf £.2^3. for the recovery of which an adtion is now de- 
$>end-ing--in the Court of King^s Bench, and is e-xpeded to be tried in the enfuing 
«erm. 



In reply to faid Knarefborough’s charge of .being denied the .permiffion of feeing 
friends, GovernmentTent .an ,expre;& di-re6tjon,'-that -no -CommumcaciGn whatever

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(honld b- li2d with any one of the perfons confined in the gaoi ; and faith, that 
the faid Knarefborough never in the llighteft manner hinted of luch a converlation 
as ftated by him with Iluflelh and'that the faid Knarefborough never defired him 
to communicate any fuch to Government, but faith, he heard that faid Knares- 
' borouc^h did write a letter to Mr. Cooke, then Secretary, who fent in anfwer that he 
could "not pay any attention to tlie alfertions ofa perfon under fentence of death. 

«aith he denies that he threatened the faid Knarefborough in any way, or that 
the^ faid Knarefborough was ever confined with 32 perfons, or that at any time 
(even when the gaol was fo crowded) even with fix perlons, wnich could not at 

that time be prevented. . 1 jc-. 

Saith, he denies having put him into Crawley s Cell, or even heard of it; on 
the contrary, faith, that every thing confiftent with propriety and comfort was 00- 

lerved towards him. , , t r -v i i 

Saith, as to the charge of purloining the pnfoners bread, the Infpeftors regti ariy 
attend at its diftribution, and was even any perfon employed about the gaol in- 
clined to do fo it would be impoffible ; and that it is untrue, as ftated by him, that 
the general day of the Uccoider’s fitting was Thurl’day, but in that time was con- 

ftantlv on every fecond Tuefday. _ 

Saith as to Hanvey, a printer, having been committed and ironed tor an aflault, 
he believes faid Hanvey was committed for a moji violent ajjault, by breaking a man’s 
iaw and otberwife dcfperately abufing him (the perlon_ he fo aiiauited being m a 
dangerous way, and under the care of a furgeon) and believes he was ironed tor fuch 

ifelth that as to the charge refpedling the wife of Cojeinan, (who was hanged and 
beheaded! and as to the purchafc of his head or body, he totally demes any know- 
ledge of any fuch thing, and would hope, from his general charadcr, he would 
hardly be fufpeded of being guilty of or privy to fo foul and heinous a charge, 
iiaiu y. ^ r o (Signed) Trefiam Gregg. 

CountyofiheCity-ofDuUin.lTrefham Gregg, gaoler of Newgate, maketh oath, and

■ Saith He is Chaplain or Ordinary of the New Prifon and Bridewell; was ap- 
pointed’ at Eafte'r Term 1786, purfuant to an Aft of tlie Legiflature paffed for the 
better regulation of Gaols, wherein the particulars of his duty are fpecified; was, 
under an Amendment of faid Adi;, appointed Joint Diftributor of Bread. 

Saith He is intimately acquainted, as well with the internal regimen of the New 
Prifon as with its conftruaion 1 confiders the latter to be faulty, inlecure, and ge- 
nerally inadequate, either to the feparatioa or folitary conftnement of the different 
claffes of prilbners, , • . .a 

Saith, There are few, if any, abufes now exifting m the New Prifon ; it hath 
been within wltnefs’s recolledtion, remarkable for every fpecies of abuie, anfing 
from’ a total want of difcipline and proper rupetvifion. mfomuch that .requent 
inftances of robbery have occurred, and even rape and murder have been therein 

^’'SthTHe hath reafon to believe that robbery was not only permitted in the 
prifon, but even encouraged and the plunder thared with certain of the turnkeys 
■and hatchmen; and fo great was the want of fubordination, that witnefs has known 
the Chief Magilirate to have been treated with open infult by the ptifoners; nor were 
they finally reduced to order until the military were brought in, and had hred 
feveral vollies amongft them, whereby they were fcarcely prevented from tearing 
down the prifon. Witnefs faith, that there is a very great contrafl between the 
prefent and former Rate of the gaol in point of internal regulation ; the priloners, 
with very few exceptions, are inoffenfive, decently attentive at Divine fervice; every 
attempt to commit outrage or ■ depredation is- ftriaiy prohibited and rigorouhy 
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•pani'flicd 5 the ufe of bolts and fetters is difcontinued, -unlers in very cxtfiordmary 
■Cafes, nor would they be in any inftance neceflaiy were the prifon properly fecure. 

• Saith, FJe attributes this falutary -change, i-n a conhderable degree, to the laudable 
condudt of the prefent keepers, particularly the deputy gaoler, under whofe more 
immediate fupervifion the care of the prifon neceflarily falls. VVItnefs confiders 
him an aftive, humane, intelligent, difinterefted man, and the inferior daft em- 
ployed in the gaol Catch the manners of their fuperiors. 

' Witneft faith. That notwithftanding many improvements have taken place from 
time to time, numerous evils ftill exift within the prifon, which demand corredtionj 
amongft which he bonfiders want of any induftrious employment to be one of the 
iBofl pernicious ; another evil, arifing in fome meafure from the injudicious and con- 
fined It-rudure ol the gaol, is the general admixture of perfons charged with or con- 
victed of every fpecies of crime ; this evil might however be confidcrabiy mitigated, 
by obliging'-the prifoners to occupy the vacant wards. 

Witnefs faith, That priioners capitally convlded are fuffered to affociate with the 
iiiafs of prifoners; this ought notin any cafe to be permitted, and foiitary confine- 
ment ought to be inflided on every atrocious delinquent witiun the gaol; 'nor is 
this regulation altogether impracticable, notwithflanding the defeftive ftrudure of 
•the building. ' Witnefs doth net fuggefo it under’any idea of inflidHng korporal 
puniflrment, but as a ftlutary mode of aiding mental refledtion. Saith, that the 
Clergyman hath no proper apartment wherein he can converfe with the prifoners, 
and confiders'fuch-aGCommodation.indifpenfably neceflary. 

Saith, That perfonal cleanlinefs ought to be rigidly enforced; this defirable 
objedl would be facilitated by a weekly diftribution of foap and coarfe rubbering, 
making certain of the prifoners in each divifion refponfible for its forthcoming. 

■ Saith, That the Chapel ought to be reridered as decent and commodious as 
pcffible, and a divifion on each fide thereof fet apart for fuch vifitors, or prifoners of 
a fuperior daft, as might eventually wifh to attend : the extenfion of the prefont 
reading dclk to right .and left would fully anfwer this purpofe. 

vSaith, That although he does not conceive it pradticable, by any alteration in the 
•ftructure of the prifon, to have the thirteen Regulations carried fully into effed, 
yet he is of opinion, that confiderable advantage mull arife from adopting even- 
the partial meafure of improvement he hath ventured to fuggeft, particularly 
■claffification and folitude, which, though they might increafe the trouble of the 
•hatchmen and affiftants, would ultimately be produftive of great benefit. 

Witnefs faith, The Gaoler’s falary is, as he believes, ,^.ioo annually; but hath , 
heard the prefent gaoler fay, that he pays half the falary to the widow of his prede- t},e falary of 
^Geffor in ofike, Witnefs is of opinion that the falary of the gaoler ought to be fuch the gaoler, 

.as might preclude any necefilty or pretence of exaction; faithaifo, that a Table of fta»- 
Fees, and a regulated charge for the rent of apartments, ought to be ellablitlied 
and ported in every ward of the prifon. 

Saith, That the bread fupplied to the prifohers is of excellent quality, and of terlvatSef- 
r^gular affize ; nor does he think any impofition in the -diftribuuon thereof pradi- 
cable under the prefent regulation. 

Witnefs faitli, That the eredion of a large metal rtove in the centre of each 
common hall, would anfwer feveral good purpofes ; much of the fuel might thereby 
be faved, and .all ;the prifoners could have accefs thereto, both for warmth and 
cookery. 



DESCRIPTION of NEWGATE. 

THIS Plan defc'ribes the firft fiery.- You enter from Green-ftreet, and to the left 
•of the entrance is the guard-room. From the hatchway A, you enter a fiuall yard, 
which leads you to the I-lofpital ; the upper-ftory, and the court yard for common 
prifoners. Here there is a common hall lor the prifoners to alfemble and dreft their 
provifipns in, and their cells arc on eadi'fide of this court-yard. 

To the right of- the entrance is a ffriall office tor the gaoler, and a yard, the fame 
on the other fide, from which you aveled t-o the gaoler’s apartments ; tliefe confift 
of two rooms and a laundry;, the entrance to the latter is from the court-yard, at 
^he right-hand fide of M'hicli are the cells for prifoners of a better delcription, 
except the two dark ones, and they are for the condemned prifoners. 

This court-yard is divided, to give a feparate yard for the female prifoners, they 
occupy the cells at the rear. of the building ; the paffage between the court-yard is

There is a building ereded at the rear, wluch was -intended for tne gaole*-, but is 
•now occupied as a guard-room.; it communicates with the gaol by a [laiiage, and 
•is fecured by a ftrong iron grate, as are alfo the eatraaces to the towers ; there ap 
two ftories over this one, nearly the fame, except that the chapel over A is a i ip 
one room home to the fronts a -part of it is r.aHed above t.he floor level, .and leads, 
to the place of execution ; there is no apartment over this one. 

The wjCll B not being continued up, throws the room over thole divided by laid 
wall into one, and the priioiiers pay for refiding in this room-

THE -walls of the building in general are bad, and to afcerta-in .this, I had feveral 
Naces opened, ahd found that they are generally compoied of fmali ftones and bad 
mortar without bond ; confequently a breach can be made without diEiculty through

To the fituation and convenience of this bmlding there are many objeftions ; 
■the firft is to the fituation, which being low, and confined by the dirty ftreets around 
itbrenders it umybblefome, and impoffible to have proper fewerprom it. - 

'The gaol is improperly adjoined by the Selfions-houfe, on the north fide, and is 
.compreffed into too fmali a fpace to admit of proper and feparate courts to the 
•I'undry claffes of prifoners confined therein. _ 

The interior diftribution of the cells is injudicious, they are badly ventilated i 
they would be better next the court-yards, and the corridoia next the extCTior^ 
walls. The corridors and the ftair-cafes arc both too narrow. Jl'-c allotted for 
condemned prifoners are miferabiy bad, and improperly fituated. And m fliort.tbc. 
whole building (with the many alterations and improvements made to it) ftfil con- 
tinues an infecure, confined, and unfit piifon for tlie city of Dirblln, and for the ufes- 
to which it is applied for the general accommodation of the kingdom at arge, ■ 
A lame pordhn of the cells of the upper and middle ftones of the fouth and weft 

fides appear unoccupied, and without doors, whilft the cells under them 

ether parts of the gaol- are crowded ; the gaoler fays thefe cells are infecure, and that 
he dare not venture to ufe them from that caufe. In my opinion, they are as leciire 
as thofe beneath them. The inconvenience of going to them may caufe a greater, 
-trouble and attention ; but this Iliould not be laid to the caufe of comparative 

^'rhe^irick building on the weft fide of the gaol, erefted for the accommodation 
of the' gaoler, and now ufed as a guard-houfc, rather takes from than adds to the 
fecurity thereof. If might be advifable to remove this building, and to erett around 
the three expofed fides of the gaol an abutting terrace, about eight -feet broad, and 
the fame in height from the ftrect, with a ftrong iron calling thereon; ientinels 
would then be placed in a fecure -and commanding fituation, and the prilon kep 
more out of the power of the public. It would be ufeful alfo to ralfe “ 

reparation between Newgate and the Seffions-houfe about feven or fight fcet aho^ 
the roof, and to fix an ironebevaux-de-frize theceon, as a proteftion againlt elcapcs 
or communication by the roofs of the two co.imeaed buildings,

To the Right Honourable St. George Daly, and the other Commiffioners 
appointed to enquire into the State of Prifons in -Ireland, &c. &c. 

The COMPLAINT of John Myier, a prifoner, confined for debt in the 
hlarfnalfea of Kilmainham ; 

Moft humbly fhew'eth, _ _ • , 

Thu-iTat the time the firft outrage being committed or complainant, he was 
ileeping in a room w'here there were fix beds, in which eleven perfons lay, the door 
whereof was every night bolted at or about the hour of nine o’clock, and the pri- 
foners clofcd therein until next morning, by the exprefs orders of George Dunn the 
gaoler, which orders he had given upon his recent appointment to be gaoler ; apraClice 
heretofore not adopted by any gaoler that preceded him. 

On Sunday evening the 24th January, I was fo overpowered by the clofenefs of 
the room, that I was obliged to ufe means, by knocking at the door, to call up the 
gaoler, in the hope of being able to prevail on him to open faid door for fome time 
longer, and that therefore faid George Dunn came up Hairs with a mihtaiy guard", 
and dragged me into the Capital Offences, then occupied by felons. of every dderip- 
tion, W'here I was kept locked up the whole night in a damp cell, to die extreme 
danger of my life. ...... 

That about the latter end of the month of March or beginning of April, I do 
not recolledt pofitively, as I was going down ftairs I met George Dunn ; there were 
fome words paffed between us; he ftruck me and knocked me down, and when 
down kicked me moft unmercifully, and the following morning he came up into the 
Marftialfea, when the people cried out it was a great ftiame for bun to flrike and 
kick me in the mariner he had done the previous night ; he then challenged me to 
go fight him in the yard, of laid MarQialfea, which I declined, faying, I ihould be 
be very forry to demean myfclf fo much as to fight a perfon of his defeription. 

That in the month of April, I occupied a room in the prifon with a Mr. Sherlock, 
for which we paidyj. yd. per week. Patrick Rofs the turnkey came up ftairs, 
.3nd informed us, that George Dunn iiad left pofitive orders to tiirn us out of the 
265. ■ ^ P 
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Appendix, room if the arrears of rerit was no.t paid up, which was one guinea, j at the fatue tirnre 
I tendered him a national bank note for one guinea, on conditiqp of his giving a 
con uimj. Pq[- rgQt; peen paid him fince his (George Dunn’s) coming into 

Complaints. ofHce ; but was refilled, and he (Roll) went away. 'Phat George Dunn came heme 
in ihe evening, and Tent llol's up witli a military guard, with poiitive orders to break, 
open the door and turn us out of the room, and immediately followed hiiufe.lfwitii 
a large iron poker in his hand, burll open the door, and dragged me down between 
tliree foldicrs with drawn bayonets to the Capital Ohences, when 1 was again locked 
up the whole night, to the extreme danger of my life. 

That on Thurlclay the 3d November inftant, about the Iiour of four o’clock, a boy 
came into the Marfhalfea to ierve a latitat on a perfon confined here, and when the 
report went out, that there was luch a perfon in theMaidhalfea, the pi ifoners gathered 
about him, but did not attempt to infult him or impede the execution of the law; 
at the fame time Patrick Rois the turnkey, being in the Marfhalfea, and feeing th.e 
crowd, came forward and told the boy to go down flairs with him ; at the lame 
rime 1 was returning to my room up llairs, wlien Rofs made ufe ot ilie.exprefTion, 
“ I would advife you, Mr. Myler, to take care of yourfeif;” I then made for reply, 
“ I would advife you to take care of ycurftlf.” He went down flairs mutteiing Ibme- 
thing which I could not undeifxand, and returned with three fbldiers with drawn 
bayonets, and ordered them to feize me, and with pofitive orders to run me or any 
perfon that would prevent them through the body, if I did not go with them to 
the Capital Offences, where i was locked up in a damp cell for five hours, to the 
extreme danger of my life, and the affociate of four men under fentcnce of death. 

n’hat complainant has been informed, that the local Infpedor obftrufted certain 
debtors in {'aid prifon, from preferring comjjlaints perfonally to the Honourable 
Saint George Daly, and the gentlemen who accompanied iiim on a vifit to faid 
prifon on or about the 17th November inftant, with aview, as complainant believes, 
of fupprefhng a relation of the oppreffion which they have therein endured, and of 
which complainant could, if proper, adduce many inftances, and alfo many other 
abufes in laid prifon, but for want of fufheient time to prepare fame agreeable to 
faid notice.

EVIDENCE. 

Anthony. O'Reilly, fworn. 

SAITH, He has been confined as a debtor in this prifon fince the 30th of May 
laft, was lodged at firft in the common hall ; after fome time he got a room at the rate 
of 7r. ']d. per week, in which he accommodated other debtors, who paid their rateable 
proportion of the rent; he was difpoffefled of this room by Duriii tlie gaoler. 
A Mr. O’Dell was committed to the prifon and wanted accommodation, and, he 
was turned out in a violent manner in order to give his room to Mr. O’Dell ; on ' 
the day he was dragged out, there was but loj. lod. due, which he was ready to 
pay, but did not make any tender of it; he w'^as fent back to the common hall. 
He complained of this treatment to the Court of King’s Bench, to the Sheriff, and 
to Mr. Hans Hamilton, and after fome time obtained a room again. 

The period of this exclufion was about three weeks; no aitempt w’as afterwards 
made to difpoiTefs him, but a habeas corpus wa.s illued at the fuit of O’Dell, to re- 
move him to the Four Courts Marflialfca. Believes Dunn v.-as a party to the fcheme 
for removing him ; his reafonfor fuppofingfo, is, that w'hen he w^as making complaint 
to the Infpeftor fome days before the attempt was made, Dunn told him in the 
prefence of the Infpeftor, that he vvas to be removed on the 14th of Odober; was 
ferved with notice, that he was to be brought to Baron George’s in order to be 
removed to the Marflialfea ; the follo.wlng day was brought thitlier accordingly ; on 
his tendering an affidavit to Baron George, the baron read it, and examined Dunn 
as to his knowledge who had fued out the w’rit; Dunn at firft prevaricated, but 
afterwards acknowledged on oath, that the habeas was iffued at the fuit of O’Dell ; 
witnefs was ordered to be remanded. 

Witnefs reported to Dr. Campbell (the Infpedor) the treatment he had received, 
and Hated Dunn’s admiffion that it was at the inftance of O’Dell the habeas was 
iffued ; Dunn contradifted him, and faid, that if it cofl him 10 guineas, he would 
have him removed to the Four Courts Marflialfea. On the 20th Odlober, witnefs’s' 
bread allowance was Hopped from him, alfo the allowance of milk, for two days.^ 
before, the following words had been written on the wail of the paffage or gallery 
in the debtors fide of the prifon : “ To the Habeas Office gratis.” 

DoHor 
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.. perceiving It, gave notice <• that he would require all the 

debtors to acquit themfe Ives on oath of having written thefe words, and ti ? 
foch as irfufed to do fc Ihould be ftruck off the bread lift.” All the nrilbp.-s 
took the oath except two, namely, witr.efs and Tuite, wito refufed ; witnefs out- 
Jde the door when they were Iwornft the book lay on the table, and each perL 
took up the book but cannot lay who tendered the oath. None of the prilbners 
were deprrved^ of then- bread, e.vcept w.tnelst Tu.tc has been reftored, as he ha 
3 ieard,,»dM,eves h^ word was taken; witnefs has been deprivetl of his bread 
allowance fioce aoth Oftober laft. Witnefs declares upon his oath, that he does not 
firdrir n »'-i''"g upon the wan, thought it was done in derif.on of him- 
fell ■; does not know of any ill tendency the writing had, nor of any bad conibqucnce 
arifog from It except to himldf, ,n depriving him of the bread allowance. 

/. CO of thecharge contained in his paper of complaint, being, “ that the local In- 
“ fpeeftor left every thing to the gaoler,” he was interrogated as to this point and fai 1 
That on the .8th of October, the alimvance of milk waf flopped from all the debtors 
<m conlequen^ of cut having oeen found m the corndors); this he has heard was 
done at the mftance and by the auth.onlyof the gaoler ; and that when Dr. Campbell 
was informed of jt, he faid he would fupport him in it. ^ 

Being .liked why he was lb unwilling to be removed to the Four Courts Mar- 
ftdlea, he anfwered, that his reafoils were, that the air of Kilmainham was fo much 
‘ “ accommodiUion m the Marlbalfea alfo very bad. and that he would 
find It difficult, if not impofliole, to get a room there ; alfo the bread allowance of 
which there was none at the Mainialfca, was an additional reafon for preferriiio' 
Kilmainham. Swears, that he has been mterd.cfted from feeing his friends on Sundays" 
but does not recoiled for how long a tune. " 

Says, that an order made by Judge Daly to allow him this indulgence, was not 
complied with, tilla Irefli petition on the fobjeft wasprefented to the Court of Kine’s 
Bench 1 was prohibited on levcral Sundays from feeing his friends in his room ; he 
was allowed to fee them m the office below, both before and after Judge Daly’s 
order, but not in his room ; on one Sunday feme of his friends were abfolutclv re, 
tufed admittance. ^ 

pro '?-■ fil'd til'd it was by Dunn’s orders 

Witne.s fays, that on the 13th of November a perfon on bufinefs was refufed ad- 
mittonce to Ins room, and was obliged to converfe with him in the open hall, in 
coniequence ot which lie got a fovere cold. 

Says, that on the ayth of September laft, which was on a Sunday, a ball-pl tvlnir 
match was ahowed within the walls of the prifon, at which George Dunn the gaoler 
was prefent. Says, tnat^ he has grounds for believing that his imprifonment has 
pcen protratteu in coniequence of the intercourfe with his friends having been 
interrupted. ® 

Witnefs further fays, that he atked Dunn to allow him to fee the warrant of his 
committal, which he held in his hand at the time, and that Dunn refufed to flrew 
Jc un.els he would pay 2s. id. for a copy. 

A woman of bad ebarafler has been allowed to fleep in the fame room with one 
of the debtors, with the knowledge of the IiifpeSor; the debtor alluded to is a 
married man ; witnefs has been in the room, and declares there is but one bed 

Witnefs was ferved with one of the printed notices from the Comraiffioners of 
tjaol llnqui-y, to fend in written complainls to their Secretary, and at tlie fame 
tune a verbal notice from the deputy, “ that it was Mr. Dunn’s determination or 
n ° I'j * j '■ "? •'"vy'"'. 'fltorney, or any perfon but the wives of fuch prifonera 
as lodged with them in the Marlhalfca, or perfons bringing in provifions, would 
epeimitted CO come into the debtors fide of theprifon oq Sundays.” 

Witnefs declares that Dunn’s general condud to witnefs has been very bad and 
opprexfive, and has heard the like from other debtors.

hdward M'Cabe fworn, 

Saltb, That he was confined as a debtor in Kilmainham prifon from the jolh of 
^ctober 1806, and remained in prifon nearly two years; a man named Edmundfon 
J^ept a dog m the prifon, which was offenfive and difagreeable to prifoners ; a difpute 
arote betw^n witnefs and another prifoner relative to faid .dog, in coniequence of 
men an aflault was fworn againft witnefs, who was thereupon removed to the felons 
ot the prifon, and put to fleep with a felon named Hickey, fince hanged :

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Appendix wifnefs was detained in this place for eight days, and was with other perLns flint out- 
' 1 <«- s- of the wards daring the day, and obliged to Hand in the oi>en yard, m conlequence 

c:jiitlnucd. be contracted a levere cold, and was robbed of a Imall ium of money. 

~~ Witnefs v.'as emploved by a priibner to tranladt feme bufinefs for him ; wrote a letter 
for I’a'd perfon to get a Mugiilrate for the purpofe of taking examinations againft 
D mn the oaoler, for an alledged embezzlement of money, winch, when Dunn dif- 
covered, refuied to admit witnois into the pnfon, aithougii employed as llewiird and 
book-keeper to faid priibner. Witnefs made application to L-octOr irevor for re- 
dreis, who declined any interference between witnefs and Dunn. 

John Myler, fvvorn, 

Salth, He is a prifoner for debt in this prifon, and lodged in a room with a Mr. 

■ ■ Kinfliella ; was for Pome time in the common ball 5 there were 1 1 priibners flent 
therein iix beds, doors locked at nine o’clock at night, and opened at eight in 
the morning in winter, and fi.x and feven o’clock in furomev ■, fuch practice was in- 
troduced by Dunn, and had not been praftifed by former gaolers. About 24th of 

lanuarylail, witnefs, in conil-quence of clofencG of the room, _ knocked with apokerat 

ills room door to get air, upon which Dunn came down with a guard, and removed 
witnefs to a ward called the Capital Offences, and locked him m a cell, where he was 
confined all night, without blanket or bed, or any accommodation but flags to lie 
on On an evening in March laft, wiinels was going down flairs, when be was met 
by Dunn, who flruck him, knocked him down, and kicked him; wifnefs acknow- 
ledges that he was at the time in liquor, and might have joftled Dunn ; next 
mornincy Dunn came into Marfhalfea, where other priibners were., who remonftrated 
with him on his'condubt to witnefs, upon which Dunn offered^ to box witnefs for a 
guinea. In April laft, witnefs lodged in a room with a Mr. Sherlock, at js. ^d. 
per week : Rofs told them that if they did not pay the arrear of rent, they would 
•be turned outj witnefs offered a guinea note, and demanded a receipt for the 
entire of what had been previoufly paid to him, which was relufed : Dunn, in the 
evening of that day, came up with a guard, and, after having knocked at the door 
for about five minutes, forced open the door, and took witnefs out and confined 
him and Sherlock in the Capital Offences all night; this was about half paft feveti 
o’clock in the evening. Recolledls a boy coming toferve a latitat; the boy ferved it 
above ftairs, and 'when he had done fo, he went down again ; as he was returning, 
tlie priibners and witnefs followed the boy, and forced him into the kitchen ; Patrick 
Rofs obferved to witnefs, that he had better take care of himfelf; witnefs replied in 
the fame words to Rofs. Witnefs went up ftairs, Rofs followed him, accompanied 
l)v th.-ee foldiers, and brought witnefs down to the Capital Onences, and confined 
him, with four men under icntence of death, and other enminais, foi about five 
hours. 

George Dunn, keeper of Kilmainham Prifon, f.vorn. 

Saith, That Major O’Dell was committed to Kilmainham for debt on the 27th of 
June laft ; a few clays afterwards applied to witnefs for a room j witnefs replied, that 
be fhould have the firft vacant room. Mr O’Peiliy had been committed on the 30th 
of May laft. On the a8ih of July laft, a Mr. Sherlock was removed, at his own requeft, 
from this prifon to the Four Courts Marflulfea ; about a week before lus removal, 
Mr. O’Reilly applied lo witnefs for Mr. Sherlock’s room ; witnefs anfwered, that he 
'could not give it to him ; that he had promifed the firft vacant room to Mr. O Dell. 
O’Reilly infifted upon getting it, alledging that he was the okleft pnfoner. This 
pafled on for about a week, fome cldaYS in point of form having arifen refpefting 
Mr. Sherlock’s removal. Mr. O’Reilly, previous to this converfation with witr.els, 
had lodged in the common ball; but after this had pafled between them, begot a 
bedftead out of the common hall, and removed it to Sherlock’s room, Mr. S. being 
ftill there ; and by Mr. S’s permiflion, a Mr. Beaghan allb lodged in ^the roorn 
with Sherlock ; nothing pafled after this, till the habeas came for SheriOck, and 
witnefs then diredted Rofs the turnkey to have the things removed, and the room 
whitewaflied, and given up to O’Dell. Witnvfs came home about one in the after- 
noon of Sherlock’s removal ; Rofs informed him, that Mr. O’Reilly, Mr. Myler, and 
Mr. Beaghan would not remove out of the room ; he then defired Rofs oft'® 
them notice to move, or that he would remove them by force; Mr. O’Reilly fill 
perfifted in keeping pofleflion ; he then took up fome afliftants with hini and 
the things ; when he came to fome little articles, the property of O’Reilly, he 
witnefs, would he remove them by force ; to which witnefs anfwered, “ he would. 
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Mr. Beaglian left the room, but Myler and O’Reilly ftill perlifted, and O’Reilly Appendix, 
/at down to write. O’Reilly had dined in the room by Dunn’s perniiJlion, and 
continued writing after for a long time. Witncfs delired Rofs, as foon as he had done • 

ivvritino-, to lock up the room 3 after fome time Rofs came down, and told witnefs Evidence, 
there was no ftgn of O’Reilly’s being done, and that he believed he meant to keep 
poffeffion by force witnefs then took Rofs up flairs, cautioning him to take notice 
nf what pafl'ed. When he went up, O’Reilly was in tire room 3 Myler he believes, 
followed him, and was adtually in the room when Rofs and w'itnefs came up j 
Myler afked witnefs “ What he intended doing ?” witnefs replied, “ to move them.” 

Myler replied, “ if fo, you muft do it by force.” Witnefs then forced Myler out of 
the room by the arm; Myler defired him to recollect he was putting him out by 
force, which witnefs admitted. Mr. O’Reilly ftill perfifted that he would not go out 
with force. 

To a queftion here put by Judge Daly, Dunn anfwered, that he had never either 
made, or fandioned any agreement with O’Reilly, for this room. 

Dunn continued — That he then took O’Reilly by the arm, and with fome diffi- 
culty put him out and locked the door ; before he had locked the door, Mr. O’Dell 
came up, and offered, rather than there Hiould be a conteft, to give up his right to 
the room in favour of O’Reilly. Witnefs replied, “ That he would not on any ac-- 
« count fufler any prifoner to keep polfeffion of a room by force.” Ail this took 
place the a8th of July, and on the fame evening, Mr. O’Reilly got pofteffion ; nor did 
,he ever give any fandion to O’Reilly’s pofteffion, who had come in merely as a 
■lodger with Slierlock, in whofe name the room was taken. 

Mr. O'Reilly, in reply, 

Stated, That on the 7th of July, witnefs was advifed by Sherlock to treat for the 
room he occupied ; witnefs applied on the fubjed to Rofs ; Rofs acquiefced, and 
faid it was very well ; on this witnefs refted fatisfied : on the fame day witnefs ap- 
plied to Dunn himfclf on the fame fubjed, in the prefence of a Mr. K.. and Dr. C. 

Ld Dunn faid it was very well. [N. B. It is here proper to remark, that Mr. D. 
and Dr. C. were both examined as to this point, and neither of them recolleded to 
have heard this conveifation.] After thi's, witnefs paid the rent before Sherlock’s leav' 
in<r the room; he and Myler paid the rent between them. It was Rofs received the 
rent, but he paid one week’s rent to Dunn himfeif before Sherlock left the room ; 
did not hear “that he was not to have the room” till he had paid thclafty/. 

O’Deii had a room, and this was for his additional accommodation. 

Mr. O'Reilly, being here crofs-examined by Dunn the gaoler, 

Admitted that Mr. O’Reilly was in the room with a captain G- who had received 
him out of humanity, and had no other room to himfeif; captain C, was difeharged 
the 8 th of Auguft. 

DuniHs Evidence refumed. 

George Dunn here declared, that he had never given any fanclion to any agree- 
ment wTth O’Reilly for this room ; that when O’Reilly paid him the rent, he faid 
■to witnefs, “ Here is a week’s rent for Mr. Sherlock’s room ;” and fvears pofitively, 
he confidered it a payment from Sherlock. 

Patrick Rofs, turnkey, ading as deputy gaoler to Dunn, fworn, 

' Saith, He recolleCls a converlation with O’Reilly about Sherlock’s room ; is in the 
habit of going about once a week to collect the chamber rents; on going into 
Sherlock’s room, found Mr. O'Reilly, Mr. Myler, and Mr. Beaghan in it. Sherlock 
was the real tenant. Received a week’s rent from O’Reilly, which he conceived to be 
■'Sherlock’s rent'; admits that O’R'eilly bad fpoke Co him about the room, and oftcred 
the fame rent that Sherlock had paid ; witnefs’s anfwer was, “ That he could not fee 
the rooih, but that he would fpeak to Dunn about it.” Dunn, on his being applied 
to by witnefs, informed him, “ that the room was befpoke ;” and this was^ immedi- 
ately after (J’Reiliy’s application to witnefs, and about three weeks before Sherlock’s 
removal; admits he never communicated Dunn’s anfwer to O’Reilly.^ Being 
afked by Dunn, who paid the loj. 10 d. that was due at the time of O’Reilly’s 
removal? He anfwered, that the goods of Sherlock were detained for his rent, and 
the lum was paid by Sherlock’s Ton ; fays he confidered Sherlock the proprietor of 
this room to the day he left it, and'that Sherlock defired Dunn to importune him 
(Sherlock! for the rent, otherwife he would not be able to get bis proportion from 
265. Q the 
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-A?peftd;s, the other oc-copiersj fays, Sherlock often paid him in pri-yate, that it might not be 
known to the others. 

Evideiifee.- George Dunn, gaoler of K-Umainham, — Examination continued. 

Swears pofitively, That he was neither party to or privy to O’Dell’s application 
for the removal of O’Reilly, nor in any refpefl in collufion with O’Dell, or partner " 
to any fcheme of his for the purpcxfe ; fays, he was alked by Baron George, whether 
the application for the removal of O’Reilly was made on the part of the Sheriff, or 
.gaoler, and that he anfwercd in the negative. 

He was here afkcd fay O’Reilly, 'Wniether he (meaning O’Reilly lumfdf) was 
-drunken, irregular, or ill behaved in any refpe(a, liiice he had opportunity of know- 
ing him in pritbnf to which Dunn anlwered, That he never faw any fign of intoxica- 
tion about 0’’Reilly. 

At the time of writing upon the wall (already alluded to in Mr. O’Reilly's 
-evidence, page 58) heard fome improper language from Mr. O’Reilly, but admits 
it arofe from imprudent condudt and provocation given to O’Reilly by another 
.prifoner^ never law any other irregularity, fave the language alluded to. 

Admits that the milk was Ropped the i8th of Oiftober, and the bread from 
•certain priibners on the aSthj and fays, that liis conduct was fandtioned by the 
Jocat Infpcdor. - 

Admits That the permiffion to the friends of prifoners confined for debt to vifit 
them in their rooms was not granted -by him till an order was made to that effedt by 
the Court of King’s Bench ; before that, he only admitted fuch vifitoj s to the office 
below; fays, that Judge Daly’s order was not Ipecific as to this point, nor did he 
-conceive it was intended to' go fo far.. The order of the Court of King’s Bench 
was fubfequent to 17th November, the day on wdiich the Commiifioners firft vifited 
-theprifon. • 

Admits a total prohibition of the vifits of ftrangers to the rooms of prifoners for 
two Sundays, in confequence of driinkennefs and irregularity having taken place in 
confequence of that indulgence in the room of a prifoner. And Rots admitted that 
•on a certain day, two friends of O’Reilly’s were refufed admittance, and that at 
the time, none but the attornies and wives of the debtors were permitted to vifit 
them. Adtnits the match of ball-playing by his permifTion on the 25th of September 
within the walls of the prifon ; admits refuial to fhew O’Reilly the warrant of his 
committal, and alledges as his reafon, that O’Reilly might have taken advantage of 
iuch indulgence to tear the •warrant, -Says, he does not recolledl any verbal notice 
having accompanied the diftribution of the Commiifioners hand-bills, calling upon 
iperfons who have •complaints to make, to fend them in in writing. 

Says, t-hcU he Iras been gaoler fince Odober 1-807, excluded for near 

feven months from the pnfon a woman who now lives in the room with a perfou 
confined fordebt-; that he did fo confidering her a woman of bad charader, and 
that it would be improperin him to allow fuch permifTion; that the Undcr-flieriff, 
Mr. Howe Green Manders, advifed liim to admit the woman, alledging that fucli 
permiffion was granted in other civil prifons. Says, that he has been put to con- 
siderable cxpcnce in refifting applications made againfl; him to the Court of King’s 
• Bench, in coni'equence of his .endeavours to keep good order in the prifon ; fays, 
though the applications were refufed, with c-ofts, the circumftances of the parlies 
who made them were fuch that he has no chance of recovering them; and lays, 
he believes his condud in this inftance alluded to induced the perfon with whom 
this woman cohabited to inftigate other prifoners to make applications againft 
•witnefs to the Court of King’s Bench. 

No evidence was produced in fupport of the general charge of feverity towards 
prifoners, made by O’Reilly againft Dunn, 

Reverend Henry Cmpbell, local Infpedor, fworn. 

The general charge made againft Mr. Campbell, namely, “ That in confequence 
•of a certain-writing being obferved On the walls of the gallery, on the debtors fide 
•of the prifon — To the Habeas Office gratis — ** he had given notice, that he would 
require all the debtors to acquit thenTelves on oath of having written thefe words: 
.and that -fuch as refufed fo to do fliould be ftru'ck off tiie bread-lift, and had 
•adminiftcrecl an oath to that efied to feveral debtors was ftated to him- Itt 

anfwer to'.which he faid, “ That he denied the charge as ftated.” 
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'He then proceeded to give evidence as to the matter therein contained. Appendix 

Saitb, that he had heard of mucli infabordination and irregularity in the prifon, No. 2. * 
and matters of an irritating nature had been written on the walls of the debtors conhmied. 
gallery; this information came to him previous to the ufual day of \iliting the 
prifon 5 he was at the feme time informed, that in confecjuence of thefe irreguhiri- > ^ 

ties, the gaoler had fufpended rlie allowance of milk, of his oivn rnttbority, When 
he attended the morning after having beard of thefe complaints at tlic prifon, he 
found that they were true, and that there had been irregularities and altercations 
among the prifoners, particularly between Mr. O’Reilly and Mr. O’Dell, touching . 
the Habeas Corpus that had iflued 5 Ibme of the irregularities were acknowledged by 
the perfons who had committed them, and no penalty was inflidted j but the author 
of the hand-writing on the wail was not difeovered. 

Under the circumftances then exiHing in the prifon, particularly in confecjuencc 
• of the altercations that had taken place between O’Reilly and O’Dell, vvitnels con- 
iidered this writing a5 calculated to inflame the animofity that already fubfifled j 
and he threatened, “ That he would fufpend the bread allowance from the debtors, 
uniefs the writer of it were difeovered.” This threat excited among the dcbto!t> 
alarm and remonftrance, and a propofel was made by feveral perfons to exculpate 
themfelves on oath ; they brought a book for the purpofe, and feveral did voluntarily 
-exculpate themfelves accordingly. Mr. O’Reilly and^ Mr. O’Dell were fent for, but • 

'did not come at firfl. Mr. O’Reilly came after, accompanied by a Mr. Tuitej- 
the latter treated it as a trifle, and they alone, O’Reilly and Tuite, declined to 
take the oath, or give any fatisfaction thefe two gentlemen were in confcqucnce 
of this fulpended from the 'Dread-lifl. Tuite has been fince reflored. He fent 
for witnefs about a month ago, and afleed why he bad been flrude off? Witnefs 
told him the caufe, and the terms at which he might be reinftated, viz, cither 
denying the charge, if he could, or exprelling himfeif forry for it. Tuite then 
ipofidvely denied having either written the placard, or being privy to it, upon which 
he was reinftated ■, but his application for the arrears of his allowanc^durtng the 
.period of his furpenflon was refufed. Mr. O’Reilly continues excluded, not having 
come forward to exculpate himfeif, or made any application whatever to witnefs oa 
the fubjed. 

Judge Daly here obferved, that Mr. O'Reilly had poEtively denied it before the 
Commiflloners on oath. 



Mr. Campbell continued Says, that he fent O’Reilly v/ord, by his partner in 
Lis room, that he would reftore him, on the conditions above required from Tuite. 
He faid, liis reafon for confidering the hand-writing or placard a matter necefl'ary to 
be taken notice of, was, that incivilities have palled between Mr. O’Reilly and Mr. 
O’Dell, and that on one occafion Mr. O’Reilly’s language was fo improper, that 
he was apprehenflve of quarrels and outrage in confequence of it, and to prevent 
fuch evils, had deflred the gaoler to hand Mr. O’Reilly to the criminal fide of the 
■prifon until this ferment Ihould fublide j but upon Mr. O’Reilly’s coming forward, 
and exprefling contrition for what he had faid, this order was not enforced. This 
•circamftance he confidered as tending to fliew, that the placard might have an in- 
flammatory effecl:. Says, he has removed other prifoners from the bread-lift, who 
all explained, except d’Reillj'. 

Mr. O'Reilly ftated, his health 'had fuflered by his confinement, and by being 
'obliged to go out of his room to receive perfons upon bufinefs. 

Being examined by Doclor Renny, as to the permifTion given to the gaoler to 
•fufpend perfons from the bread and milk lift; he anfwered, That he had never 
permitted the gaoler or his deputy, except in the Angle inftance already alluded to, to 
fufpend the bread allowance. 

. As to Dunn’s .general conduct, he conliders him humane in the execution of 
bis duty, but conceives that he has been incorrecl fometimes in retufing to admit 
perfons, who in the judgment of witnefs, ought to have been admitted; thinks, 
from what he has heard of other gaols, that he is to be confidered as one of the moft 
humane perfons he has heard of in that office. 



Defence of G. Dunn, to the Complaint of John Myler. 

As to the alTault and imprlfonment in January laft, the gaoler called Patrick 
Rofs, already fworn, who faid, That he recollefted that fometime laft winter (does 
not afeertain the particular time) Myler was drunk and rioting, and particularly 
•recolledls his knocking with a poker at the door about ten at night j is pofitive it 
'vasthis laft winter, and not January 1807. — [Mr. Myler here infifted that he had 

fworn, 
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Jijjpendix, fworn, tliat the affault he had referred to had been committed in January jSoy, arid 
not in January laft ; but in this he was contradidted by the evidence as taken down, 
-contj^d. accuracy of which was corroborated by the diftind recolledion of all the Com. 



As to the affault by Dunn in March laft, Dunn admitted that he did affault him, 

but infilted he had been ftruck by Myler, who was drunk. , , ,, r 

As to the tranfadion of April laft, Mr. Myler admitted that he had been four 
times confined in the ward called the Capital Offences, once for 30 hours, by the 
Sheriff, .on the complaint of a prifoner, and three times by Dunn the gaoler.

To the Right Honourable Saint George Daly, the Reverend James- 
Verfehoyle, William Difney, George Renny, and John Geale, efquires,' 
appointed by His Majefty’s Letters Patent, to enquire and infpeft the 
condudt and government of the State Prifons and other Gaols in 
Ireland. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, 

I WAS arrefted on the 2zd of June by execution, under my.widowed name, in 
- confequence -of the intended negledl of my attorney, for the ptirpofe, as is evident, 
265. R of 
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of entangling me in the vexatious fuit to deftroy me, whicli he hasTucceeded in. It is 
neceffary I Ihould mention this to account for my being a prifoner, whilft my huf- 
band is at large (though married to him the November prior to my arred.) 

I was brought to the Sheriff’s Prifon, where I was introduced into a place called 
Molly the Sweeper’s Cell 5 in it were two female lodgers, women of the town, and one 
•or two more who Hept there alfo ; they all feemed much intoxicated. The keeper’s 
brother (who is hatchman) told me there was no other place for females; I declared 
I would walk the galleries all night, rather than go in there. 

My hufband and friends ufed every argument they could think of w'ith the keeper’s 
wife, (Margaret Dunn) in hopes of prevailing on her to give me the more decent 
and proper habitation; but all was in vain ; (he told me it was good enough for 
me. There happened to be one young man in the prifon who knew me ; lie laid as 
1 had my hufband to protedt me and day with me at night, he would accommodate 
me in a place in his own room, if I could be content to venture amongd feven men ; 
I accepted it, as far preferable to the wretched and abandoned lots in the cell. There 
I was obliged to* remain for four months. At length I Tent for Mr. Manders, junior 
who was then Sheriff; he came to me, and gave orders that I Qiculd have the fird 
vacant room ; 1 accordingly made the ufual depofit (of two guineas for a fmali 
back room) but notwitbdanding, as foon as the room was vacant, the aforefaid 
Margaret Dunn, who difpofes of the rooms as fhe pleafes, gave the room to a man 
W'ho was but a very few days arreded, and told me (he thought the place 1 was in 
gODCi enough for me. I lent a fecond time for Sheriff Manders, who accordingly 
came to me; he was much difpleal'ed at her not obeying bis orders, and givino^ the 
room I had made rny depolit for ; die excufed herfelf by faying, foe intended to give 
me a larger and better room in the front of the houfe, on which I gave her a third 
guinea, which in all made three guineas, the ufual depofit for a front room ; accord- 
ingly when I found the perfon who had the room ready to go out, I moved my furni- 
ture into it ; on Margaret Dunn’s hearing 1 had done fo, Ibe came to me to dellre I 
tvould leave it ; rrefufed, as I thought I had every right to it, as 1 had depofited my 
money, and had tJie Sheriffs order for it ; foe laid" he was out of office, and foe did 
not care about him. I however perfevered in ftaying in the room, on which foe 
called for two foldiers, and foe defired her man Dominick and one of the foldiers 
to pull me out of it, which they accordingly did, adding a vaft deal of ^rofs abufe; 
ihe alfo took every opportunity of infulting and offending my daughter, and every 
other perfon who came tome. She gave the room (he dragged me out of to a 
gentleman juft arrefted, who gave her five guineas for it, which I found was the 
motive of dirpolTeffing me. 

In the -courfe of a day or -two, the perfon foe gave, the firft room to, which I was 
•to have had, was releafed, (lie then thought proper to let me have that two guinea 
room in place of the three guinea one ; as foon as the prefent women came, Ihe liad 
nie removed to the Four Courts Marfoalfea, where I ftill remain, and, in (axler to 
injure me ftill further if poftible, got her hulband to reprefent me to the iiatchmen 
•of the Four Courts Marfoalfea as an abfolute devil, ‘a vile virago, a charafler which 
1 flatter mylelfthole who live in the fame houfe with me here are confcioiis I do not 
merit; but although -the charadter Molly fpreaci of me here, by Mr. Dunn, has not 
injured me with the perfons who liye in the fame room with me, it expofed me to 
injury, infult and mortification, from Captain Ormfoy at leaft; I can no other 
ways account for his being fo far influenced by the complaints and contrivance of 
a wery bafe, low and artful woman, called Catliarine Read (who has been about a 
month fince committed to Newgate on a full convidtion of her outrageous and 
wicked condudf, not only to me but to every other perfon in the room) ; with that 
he, without taking the trouble of inveftigating the truth of this woman’s corn- 
plaint from two ladies in the fame room with us, whofe word he muft know he 
could rely on, had the cruelty to fout my hufoand out of fhe hatches, once for two 
days, and again for four, to our great inconvenience and lol's, he being obliged (o 
diet at fome houfe of entertainment^, a thing by no means we could bear, as his 
weekly earnings are now ,our only fopport, though heretofore a mafter, and poffeffed 
of a foop. 

As I am now, thank lieaven, out of the power of Mrs. Dunn, I would not think 
it neceliary to give this detail, were I the only fufferer ; but all who are not protedled 
by relpedlable and powerful connedtion, or poffeffed of plenty of money to (^nd in 
the tap, which they make jt a point to .bring cuftom to, are ill ufed t 'but notwith- ' 
itanding numbers experience repeated iniults and injuftice from this Mrs. Mai'garet

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Dunn, who is m fad fuffered by her hutband to be gaolerefs, few coniDlaints are Ap„e„dia, 
■made; thole who are m prifon dare not do it; and when they are out, ‘they think No. 3.

We the Female Prifoners confined for debt in the Four Courts Marthalfca be<^ 
leave to ftatc the very heavy grievance that we and all female prifoners who'hav? 

hitherto been here, have laboured -under, with the exception of two or three indi 

viduals only ; namely, therc being but one apartment for the reception offimale 
pnloners, be their fitualion m life ever lo rclpeftable, or ever fo low, abandoned or 
obnoxious.; in confeqiieiice of which the rerpeftaHe and quiet inhabitants of it 
fufler at times infult, outrage, -robbery, indecency, and in Qiort a train of evils too 
tedious to relate, and too low, too bafe, and too obnoxious for any perfon to 
pidure to tiiemlelves that have not had the misfortune to ex[)erience them to fav 
liotbing of the marked impropriety of having women of the town ((bine fhm the 
very -flags) amongft this motley group, one of whom was acTiuallv iiilloried a few 
months fince for keeping a bad and riotous houfe, and whom we believe is now in 
Newgate; her name is Hamilton. In this room there is fcldom more than fi.x or 
feven prifoners, but fome of them frequently have chiidren, which augments" the 
-number to eight or ten; my at times, but for a few weeks only, namely .from 
■term to term, or.fometimes onlypart of one term, there lias been tnelvc or fourteen 
perfons in' it, including one or two children. 

There arc but fix prifoners in it at prefent, five of whom are refpeaable. A feventh 
pnloncr has been confined near two years, and it is feared willies to remain fo for 
the purpole of holding the property of an orphan, or, to fpeak more correofilv for 
holding pofleflion ot a room till this orphan can ejeft her, although offered her 
liberty on the inftant if llie quietly refigns it : This woman (Catharine Read) was 
■removed to Newgate about three weeks fince for the moft atrocious conduft 
which flie pradtifed for upwards of four months prior to her removal to .fucli a 
■degree, as to render the other prifoners in the room with her abfolutely miferable ■ 
her retm-ii is of confcquence dreaded. The fixth female prifoher is avery old woman’ 
lent in from Chancery on an attachment; of courfe has a chance of dying here 
hie IS half a fool, and by her folly, united with aftrange and unamiable dilpofition* 
has reduced herfelf -to aftual begging, not having one fliiiling to purchafe food or 
cloathing, but as flie literally begs it from the prifoners and their vifiling friends ■ 
Ihe 'IS naturally of a filthy difpofition., and age and folly renders her ftill more fo’ 
mfomuch that no eftbrt of the other female prifoners can keep her tolerably decent • 
■file IS Iwarmed with vermin, and fo offenlive to fmell, that at times the whole room 
■IS i.nteaed by it, and her own corner always fo. And at times dmnkennefs and ob- 
icenity offend and fliock the peaceable prifoners, even from thole of the lower 
order that are not ftreet walkers, for almoft all the lower order of female prifoners 
that are -fent in' liere from the Sheriff’s Prifon are either perlbns of abandoned cha 
rafter, or grofs and rude behaviour, as is too frequently the cafe amongft the lower 
■order of the inhabitants of Dublin, Thofe in the humble ftate of life, who come 
from the country, are in general quiet and civil, however ignorant they may be. As 

niis rooin for females has been already vilited by the Commiffion, it is needlefs to 

(peak of rts fixe ; in all it is about twenty-one or twenty-two feet long, and about 
■leventeen wide. About feven or eight yraars fince, on the llatement of the robberies 
™ improprieties to which refpcftable females were expofed, for even the (beets 
blankets, and almoft all the feathers out of the two beds were ftolcn by fome 
hich as thofe already ddcribed, the Infpcftor General coafulted with Secretary 
Hrlden, who was then in office, whoadvifed and permitted a fmall place to beinclofed 

occu- 
pied by her for whom it was at firft erefled, and another refpeaable perfon, both 

night 
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night and day, for near fix years paft. by three prifoners, and frequently by four or 
five. At prefent there are but three prifoners in the outfide room, two re.prftahle 
women, the ocher the poor old fooUth woman already mentioned; but botore term 
Complaints, ends there may be two or three more. 

If it may pleale the Commiffioners to take this real_ grievance into coofiJeration, 
they will greatly 'ameliorate, nay, fave from adtual injury, many refpedtable and 
diftrefied females, not only on the inftant, but in time to come. In the hope of 
this we beg leave to mention, that we are confcious the feven halls for men are too 
fmall for the number they at times contain ; but there is one very fmal! fort of 
kitchen on the ground floor of the Infirmary Houfe, which was originally, it is be- 
lieved, meant for a walh-houfe for the Infirmary, but has never been uled, as there 
is a large boiler fet in the nurfc-tender’s room, and Ihe always waflies there; this little 
room, which is about 12 feet by 18, has been in various ufes for different prifoners; 
if it was thought proper to appropriate it in future to the ufe of the lower order of 
females, and of improper charadters, it would be a mutual benefit to all tlie better 
fort, and to the induftrious poor, who could earn fupport for themfelves by waffling 
for the prifoners. 

Under the hope that this reprefentation will be duly confidered by the refpedtive 
Commiffioners before whom it is laid, we reft our caufe with fome degree of 

B. The before-mentioned fmall room (commonly called the Rat-Hole) is at 
prefent occupied by an hatchman and his wife, and four men, who are prifoners, 
and lodge with them.

This moment a female prifoner is fent in here from the SherifT s Prifon ; fhe is. we 
fear, far from proper in either charadter or condudt, in general rude, low, vulgar and 
evidently drunken.

I TAKE the liberty of fending you a fliort fketch of my fituation. I have 
been confined in the Four Courts Marfhalfea near fifteen months, and have applied 
frequently to the Marfhal, to know what he had againft me, but could never find 
out whether it was a marked one ; and when 1 would mention that I would pay 
whatever it was, then he would lay it was unmarked : nor can I get a copy of the 
warrant from him. It w-uld be tedious for me to mention all the villainy that has 
been pradtifed againft me fmce I came here. As for charader, I will refer you to Ixird 
Weftmeath, if in t^;wn, as I was in his regiment as Lieutenant from the commence- 
ment of the’ rebellion until the late peace ; and when taken, a Lieutenant in Captain 
Mungerford’s yeomanry. My place is One hundred and fifty-fix miles from this ; my 
fon young, and able to give me any affiftance. I did intend memorializing his 
Grace the L ird Lieutenant; but as I have fecn your name in the papers, I take 
this opportunity, begging your interference, hoping you will have my fituation 
looked into, which compliance will for ever oblige your obedient fervant,

That your Petitioner was committed to faid prifon in the month of April lalh 
and that he and many other prifoners have been prevented from getting natural rel ^ 
or ffeep, owing to the riotous and diforderly condud which has ha.ppened in lai 
prifon, both in the day and at very late and unfeafonable hours in the night ; where y 
the health of Petitioner and other prifoners has been impaired, and their lives in danger. 

That from the continual npife, dilturbance and annoyance occafioned by a horn, 
alfo a creak or rattle brought into faid prifon for the avowed purpofe of annoying 
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and difturbiag the peaceable and well-difpofed prifcners, and fame being founded 
at late in the night, not only petitioner, but many fickly prifoners are prevented 
from reft and lleepj and their lives would no doubt be otherwife endangered, was it 
not for the military guard therein Rationed, which guard has often been obliged to 
be kept under arms till paft three o’clock in the morning, on account of faid riotous 
and diforderly conduffc. 

That petitioner and many refpeftable married prifoners are greatly diftreffed, by 
their wives and children being annoyed and prevented from coming to fee them, 
by reafon of the great and melancholy grievance and abufe of permitting women 
ol" infamous and abandoned charafter and condud (who are not prifoners) to refide 
in faid prifon. 

And petitioner further fliews, that the following prifoners of refpedability, and 
many others, can fully prove the truth of what is hereby complained of j viz. Robert 
F. Hutchins, Robert Bleakley, James Henley, Jofeph Fofter, William Gregg, Dudley 
H. Colclough, Thomas Bracken, William W. Uftier, David Johnfton. 

May it therefore pleafe your Honours to take Petitioner’s diftreffed cafe 
into confideration, and enquire into the grievances and abufes hereby 
complained of.

Sir, 

1 beg leave to inform you, that I have to propofe the moft ferious com- 
plaints againft the late Sheriffs of the city of Dublin, for exadion and oppreffion ; and 
■that T am prepared to lay before the Commlffioners, charges of thegreateft enormity 
againft the keeper of the Sheriffs Priibn, Patrick Dunn, for ads of cruelty and 
exadion; as alfo for haying illegally detained me a prUbner in his prifon' five hours 
•on the .azd inftant. 

That my charges againft Henry Ormfby, and his deputy or hatchmen, are. of the 
moft ferious nature, for the moft unwarranted and wanton attack on my life at 
different times, and the moft rigorous exercife of oppreffive exadion and tyranny j 
all which documents I am prepared to lay before the Commlffioners apppinted, to 
redrefs thefe abufes, and wlien called, fubftantiate thefe charges not only by my own 
teftimony but that of others. Under, thefe circumftances, and from what I have 
Offered during , my imprifonment, you. will pleafe to inform the Commlffioners of 
fucb my intentions j and diat I am,, ready, and exp.ed to be called on for that 
purpofe.

6th; That faid marlhaj totally neglefts the internal government and condition of 
the Marlhalfca, one apardmenc being only dedicated to the accommodation of fe- 
males, wherein are frequently afTembled ladies of the firft refpedlabiiity with women 
of difrepute and public infamy. 

yth. That the Hofpital of laid Marflialfea is never attended to by Marlhal, nor 
are the neceflities of its fickly inhabitants fupplied as by law direitted. 

8th. That George Longworth, the deputy marlhal, occupies four rooms and two 
• garrets belonging to faid Marflialfea, and originally and foiely intended and appointed 

for the ufe of prilbners, wherein faid George Longworth, deputy marfliai, enter- 
tains occafionally prilonei s for enormous fuais of money per the week. 

9th. That a ferjeant's guard (by the procurement of faid Marfliai, and never before 
his time confidered neceflary) occupies one apartment in (aid Marflialfea as a guard- 
room, two of whom- daily parade the infide of faid Marflialfea, and are in the con- 
ftant and hitherto irremovable praftice of infulting and even threatening againft 
the lives of the prifoners in laid Marflialfea; and that the prifoners are always 
Turrounded by a military force from the Marihalfea to the Courts and the Judges 
houfes, highly to the contumely of faid prifoners, who naturally flirink from 
appearing to their fellow citizens as common felons fubjebt to the ftridt feverity of 
'the law. 

loth. That the marfliai does not allow any provifions to be cried within faid 
Marlhalfea, but orders frequently the venders thereof to depart from the Marflialfea, 

. for proclaiming their neceflaries for fale, greatly to the inconvenience and injury of 
the prifoners, who cannot by infpiration know that fuch are in the Marflialfea, unlefs 
they are privileged to proclaim their prefence by crying their provifions. 

nth. That (lie Marlhalfea is not lighted at night, which in the winter feafon Is 
highly unpleafant, and dangerous to the prifoners. 

1 2th. That the hatch doors are not opened till eight o’clock in fummer and nine 
in winter, and that faid hatches are clofed from nine to eleven each night, except for 
the fatisfattion and ufe of certain favourites, ail which are contrary to the comfort 
and convenience of the prifoners; and that the prifoners being locked up in their 
feveral rooms at eleven o’clock is highly dangerous, and produftive of many evils and 
(hocking apprelienfions, fuch as the fear of ficknefs, fire, &c. in which cafes all 
application for relief they have abundant reafons for concluding would be

13th. That there is no public kitchen in faid Marflialfea, the apartment ori- 
ginally appropriated to that ufe having been applied by the former marfliai to his 
own ufe. 

14th. That the different halls in this Marflialfea are IncelTantly full of prifoners, 
(30 being frequently in one hall 18' feet by 16); that the health of the perfons therein 
is geheTaily affeitted by the filth and diforder which rauft conlequentJy exift in-,fuch 
places, of which the faid marlhal takes no care whatever. 

15th. That faid marfliai utterly neglefls the ftate of the Marlhalfea, and leaves 
to the prilbners the whltewafliing of their different apartments- at their own 
expence. • • • - 

1 6th. That the ftate of the hofpital in faid Mardialfeais difgraceful to a 'civilized 
country, and (hocking to humanity., • ^ . 

iftli. That the prcfeiit nurfe-tender, wife to one of the liatchmen, wlio bccu-

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pies an ball, as before mentioned, is inattentive to the duties of her fituation, and 
fliamefully negkds her miferable patients. 

i8rh. That the bath is filthy and noifome beyond defcription, without a fuppiy 
of water, and extremely ofFcnfive to the prifoners; and that there are not any liber- 
ties nor day rules for the convenience of the prifoners in laid Marfhahea, as there are 
in die Fleet and King’s Bench in England. 

19th. Theabove ifatement of the preient government and condition of this Mar- 
Jhalfea, has been exemplified in the melancholy end of two unfortunate, but once 
refpeflable, members of fociety, the late William Poole and Captain Nefbitt, both 
of whom, being confined in this Marlhalfea, fell victims to the internal bad govern- 
ment thereof, as has been proved by the verdid of the jury who fat on the body of 
the former. 

We the prifoners confined in the Four Courts Marlhalfea, confiding in the fide- 
lity, judgment, and ability of the Commiflioners appointed by His Majefty’s letters 
patent to infpedt and enquire into the government and condition of the different 
Gaols of the City and County of Dublin, humbly prefer the abo%'e fiatement of the 
grievances under which we labour, and hope that the Commiflioners may be pleafed 
fo CO report thereon as fliall tend effect ualiy to remove every prefent caufe ot com- 
plaint againft the oppreflion, extortion, cruelty, and undue practices ot the faid 
Henry Orm&y, marfhal of this Marlhalfea, his deputy, and others.

EVIDENCE in Support of COMPLAINTS. 



Patrick Fitzgerald^ fworn. 

SAITIT, That be was committed to the Four Courts Marlhalfea on either five or fix 
writs; paid fees on each writ 6r. %d. having been informed by Mr. Royce a prifoner, 
that unlefs he paid faid fum in compliance with the cuftom of the prifon, he w'ould 
not be admitted into a room; witnefs accordingly paid the demand to Mr, Long- 
worth, Deputy Marlhal, in Mr. Royce’sroom. Witnefs lodged with a prifoner named 
Reilly, who pays one guinea per week for the tap, and has befides three other apart- 
ments, the upper one of which is fet to two gentlemen for 1 1 J. 4z week ; the 

ocher two apartments, one of them called Calcutta, (being a long, narrow, dark, 
incommodious room, taken off one of the common halls for the purpofe of enlarging 
the tap-room) are occupied by fix piifoners, each of whom pays 3 r. pfii. per week, 
together with \d. per night to the Marlhal, as rent for the common hall. W itnefs is of 
opinion that the tap is an accommodation to the prifoners; has frequently feen prifoners 
get intoxicated in the tap; fpirits and porter are fold in the tap at the ufuai pnees; 
fpirits and porter are likewife fold in three of the common halls, by Agnew, Williams, 
and Feeley; Williams and Feeley are permitted to go at large, though prifoners. No 
demand has been made upon witnefs for garnifli; he is tw’o years a prifoner in the 
Marlhalfea, during which period the prifon has been in the fame filthy Hate as at 
prefent. Vv'irnefs ha^ never been able to obtain a room, although he offered oulfuie 
Ikurity, not having confented to bribe Mr. Longworth the Deputy, as others have 
done, according towitnefs’s information; witnefs has feldom feen the Maiflial vific 
the prifon, nor has the Deputy, except for the purpofe of colledling the rents; has 
heard and believes douceurs have been given to obtain rooms; Mr. Longworth, 
Deputy Marflial, has four apartments, which he lets to lodgers; the greateft griev- 
ance witnefs fuftains is the want of an apartment for his own accommodation, being 
obliged to pay a much greater fum as an under-tenant thari he otherwife vvould;^ 
witnefs paid to Mr. Creagh 5 r. 5 r/. per week for lodging in his room, the chief 
rent of which was 3^. <^\d. per week ;aperfon named Fofter occupies two rooms, for 
which he pays 8 r. i^d. per week, in which he accommodates lixperfons with board 
and lodging, each of whom pays I. 2J. 9^. per week, exclufive ot Ipmts, porter, 
&c. &c. which are fold infaid rooms. Witnels thinks the huxter s (hop an accommo- 
dation to the poor prifoners. Witnefs knows of idle women having been permitted to 
lemain all night with married men in the prifon, with the knowledge of the Deputy; 

witnefs llept in the fame room with a fir. , w'ith whomavyoman of that delcrip- 

tion lav. Venders of provifions are permitted to carry them into the prifon, but not

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Appendix, to cry them. Witnets has beard frequent complaints of want of attention in tlie 
No- 3 - Infirmary; the phyfician and apothecary are regular in their atiend.mce; believes the 
coniinued. nuj-fe-tender is the perfon complained of. Halls and outfide doors are locked at eleven 
Evidence, o’clock at night, opened between feven and eight o’clock in fummer, and eight and 
nine in winter. The lower yaid, including the privy, is kept in the moft filthy and 
ofFenfive Rate, Witnefs has heard prifoners complain of being compelled to pay 
for whitewafhing their own apartments. The Marfhalfea in general not unhealthy. 
There are no lights in the yards of the prifon. Witnefs recolleclis the death of Mr. 
Poole and Captain Nejbitt ; Poole was for fome time, previous to his death, out of 
his reafon ; both ley on ftraw in an open place under the flairs, diredlly oppofite the 
hall door; Captain Ndbitt was an old infirm man ; witnefs attributes their death 
to want of necelTary care and accommodation ; cannot fay whether or no Captain 
Ormfby, the Marlhal, might have feen their {ituation,'but is certain his Deputy did. 
There is no public kitchen in the Marfhalfea ; witnefs has heard there was a public 
kitchen in NIr. Dexter’s time. 

George Vejey^ fwern. 

Saith, He has not any rooms, lodges with Mr. Fofter, and pays one filling per 
night for half a bed ; believes Fofter pays 8 r. per week for two rooms, and for 
a fmall place under the flairs 6| d. per week. Fofter has four lodgers befides tvitne-fs, 
each of whom pay an equal fum ; every bed is charged 15 j. 2d. per week if occu- 
pied by two pcrlbns. Witnefs paid on his committal 5 r. as garnifh, which was 
immediately expended for whifkey, &c. for prifoners. Much Inconvenience has arif'en 
to the prifoners by prohibiting pevfons hawking provifions, from crying them 
within the prifon, inafmuch as thofe whofe avocations may confine them within 
their apartments are deprived of opportunity to purchafe. Much inconvenience 
alfo arifes from the jatenefs of the hour at which the doors are opened in the morn- 
ing, particularly during Term, as profeffional gentlemen. are prevented from con- 
ferring with their clients at an early hour, and before the Courts fit. No buckets 
or night veffels for the ufe of the halls, which are locked up at eleven o’clock at 
night, after which time there, is no accefs to the yard for neceffary occafions ; nor 
in cafe of accident or fudden indifpofitioncan relict or medical affiftance be obtained. 
The halls wherein poor prifoners are confined are extremely offenfive. Prifoners 
whitewafli their apartments at their own expence. Witnefs never faw the Marflial 
or his Deputy feek after the comfort of the prifoners, or infpeil the prifon for the 
puipofe of remedying any defedl. Witnefs faith, That Poole was, during a month, 
lying in the open cold place under the ftairs, notwiihftanding there was fufficient room 
in the Hofpital and Convalefcent Apartment for his accommodation, both being 
empty; and witnefs believes he might have furvived, had fuch been afforded to 
him. No medicine is granted to any prifoner, unlefs fuch prifoner be an inmate 
of the Hofpital. No perfon can get medicine, or medical afliftance, after the hour 
of eleven o’clock at night. Timothy O’Conner occupied a fmall apartment in one 
of the common halls, of which he was dlfpolTeffed by Mr. Ormfby, the Marfhal, 
who placed one of his hatchmen therein. There are three hatchmen in the prifon ; 
two live in the common halls, and the third in the kitchen of the Infirmary; their 
families refide with them. Prifoners have often fubferibed for cleanfmg the halls, 
yards, and neceffary. 

John Willocky fworn, 

Saith, That he ha's been a prifoner fince the month of April laft ; has frequently 
been difturbed at a late hour of the night by a tumultuous mob, chiefly compofed 
of the lowefl order of prifoners making a great noife with fifes, horns, and crakes; 
witnefs faith, that one of the prifoners is at the head of fuch mob; witnefs has 
tnade application to Marlhal and Deputy Marfliai for redrefs, who have remon- 
flrated with the rioters, but without eifeft. Saith, that proftitutes are introduced 
to the prifon, and fuffered to remain therein during the night, who ufe the moft 
indecent and improper language, break windows with flones, &c. and annoy all 
modeft women who have occa’fion to vifit the prifon. Several prifoners have re- 
filled the authority of the keepers by refufing to permit their doors to be locked at 
a proper hour, and have continued rioting until three o’clock in the morning; 
thefe dillurbances have continued for feveral months. 

Robert 
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Robert Hutekins, fvvorn. 

Saith, That he knows -.of many difturbances in the prlfon, occafioned by prifoners 
walking about the priibn at a late hour of the night, founding horns and making a 
great noife ; fometimes the room doors of the prifon are left open for the accora* 
.niodation of gentlemen knows of improper w'omen, who refide in the prifon, making 
great noife and difturbancc during the night ■, witnefs’s wife has made frequent com- 
plaints to him of the ill behaviour of thele women j w'itnefs believes there are feven 
•or eight improper females, not prifoners, at prcfent refident in the prifon. No 
money was demanded by Longworth, or any other perfon, for the ufe of a room; 
witnefs made Longworth a compliment in confideration of his attention to him ; 
thinks the fum he gave was t/iree guineas, w^hich fum was not given until after he 
got the rooms ; nor was there any previous agreement for that or any other fum as 
confideration for obtaining rooms. Witnefs was accommodated with rooms about 
three months after his admilTion, pays eight iliillings and ti)ree halfpence per week 
forthefe rooms, wherein he and is family refide ; is confined upon one writ ; paid no 
fee upon committal. Witnefs is about one year and half in the prifon. 

Henry Malone, fworn. 

Saith, That he was accommodated with a rooni by the Marflral, through the in- 
. terference of the Deputy MariRal ; it was fignified to him by his fellow prifoners that 
a confideration was ufually given to the Deputy for procuring a room ; he accord- 
ingly gave Deputy two pounds, in confideration of which he obtained a room, 
although there were many prior claimants ; witnefs paid Marfhal half tees upon 
admifiion ; paid one penny per night hall rent, befides the expence incurred of 
£. I. 2 j. per week for diet and lodging in the apartment of a fellow prifoner, 
wherein were three other beds, each occupied by two lodgers, as was that in which 
witnefs fiept; witnefs heard the blowing of a horn during the night from nine to 
.eleven o’clock ; faith he has known difturbances continue until three o’clock in the 
morning, but that does not happen now. A female fervant of a prifoner broke the 
windows of a common ball in which they lodged, in confequence of fome difpute. 
The crols door leading to witnefs’s apartment is locked at eleven o’clock at night, 
after which there is no accefs to the yard. 

William Connor, fworru 

Saith, That he has been confined fix months as a debtor to Government; has 
heard of frequent riots in the prifon, and no pains taken to fupprefs them ; has com- 
plained twice to the Marflial. Witnefs rents aroom, for which he pays eight {hillings 
and three halfpence per week; has no complaint againft the Marftial, being favour- 
.ably treated by him ; there are three hatchmen at five {hillings and five pence per 
week, but they are further amply remunerated by getting rooms, which they fet to 
•prifoners at exorbitant rents. Has known ofa horn being founded in this prifon, has 
allb heard a crake; thefe have been ufed in order to call together a committee of the 
prifoners appointed to'dlftribute cafual charity. Witnefs knows that fpirits are fold 
in the prifon, and the foldiers are in the pradice of bringing in fpirits to the prifoners ; 
the drunkennefs occafioned thereby is the chief caufe of the riots in the prifOn. 
Witnefs has a room in the lower yard, and fays, that for fix months previous to this 
commifiion neither the dirt-hole or neceffary were emptied ; faith, that he faw the 
lower yard fwept twice, viz. on the 24th of October and 2ad of November laft. Says, 
•there are eight common halls, one of which, called Straw Hall, being under his 
room, is extremely filthy; the inhabitants arc in the greateft w'retchedncfs, neither 
they or the ocher prifoners have any allowance of provifions, covering, or ftraw, unlefs 
procured by cafual charity. Saith, that this prifon is a depot for the whole kingdon:, 
great numbers of very poor prifoners being brought from all the gaols in Ireland, in 
hope of obtaining the benefit of the Maintainance Ad, the common halls are 
thereby much crowded and rendered extremely filthy. Witnefs thinks the prifon by 
no means fufficiently large for the number of prifoners, there being at prefent 07ie 
hundred 07id fifty-nine therein; fays, it w'ould eflentially contribute to the comfort 
of the poorer prifoners, were barrack bedfteads put up in the common halls, as pri- 
foners are obliged to lie on the flags with very little ilraw. Common halls have not 
been whitewalhed during witnefs’s imprifonment. There are forty indigent prifoners 
at prefent fupported by a colledion made within the prifon. Saith, tb.vt the In-

firmary is not the property of the Marfhal but of Government, and is repaired by 
the Board of Works. Saith, it is a grievance that the doors of the liatch are 
locked from nine to eleven o’clock at night, and not opened until nine o’clock in 
the morning, whereby attornies and other friends are prevented from having accefs to 
the prifoners. Saith, that the charnel houfe is given' to a hatchman, who makes a 
great rent out of the fame ; the infirmary kitchen is given to another hatchman; 
eight prifoners fleep in the former; Saith, that when prifoners have expended all 
their money in the She.rifi’’s Prifon, they are then removed to the Four Courts 
Marllialfea. 



Jofeph Greene, fworn. 

'Saith, That he is a piifoner fince the 9th of May laft, on which day he agreed 
with M‘Cann, the hatchman refiding in the Infirmary kitchen, for half a bed at 
3^. Qid. per week 5 the hatchman’s wife demanded the value of a bottle of whilkey 
and a bag of coals, value 5J. ^d.\ witnefs refufed to pay fame; was expelled the 
room ; was found in the yard by Deputy Marfhal and hatchmen at eleven o’clock 
at night, who fent him into the common hall, where he fat all night wnthout fire or 
candlelight. Witnefs now fieeps in Fofter’s room, and pays him for board and 
lodging^. I. 2 j. pr/. per week. 



Dudley Harpole Colchugh, a quaker, affirms. 

That he hath been confined in the Four Courts Marfhaifea fince the 2tfl: of June 
laft; was removed at his own defire from the Sheriff’s Prifon ; lleeps in the Infir- 
mary kitchen, which is in the lower yard; John M'Cann, who is a hatchman, has 
that apartment rented j witnefs pays M'Cann’s wife 3;. <)^d. per week for half a 
bed. Witnefs paid for a bottle of whifkey on his firft admilfion to the hall, which 
was diftributed amongft the prifoners, alfo 3 j. 9^^. for a bag of coals; witnefs 
believes the coals were ufed in the hall for the accommodation of the prifoners. 
There are nine prifoners in the hall, eightfleep in four beds, and one ina fingle bed; 
hatchman’s family, confifting of a wife and three children, refide in the fame room, 
which is greatly crowded; the children are very often troublefome and offcnfive, 
particularly at night; prifoners are frequently difturbed in their reft ; the room is 
flagged, and is kept in a very filthy ftate. The beds are furniflied by M'Cann, the 
hatchman, whofe wife is very furly and difobhging, regardlefs of the comfort or 
accommodation of the prifoners. Witnefs does not diet in the hall, keeps a fervant 
of his own, and gets his provifions brought to him from without fide of the 
prifon. Witnefs believes there is ,f.20. a year allowed by Ad of Parliament for 
-a nurfe-tender. 

“Patrick Heery, fworn. 

Saith, That he is a prifoner refiding in the common hall, wherein a hatchman 
ileeps ; went into the hall upon his coming into the prifon, which was about leven 
months fince; the hatchman 's name is Patrick Smith. Witnefs fieeps in a bed 
with a prifoner, who has a hired bed, to whom witnefs pays ir. id. per week ; the 
bed does not belong to the liatchman. Upon witnefs’s admilfion to the hall, he 
paid the hatchman is. %\d. per week for his bed, and to his wife 5/. 5 lor 
whilkey and a bag of coals, as garnifti for the ufe of the prifoners; no other de- 
mand is made under, the denomination of garnilh. Hatchman fieeps in the hall 
in a place detached from the reft of the prifoners. Twelve prifoners fleep in 
the hall, befides a woman and her child. Witnefs does not pay for the ftancl- 
ing of his bed, nor does his fellow prifoners; witnefs does not know of 5;. ^d. 
per week having been charged by the hatchman for ftanding of a bed ; if hatch- 
man furnifi^es a bed, he charges is. d. per week; no prohibition to any 
perfon bringing his own bed into the common hall. Priibners would much rather 
not have the hatchmen in the common halls, their ol'Jecftion' is owing to the 
crowded ftate of the halls; the condutft of the hatchmen in general is civil and 
obliging. 

Maurice Coddingion, (worn. 

Saith, That he refides in Smith’s hall, which is a common hall ; has not a bed of 
his own ; did fleep upon a ftraw bed in a bed-tick without flieets; had a Jmail 

blanket, 
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blanket, and paid 2J. id. per week; the bed was upon a ftand or frame; there 
are fometimes three in the bed, each perfon paying zs. zd. per week; witnefs 
Heeps at prefent with a prifoner, and pays him is. 6 d. per week for half a bed. 

Charles Robert Shervmton, fworn. 

Saith, That be comes forward in behalf of the prifoners ; witnefs refides in a 
common hall, called Williams’s hall windows are broken and out of repair; hatch- 
men quiet and orderly ; has a bed of his own, for want of a bedllead is obliged to 
fleep upon a table; has never been called upon for rent; expeds to pay at the rate 
of I d. per night, when he Is leaving the prifon. 

Robert Bleakley, fworn. 

Saith, That at unfeafonable hours in the night (about eleven o’clock) a horn has 
been founded, and a great nolfe made from a crake or rattle, which difturbs the 
peaceable inhabitants of the prifon ; believes it is intended to annoy the loyal per- 
Ibns in the pril'on. Witnefs has heard that the horn was founded to collect the 
Charitable Committee upon the diftribiUion of provifions to the poor of the prifon ; 
has frequently been provifions, &c. &c. diftributed by faid Committee. 

John Ballaguier, fworn. 

Complains of having been near feven years a prifoner in the Marllialfea, during 
which period he never was accommodated w'ith a room, although he offered ample 
fecuriry (named Captain Woodward, and other refpedablet perfons) for the rent. 
Witnefs flceps occafionally in the halls, which are in general crowded ; has a bed of 
his own ; for the two firft years of his imprifonment, he paid u. per night for a 
bed in the common hall; the bed was furnilhed by a prifoner. Witnefs was a 
patient in the Hofpital or Infirmary near two years and a half; was removed from 
the Infirmary by the late Doeffor Scott, before he was perfeftiy recovered; witnefs 
was not duly fupplied with medicine or attendance, was obliged to pay for thefe 
accommodations himfelf. There were but tw'o poor patients in the Infirmary during 
that period. The dodlors and apothecary attended them regularly; Mrs. M‘Cann, 
the nurfe-tender, behaved herfelf in a very proper manner. 

George Greene, formerly fworn. 

Saith, That although he has offered Captain Ormlby ample fecurity, he could 
not obtain a room for his accommodation. . Witnefs gave Deputy MarQial one 
pound for permiffion to purchafe the intereft in 'thediuxter’s fhop in the prifon, for 
which intereft he paid Henry Williams, a prifoner, the.Tum of fevengtiinea's 
gave Longworth the Deputy a bacon ham as .a bribe for liberty to fell fpirits, &c. 
Longworth has at different times received the fpirits, and kept them in his own 
apartments until night, when he handed them to witnefs; witnefs has been drink- 
ing with Longworth, in the hatchways between the hours of nine and eleven o’clock 
at night; recolledls fervants applying for liberty at fuch time to get in and out of 
the prifon, which was refufed ; witnefs pays 7J. ~jd. per week as rent for laid ffipp to 
Longworth, for Captain Ormfby. -Witnefs faith, that the fums given to Longw'orUi 
to procure rooms are from one to five guineas ; believes prifoners would not be ac^ 
commodated with rooms unlefs fuch bribes were.given; witnefs offered Longworth 
two guineas for a place called the Charnel Houfe (a vaulted apartment under the 
kitchen of the Infirmary); a perfon named Delany. offered, a larger fiim, and ob- 
tained it. 

Robert Barnwell, fworn. 

Saith, That he was committed on five writs, and paid half fees upon each ; that 
in the month of Odober 1806 he was, at his own defire, removed 'fr.om the Sheriffs 
Prifon to the Four Courts Marfhalfea, having heard that a number of apartments 
. were vacated in confequence of the Infolvenc A'd. Witnefs fent a friend to engage 
apartments before his removal, w'hich were accordingly engaged'; witnefs’s friend 
gave Mr. Longworth four guineas for the preference. Upon witnefs’s arrival, Cap- 
tain Ormlby expreffed diffatisfadion at any engagement being entered into with any 
perfon previous to committal to the Marffial, and witnefs believes it was done with- 
out Capt. Ormlby’s knowledge. It is to be obferved that a partition had been creded

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Ariienaijfi by the former occupant of the room, into which witnefs was put ; the fold partition, 
No. 3. aitliough no accommodation whatfoever to witnefs-, was made a colourable pretext 
eoniimied. j-gunanding the aboce fum of four guineas j witnefs has fmee removed to other 

rooms and left faid partition behind. He confiders that it is advifable for prifoners 
, 'I, nioney to Deputy Marlhal to obtain accommodations, has however known 

inftances to the contrary. Witnefs thinks it a very great grievance for bat-chroen to 
deep in the common halls. Witnefs is of opbion that one tap is neceffary for the 
accommodation of the prifon; more, ufelefs and prejudicial at preicnt there are 
four kept by the following perfons, namely, BeWy, jipmo, Ifilliami, and ifo/o-; 
Fofter keeps a mefsjall fell fpirits, as witnefs has reafon to believe, by t)ie connivance 
of the Marlhal, which is produalve of many riots and irregularities m the pnlbn. 
There is no public kitchen in the prifon ; many of the poor prifoners at prefent in the 
eaol are in a ftarving ftate, and deflitute of every acccmmodation, with little to 
lelieve their ncceffities. fave what arifes from the benevolent contribnttons of their 
fellow prifoners ; witnefs is of opinion that gaol allowance would be of great relief to 
the poor of the prifon. Many evils refult from low praamoners m the law, who en- 
courage many poor perfohs to have themfelves removed from various parts of the 
kingdom in order to obtain the beneBts of the Maintenance Aa, and when k> 
removed are abandoned by thefe agents. Thinks the prifoners in common halls are 
much aggrieved by demands made for liberty to place their own beds upon the 
bedtteads ereded in the halls, and a prohibition to perfons bringing into laid halls 
their own beds and bedfteads ; the common halls are given to th^e hatcliracn as 
tOropenfation for falary, the liatchmen are inadequately paid without fuch pcrquihte. 
No perfon, to witnefs’s knowledge, employed by the Marfoal to keep the 7 ™^ 
and neceffary dean, this duty is performed at the expence of the prifoners; Marlhal 
feldom viiils the interior of the prifon ; witnefs has fometimes known him pay vljits 
to fick prrloners ; witnefs is of opinion that a woman employed m wafhmg the itairs, 
and a-man in fweeping the yards, halls, and neceffary, under the authority of the 
Marlhal, would be fufficient to keep them clean, and would eflchtially contribute to 
the general comfort and beaith of the prifoners. Tool prifmers, when cpmm>““ “>■ 
the Marihalfea, have no attention paid to their -acoommodation by the Marlhal, 
bephtf'-Marfhal, or hatchmen, and have no alleviation of their mifery except m the 
compaffionof their fellow prifoners ; witneifi i^w a man named Book m the pnlOtt, 
who became a maniac, was entirely neglcfted, and lay m a place under the Itaiu 
called the Canoe, upon a fcantyportion of -ftraw, covered by a fmall blanket, and 
overrun .with vermin ; here he remained upwards of two months, when he.riretr.

Saitli, That he was committed to the Four Courts Marflialfea, about the i ff of 
-April laft; that on the atfth of the -fame -month Wl-tnefs had been fitting with a

net week, for rent of laid room (receipt to tlie above effeft, as dated, produced, and

(No. 9.) given in upon Oath. 



To the Right Honourable St. George Daly, one of the Juftices of the Court of 
King’s Bench in Ireland 3 the Reverend James Verfchoyie, Dean of the Ca 
thedral Church of St. Patrick’s, Dublin; William Difney, George Kenny, 
and John Geale, Efquires; compofmg by His Majefty’s Letters Patent the 
Special CommifTion for inquiring into and infpedting the Condition and 
Government of the State Prifons and other Gaols in the Citv and County of 
Dublin. " 

CHARGE. 

Fira.—That Henry Ormajy, Efquire, the Marflial .of the Marflialfea, has uni- 
formly fince jhe year 1798, and previous thereto, exadted from each prifoner on his 
being committed to his charge, 6s. id. for each writ as committal fees, and alfo 
from eacb prifoner on his receiving his difcharge 6s. 8 d. more on each writ, by way 
of difmiflal fees; which exadtions are contrary to law, and oppreffive of the 
prifoners. 

DEFENCE. 

Henry Ormfty, Efquire, was appointed Marflial of the Four Courts in the year 
1789, by the moft noble the Marquis of Buckingham, then Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, who gave him an abitradt of the total value by rent, fees, &c. to which the 
Marflial would on his appointment tofuch ofiice be entitled, viz. 13 j. ^d. on each 
writ, befides poundage on executions, as well as the rents of the rooms in the Mar- 
flialfea, to be paid by the perfons who fliould be committed to his cuftody as 
Marflial of the Four Courts, and which the Marflial was then informed and verilv 
believed were the accuftomed fees charged, allowed, and paid by ail perfons who 
were or fliould be committed to fuch Marflialfea, and which this deponent was then 
given to underftand and believe had theretofore been charged, allowed, and paid to 
the former Marflial, the late Mr. Dexter, as will appear by the teftimony of William 
Bayley and George Longworth, tyho were both prifoners in the Four Courts Mar- 
flialfea in the fald Mr. Dexter’s time, and can prove the fees then paid to the Marthal 
were i3-^- 4'^- each writ ; as alfo by Thq/nas Ormfby, who was appointed Deputy 
by Henry Ormfby, when he hirnfclf was appointed Marflial, and that the faid 
Thomas Ormlby along with the faid Henry Ormiby, received from Mr. Servant, 
Deputy Marflial to the late Mr. Dexter, a retqrn ,of the prifonets then in the Four 
Courts Marflialfea, which were handed over to them by the faid Servant ; and that 
frorn the return afterwards made by him, the faid Servant, upon oath, it appears that 
the fees paid to the late Marflial, Mr. Dexter, were 13.;. ^d. on each writ, as will 
appear by the return and affidavit made by him the faid Servant, and which are now 
in the Marflial’s poflefiion: and which faid return correfponded with the abflrad 
given by the Marquis to the Marflial, Henry Ormfby; which alfo can be proved by 
Daniel Cahill, who fucceeded Thomas Ormfby as Deputy Marflial, who recolleas 
taking faid ahftracfl to be laid before a Committee of the Houfe of Commons, and 
which abltrad on his return home he found to have been miflaid in the Houfe of 
Commons or loft. And the Marflial further faith, That he was called upon by the 
late Mr. Whiteway, local Infpedor, as he Mr. Whitewav faid by order of the Court 
ot Kmg’s Bench, for a return of the fees charged and received by the Marflial, and 
that he the faid Marflial did make a return thereof as follows: Fees received by the 
Marflial of the Four Courts, as per a return given to him by the Marquis of Buck- 
ingham: 13 j. 4 if. on each writ, half of which were generally paid as a co.mmittal 
tee by prifoners occupying rooms— no rent or fees whatever paid by prifoners bei-^g 
in halls until difcharged by their plaintiffs, when it frequently happens that they are 
not a e to pay either their fees or one penny per night rent ; fixpence per pound on 
executions tor the firft hundred, and threepence for every pound afterwards ■ '’s. 6 d. 
on every Habeas Corpus direfted, to the Marflial. The above fees, as returned to the 

Court 
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Court of King’s Bench by the Mardial, were reported by the Infpeftor General, in Appendix, 
the year 1 796, to the Houfe of Commons, then litting (except the is. (id. on each 3 * 

Habeas Corpus) ; as aifo the rents of the different rooms in .the Marfhalfea, which 
was not objeded to by laid Parliament. The afore-named Deputy Marfhal can Defence of 
prove that the Mai (hal has frequently forgiven fees and rents to fuch poor people as tlie MardiaJ. 
have pleaded poverty. 

CHARGE. 

■Second.—That faid Marflial receives as rent for ten double rooms, 8r. i| d. per 
week; and for twelve fingle rooms, 5 r. each per week; for three fmail rooms, 

2 r. 9I each per week; for the'tap and two apartments, i. is. ^d. per week; 
and for a fmail fliop, yr. ']d. per week ; That thefe feveral fums received by the Mar- 
flul for the different rooms in the Marfhalfea, conneded with the undue pradiceof 
Marfhal in enforcing from each prifoner one penny per night as hall rent (although 
faid prifoner does not ileep in a hall, but lodges with a proprietor of a room) make 
up for faid Marflial an annual income of /.612. 6 s. including the legal hall rent of 
.one penny per night from fuch as occupy halls, and exclufiveof the extortions of faid 
Marflial, as contained in the Firft Charge ; that notwithftanding thefe legal emolu- 
ments and illegal charges and extortions of faid Marflial, the Marfhalfea is ever in a 
filthy, baneful date, and the glazing of windows entirely negleded, to the injury of 
the health of .its unfortunate inhabitants. 

DEFENCE. 

The Marflial admits he ’receives the rents for the different apartments, as men- 
tioned in this charge; and alfo admits his receiving one penny per night from fuch 
people as have no rooms of their own, but lying in another perfon’s room, confidcr- 
ing that all perfons committed to the Marflial’s cuftody fliould pay fome rent to 
him ; he has therefore charged perfons fo circumftanced the lowed dim paid by any 
perfon in common halls, as they could not lie elfewhere without his permiffi'on, 
having no room of their own. And as to the date of cleanlinefs of the Marfhalfea, the 
Marfhal pays a man for cleaning it daily, and in bis humbje opinion, as well as others 
who frequently come in there on bufinefs, think it to be in general kept very clean ; 
the Marflial means to call on Alderman Stamer to prove this affertion, who has 
frequently remarked the cleanlinefs of the place; and the Marflial begs leave to 
remark to the Commiflioners, that people in here calling themfeives a Committee, 
wifliing to make the place appear dirty, had influence enough on the man who ufed 
•to keep the j'ards, &c. clean, to prevent him from continuing fo to do, by faying to 
him that they would give him more than the Marfhal paid him if he did net clean 
theyard asufual. This can be proved by the Deputy Marflial, and others. The 
Marflial admits that the windows are in a bad date, being broke by the prifoners 
-themfeives, and having no power to enforce the repairing of them ; and that it 
has been proved before the Honourable Juftice Day, that depredations have been 
committed by burning the faflies, and throwing them out of the windows into the 
•yard ; that the prifoners quarrelling in the halls frequently break the windows, and 
that.when the windows of the rooms are broke by the occupiers or others, the .owners 
of the rooms would rather pafte a piece of paper on them than be at the expence of 
having them properly repaired. Tlie Marflial here begs leave to make fome remarks 
as to the cleanlinefs of the yards, &c. In flimmer, during the dry and hot weather, 

.the yards are not only fwept, but alfo watered or waflied perhaps twice or three times 
a week; and as to emptying the dirt hole, which has been fvvorn to by Mr. Connor 
•not to have been emptied for fix months previous to this Commiflion, can be proved 
to the contrar}’; and as to the neceffary, it does not need emptying, a large fliore being 
ni'ade.by Government to anfwer that purpofe. 

CHARGE. 

Third.— That the faid Marfhal, inflead of paying his turnkeys rcafonablc and fuf- 
ficient' wages,' puts each of them in pofTeffion of an hall in faid Marfhalfea, ongi- 
nally and only intended and appointed for the accommodation of prifoners. 

DEFENCE. 

- The Marflial pays his hatchmen 5J. 5^/. each a week, and there are three rea- 
fons why they fliould lie within the Marflialfca ; and as there is no other place for 
265. X them 
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them to lie in, than as follows: one of them lies in a hall, but has nothing to do 
more with it than to lie in it, having no controul over it whatever, no prifoner beinw 
prevented .from bringing his own bed into it j but if it fo happens that if a prifoner 
wants to be accommodated with a bed, he has heard that the hatchman has acconi' 
modated him for payment, but to what amount the Marllial does not know, but 
the priloners are not obliged to ufe the hatchman’s bed, for if they chofe they might 
bring in their own or others : another of the hatchmen, the nurfe-tcnder’s bulband 
lies in her room, furnifhes beds of abetter fort to decent people, who cannot 
accom.modatc themfeives elfewhere, but the Marflial does not ^now their aoree- 
ment : the third hatchman lies in a place called the Rat-hole, not being a hall, ^ and 
has always been confidered a place for a hatchman, having found one there on the 
Marflral taking polTeflion. The Marfhal thinks it ufehil to have the hatchmen lie in 
t!)e MartTalfca, in three points of viewj firft, living in a ball, prevents liquor being 
fold in it, and makes him better acquainted with the prifoners ; fecondiy, they are in 
the way if called on in cafe of ficknefs, which often happens at late hours of the 
night after the place is locked up, and are ready to go for medical alTiftance any 
time wanting, which could not be done, or perhaps known, were not the hatchmen 
lying in ieparate apartments in the Marflialiea. The above ftatement thews, the 
hatchmen were not put into the' halls for the purpofe alluded to in this Charge 
alone. 

CHARGE. 

Fourth. — That faid turnkeys have and now do exad, from each prifoner intro- 
duced to their halls, enormous fums of money by way of garnifh, and fee weekly 
accommodation. That prifoners have and do pay to faid turnkeys, or their wives or 
■^nrilies, who alfo live in faid halls, 5^. ^d. as garnifli money, and 5;. .^d, per week for 
the {landing of a bed in taid halls, and. that faid turnkeys exaft from an iad.ividual 
prifoner who ^all occupy a bed of faid turnkeys yr. per week, and that laid 
turnkeys alfo ch.arge and receive when two p.erfons fleep in one b^sd 3^ 9I4 eac^t 
for faid bed. 

DEFENCE. 

Tlte Marflial has, partly anfwered-this Charge in the foregoing, a? to, the.hatchr 
meris’. heds'j'Oand'as to garnith, th,e Marthal has heard of it being demanded from 
pri^'pners coming in, but always, let his face againft it, confidering itj a very impror 
per'demaiid tp make,; but as to the hatchmen, their wives or families, having- made 
fuch dernand, h^s examined them on that part of the complaint, ail of whom pofi- 
tiVely deny it. _ One of the liatchmen, John M'Kenna, fays, he was informed by 
fo.rtie of the, prifoners- who Jiq, in the room where he fleeps, garnith money was 
demanded, and obliged to; -be -paid by them to the prifoners, Ifyling- themlelves a 
cpmniittee'; an'd a prifoner of the name of William Agnew, cold M.'Kenna, that 
garnith money ■was demanded, of him by faid commilttee, and, on refufing, he, 
Agrie^ was-threacened to be turned out of the prilbn, but would npt pav it. 

. CHARGE,. 

. Fifth.— That faid Martha! cxercifes a,n undue authoritj% in the giving of.' apart- 
ments to priloriers, not regarding, feniority nor' priority of claim, but rather vefting 
that important, pa^t of his duty, in the. hands of his. Deputy, who wilf not hearken 
t.o an applicatipu, for a room without receiving from' the oppreffed .prifoner' a 
douceur for his_ trouble, or.inftuen.ee, with fajdiHenry Ormtby,.the.Martlial, in 
behalf of faid. prifoner’s application ; that apartments.are, often engaged, -and kept for 
prifyners before their committal to. the.Marthallea, 

' A man, named Agnew, might have been difehargedas an infolvent, had he choferi 
to give up his property. 

DEFENCE.. . . 

■The Marfljal in anfw.cr to.this Gharge.conceives Iiimfelf warranted: in the difppfal 
of the rooms , in the manner in.which.he.has hitherto made ufe of, namely, of giving to 
Icnior prifoners, being proper perfons to occupy rooms, the preference; has refufed 
rnany applications from people who wanted rooms to difpofe of to others, or to 
ett abjilh, a place fqr the fale of fpints, &c. thpughiftpior prifoners of: a certain de- 
given.. any.pqyy.ej .to-llie Deputy. Marlhal to 
that 
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•that purpofe j and alfo denies, as far as he can recollect, his ever having engaged 6r Appeiirfix, 
Jcept a room for any perfon before his committal to the MarlhaUea, thdiioTi No. 3. ’ 
.frequently requeued fo to do. toniinuesi.

Sixth. — That faid Marlhal totally neglefts the internal government and condition 
of the Marlhalfea; one apartment being only dedicated fo the accommodation of 
females, wherein are frequently affembied ladies of the firft refpeOlabiiity with 
women of difrepute and public infamy. • 



DEFENCE. 



The Marlhal pays his utmoft attention to the government and condition of the 
Marfhalfea, by his frequent vifits to the interior of it, and had put up in differerit 
parts of the Marfhalfea, a printed notice in the following word's, \\z. The Marlhal 
of the Four Courts requefts that the gentlemen, ladies, and others, 'at prefent ctfri- 
fined, and who may hereafter be condned in the Four Courts Marflialfea, will, at all 
times that they find thcmfelvcs aggideved, communicate their cafe to hirii, in order 
that every attention may be paid to remove any caufe of corriplaint by an immediate 
inquiry. No Ifquor whatever to be fold any where in the Mardialfea, except in the 
tap, which is allowed for that purpofe. Note, a tap was then allowed in the Mar- 
Ihalfea: And takes care that the roof is kept i'n‘ proper order. But as to onfe 
apartment only being dedicated for the ufe of the female prifooers, fays, he found it 
to be the cafe on his taking polfeffion of the Marlhalfea; does not recolledt ahV 
woman of the firft reipedfability, as mentioned in this charge, ever having been com- 
mitted to his cuftody; decent women frequently have, and there a’re Ibme of that 
defeription now in that apurtment. As to the charadiers of the' Women in general that 
are committed to his cuftrody, the Marlhal does not think it his duty' or bufinefs to 
inquire after. Women prifoners applying for rooms have got diefn in their turn. 

CHARGE. 



Seventh. — That the Hofpital of faid Klarflialfea is never 'attended to By faid Mar- 
lhal, nor are the neceffities of its fickly inhabitants fupplied as by law diredted.

Eighth. — That George Longwortli, the' Deput'y Marflial, dcc-upies four -rooms 
andi two garrets -belonging to faid 'MarHaalfed-; and- OFiginally and foiely intended 
and'appointed for the ufer of prifonei'S; wherein''' laid Gec/rge- LongiVOtth, De'pdty 
Marlhal, entertains occaftonally prifoners for enormous fums df money per the 
week-. ■ - • •• :■ 

DEFENCE. 

As to the Deputy Marfhal’s houfc, the MarlRal believes there can be no doubt of 
its-being originally' intended' for a-'Deputy-Marfl¥alj-'fr6rfi"th'e 'riattife of-its building, 
being without batches, and iU -apprpach 'be^ng'opeti to the' ftreet ; the;Deputy Mat- 
llial has frequently accommodated gentlemen (which has been known to the 
judges) and whom the Marlhal confideredfafe'antl proper people, who could not be

appendix to the Report from Commiffioners on 

the lives of the prifoners in faid Marttialfca, and that the prifoners are always fur. 
rounded by a military force from the Marlhalfea to the Courts, and the J udges houfes, 
highly to the contumely of faid prifoners, who naturally flirink from appearing to 
their fellow citizens as common felons, fubject to the ftridt feverity of the law. 

DEFENCE. 

The Marlhal, on his appointment, found a guard here, which, he has been in- 
formed, was procured by Sir Jerom Fitzpatrick, the then Infpedor General. The 
Marlhal is of opinion, that without the guard it would be a moft difficult matter 
■to manage the bufinefs of the place ; for although the guard is feldom called on to 
aft, yet the idea of their being at hand, if necellary, helps to keep the difierent 
parties in order; two fentinels walk the lower yard, one on each flank, by day and 
by night, and liave been often infulled by the prifoners, who have feveral times at- 
tempted to difarm them, as the Marlhal has been informed. The bad conduftof 
thi prifoners in that refpea has been reported by the Field Officer of the day to Sir 
Charles Afgill,who has lent the Field Officer’s Report to the Marffial, to inquire into 
it, when in°gencral the prifoners were in fault ; and the Marlhal fays that at one time 
the prifoners were riotous'and ungovernable, that the Sheriffs of the City were fent 
to the Marflialfea, who, in confequence of the bad conduft of the prifoners appearing 
to them, they direded the fentinels to do their duty, and not to allow thcmfelves 
to be infulted. The Marffial alfo fays, that but for the ufe of the guard to take the 
prifoners before the Judges, it would be impoffible for him, from the numbers at 
times going up ; it would be impoffible to get them there, and much more difficult 
to gel thofc that were remanded back. The Marffial once took up to the King’s 
Bench, prifoners to be difebarged as infolvents, without a guard ; fome of them were 
remanded, and, on their way back to the Marlhalfea, one of them ran away from the 
Deputy Marffial and his affiftants, and has never fmee been re-taken, by which the 
Marffial was obliged to pay his debts to the amount of between one hundred and 
twenty or thirty pounds. The Marffial alfo fays, that about three or four months 
ago, notwithftanding the guard being here, the prifoners broke the rear wall of the 
lower yard, and were near effeaing their efcape. 

CHARGE. 

Tenth.— That the Marffial does not allow any provilions to be cried within faid 
Marfhalfea, but orders frequently the. venders thereof to depart from the Marlhalfea, 
for proclaiming their neceffaries for fale, greatly to the inconvenience and injury of 
the prifoners, who cannot by infpiration know that fuch are in the Marllialfea, unlefs 
,they are pri.vileged to proclaim their prefence by crying their provifions. 

DEFENCE, 

The Marffial fays, that he has frequently ordered Efli-women and others who 
come into the Marffialfea to fell things, not to make fo great a noth as they m 
general do, on account of people being ill, or not to make lo much noife, but never 
with a view of hurting or depriving the prrfoners from buying what they wanted ; 
and'of this .complaint now made, as well as the moft of the others, the Marffial never 
had any previous intimation until this time, 

CHARGE. 

Eleventh.— That the Marffialfea. isynot lighted at night, which in the winter 
feafon is highly unpleafant and dangerous to the prifoners. 

DEFENCE. 

The Martha! never knew of any lamps being in the Marffialfea, although there 
were lamp-irons put up ; the prifoners might as well expefl the Marlhal to put up a 
clock for them as a dial, for one is up. 

C H A R G F.. 

- Twelfth.— That the hatch doors are not opened till eight o’clock in fummer. and 
nine in winter; and that faid hatches .are clofed from nine to eleven each nigM, 
except for the farisfaftion and ufe of certain favourites, all which are contrary to tire 
comfort and convenience of the prifoners ; and that the prifoners being loqked up 
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/their feveral rooms at eleven o’clock is liighly dangerous, and produftive of many 
•evils and (hocking apprehenfions, fuch as the fear of ficknefs, fire, &c, in which cafes 
all applications for '.relief they have abundant reafons for concluding would be 
fruitlefs.

The Mai'Ihal fays, that the infide doors of the Marfhalfea are in winter time 
■opened at or about feven in the morning, and the hatch-doors about eight ; the hall 
doors in fummer are opened between five and 'fix in the morning, and the hatch- 
doors between feven and eight, or not later than eight. The bell uf the MarfliaHea 
rings every night at nine o’clock, as a warning for people, not being prifoners, to g-> 
out ; and between nine and ten the hatches are fliut till eleven o’clock, when the 
fecondbell rings, as notice to the prifoners to go to their different apartments for the 
•night ; but it often happens that, in-confequence of application being made to the 
Marflial, by people refiding in .rooms, they have been indulged b-y keeping up the 
Deputy Marfiial and Hatchmen for hours after the ufua! time of locking up, until 
their parties were finifhed, but denies that any partiality is fliewn to any party j that, 
for the general gratification of the people, the Marflial made it known to them all 
that, on their appljnng to him, their friends would be let out, though after the ufuai 
•hour for outfide people to be .let cut. 



^CHARGE. 

Thirteenth. — That there is no public kitchen in faid Marflialfea, the apartment 
originally appointed to that ufe having been applied -by the former Marfhal to his 
'Own ufe. 



D E FE NC E. 

The 'Marlliarhas inquired about the kitchen from Mr. John Dexter, Who would 
be here before the Commiffioners, but that he is confined with the gout ; he has 
•informed Nk. Thomas Ormfby, that the charge about bis father having availed him- 
felf of the kitchen is not a fadt, as it was always the Jdtchen for the foie ufe of the 
-Marfhal’s houfe. 

C^H ARGE. 

Tourteenfb.-“That the different halls in this Marflialfea are inceffantly full of 
iprifoners (30 being frequently in one hall, 18 feet by 16), that the health of the 
prifoners therein is generally affedted by the -filth and diforder which muit cotife- 
:quently exifl in flich place, of Which the faid Marfliai takes no care whatever. 



DEFENCE. 

The Marfliai admits'the different -halls in the Marflialfea are frequently crowded, 
•owing to the numbers coming from the different gaols in the kingdom, -for the pur- 
pefe of availing themfelves of tiie benefit of the Maintenance Inlolvent Adi:, but 
never recolledts fo many as 30 being in one hall. The Marfliai ufes every means to 
keep the halls clean, which is almoft impoffible, from the numbers of the lower order 
'of the people being in them, and notwithftanding that crowded ftate,'vvhich they ate 
•at times in, the people in general are very healthy. 

CHARGE. 

Tifteendi. — That faid Marfhal utterly negledts the Rate of the Marflialfea, and 
leaves the prifoners the whitewafhing of their different apartments at their own ex- 
pence. 

DEFENCE. 

That the Marfliai has the halls wliitew'afhed twice a year, and lias even told the 
inhabitants of rooms that their rooms fliouid be whitewafhed, if they wifhed it, free 
of expence to them. 

CHARGE. 

Sixteenth.— That the Rate of the Hofpital in faid Marflialfea is difgraceful to a 
civilized country, and fhocking to humanity.

DEFENCE. 

The Marflial lays, that as to the government of the Hofprtal in the Marfhalfea it I5 
entirely under the diredtion.of the Inlpeftor, Phyfician, and Apothecary, who never 
have made any complaint to the Marflial of any matter concerning the Hofpital ; does 
not interfere in the management of it, but frequently goes into it to vifit the 
patients. 



CHARGE. 

Seventeenth. — That the prefent nurfe-tender, wife of one of the hatchmen who 
occupies an hall, as before-mentioned, is inattentive to the duties of her lituation, and 
fliamefully negleds the miferable patients. 

DEFENCE. 

The Marflial has inquired of one of the medical gentlemen, who conftantly at- 
tends the Holpital, as to the condudt of the nurfe-tender, w'ho declares that he thinks 
the faid nurfe-tender conducts herfelfin her lituation in a proper attentive manner j and 
that the room Ihe occupies is that allotted to her, being contiguous to the holpital. 

CHARGE. 



Eighteenth. — That the Bath is filthy and noifome beyond defeription, without 
a fupply of water, and extremely offenfive to the prifoners ; and that there are not 
any liberties nor day-rules for the convenience of the prifoners in faid Marflialfea, 
as there are in the Fleet and King’s Bench in England. 



DEFENCE. 

The Marflial fays, that the Bath is under the diredlion of Government, and has 
not yet been finiflied, and that the Marflial in its prefent ftate does not think he 
has any thing to do with it; and as to the want of liberties and day-rules, com- 
plained of by the prifoners, he begs to refer to the CommilTioners, whether thefe 
complaints are chargeable to him. 



CHARGE. 

Nineteenth, — The , above flatement of the prefent government and condition of 
the, Marlhal'fea, has been exemplified in the melancholy end ot tw'o unfortunate, but 
once refpedtable, members of fociety, the late William Poole and Captain Nefbitt, 
both of whom, being confined in the Marflialfea, fell viftims to the internal go- 
vernment thereof, as has been proved by the verdidl of the jury who fat on the 
body of the former. 

DEFENCE. 

The Marflial to this charge has to lay before the Commiflioners a flatement of 
his condudt refpetiing William Poole and Captain Ne/bitt. William Poole, fome 
time after he was committed to the Four Courts Marflialfea, got a room to himfelf, 
in which he continued to relide for fome time; he at length took (bme money from 
another prifoner whohad not a room and gave it up tobim, and w’cnt into the room of 
another perfon, w'here he continued to lie for fome time, until he at length began 
to fliew fome figns of infanity, and grew troublefome to the people that lay in the 
room with him; when his malady encrealed fo much that the Marflial applied to 
one of the governors of the Poor-houfe in Channel-row, who have proper apart- 
ments for keeping people in his lituation, and was promifed by Surgeon Henthorn 
(to whom he applied) a proper apartment for him; but the Marflial, before he 
would'bave him, Poole, removed, waited.on the prefent Lord Chancellor, acquaint- 
ed him with Poole’s lituation, and’allo told him of his intention of moving Poole 
to an apartment in the Poof-lioufe, when the Chancellor was pleafed to lay: Mr, 
Oi iTilby, Would not that be an efcape ? on which the Marflial gave up the thoughts 
of removing him ; his malady daily encreafed, until at length he tore his cloa'ths off 
him, and became quite ungovernable ; his wife came in almoft daily to fee him, 
but from his difturbed ftate dare not go near him, and did not do any thing for 
him ; nephews. of his knew of his lituation, and did not come near him, although 
they had been with him before he was fo bad ; and people, who knew Mr. Poole 

before 
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;before’his committal to the MarHialfea, have faid, that they did not confiderhim as Appendix, 
■right in his. mind for fome time. There being no place for keeping fuch people by N<\ 3. 
■themfeives in the Four .Courts Marfhalfea, the Marfhal had {two men {the 'father 
.and^-fon) removed from-a place under the ftairs, which they had preferred to lie in Defrrcrof 
in preference to a hall, 'to put Poole in by himfelf j it was then boarded up from the M»rtl,al. 
;bottom to top, and had a good door, ’plenty of ftraw was put into it, and he had 
•three blankets to cover him; and after continuing in that ftate for fome time, he 
.at length-died. Thele circuniftances the Marflial reported to Mr. Trail, one of the 
iLord 'Lieutenant’s Secretaries. Captain Nefbitt was a very old and in-firm man j 
was removed from the Sheriff’s Prifon in a very declining ftate, and almofl doating-j 
bad a young woman, •which he cailed his wife, living with hims they applied tor 
leave to lie in a place, under the Hairs (called the Canoe) in preference to a -hall, 
which leave was granted .on the continuance of his decline of health i. the Phyfician 
•ordered him to-be removed to the Hofpital, v/here he died. 

O-B S ERVAT'IO NS. 

THE Marlhal, in 'reading over the different charges made againfl him, has made 
'the following remarks on the laid affidavits : — Patrick Fkzgera /4 fwears he'was com- 
mitted on five or fix writs, and that he paid 6 8 d. on each writ; whereas he -was 

only committed on four, and of courfe pa-id but half fees on four writs, a difference 
•of two writs making 13-^. 4 d. The apartment called Calcutta, as fworn to by Fitz- 
gerald, is juft in the fame ftate as when the Marfhal got poffeffion of the Mar- 
fhalfea, and begs to call on the four people charged with felling fpirits by the con- 
nivance of the Marflial, namely, Agnew, Williams, and Reilly. The -Deputy 
Marflial deni^-s, pofitively, the allertion made by faid Fitzgerald, as to his not going 
-into the Marfliallea, except for the purpofe of collecting the rents, as he was in 
the Marfliali'ea feveral times every day when his bufinefs called him there, except 
when he was unwell. The faid Fitzgerald has been accommodated in many rooms( 
from which he was turned out by the owners of the rooms for bad conduft, as wellas 
not paying his agree.nent with the owners of the rooms ; is a very drunken man, and 
quarreilome. 

As to George Pefey's affidavit, the Marflial begs to call on Captain W^llock, to 
prove what he heard the faid A'^efey fay, trying to fuborn a prifoner to fwear fallely ; 
and that the faid Vefey has declared to Captain Witlock, that fwearlng againft any 
of the people in here was doing nothing, as he could procure fome of the prifoners 
to fwear, for five fliilUngs, that a white horfe was a chandler’s fliop. 

William Connor has Iworn, that riots have happened in this prifon fince his com- 
mittal, and that there was no pains taken to fupprefs them ; and allb fays, he com- 
plained twice to the Marflial on thofe occafions. The Marflial, in the moftpofitive 
manner, denies that part of William Connor’s affertion, as it is well known that the 
Madhal, in trying to fupprefs riots, hashimfelf, by accident, got a blow. The Mar- 
flial, fince his appointment, never heard of the foldiers bringing liquor before this, 
nor does he believe they ever did ; has been informed, that faid Connor has had fome 
of the guard in his room ; thinks they were of the South Cork Regiment, as the 
Marflial has feen him very intimate w'ith them. The Marfhal has been informed, not- 
witliftanding faid Connor’s affidavit, “ That the horn and crake were for the purpofe 
“ of calling the committee together, for the diftnbution of charity,” that he, 

Connor, has declared, that he would have the horn and crake in the Marlhalfea, 
for the purpofe of annoying Ormfby. Said Connor’s affertion, as to the cleaning 
the -vards, &c. he can have contradidted by the teftimony of many people. 

As to George Greene's affidavit, the Deputy Marflial will appear to clear himfelf of 
the charges made by faid Greene. 

As \Q Robert Barnewell's affidavit, charging the Marflial with conniving at four 
taps, for the fale of fpirits, it is well known and can be proved by many, and by the 
people lb charged, that the Marflial has frequently broke jars of whilkey, coming in 
to be difpofed of, and aifo feized a kettle full going in for the fame purpofe, which he 
fpilled.

Examination of W I T N E S S E S, in Defence of the Marfhal and Deputy, 
•including thofe of the Marllial and Deputy himfelf. 

Henry Willems, fwora. 

Saitb, That lie>recol]e 6 ls a bargain-between Greene and 111115, fora £hop. Williams 
had a tliop ; paid Longworth, for the ufe of the Marflial, 7 7 i/. per week for it ; 

•wltnefs being unable to pay the rent, afterwards transferred it to George Greene-; 
•the terras ot the bargain were, that Greene fliould give witnefs 7 guineas for his 
intereft in the fhop, and -;^.i. to Longwortli, which fums were paid ; never heard 
-that Longworth received a bribe for liberty to fell I'pirits, but heard of his receiving 
a prefent from George Greene, -of a ham. 

N. B. He w'as preffed much to fay, why or for what reafon the ^.1. was given to 
Longwor-th, but would give no fatisfadory anfwer. 

George Longworth^ fworn. 

Saith, He knows G. Greene; never received any money from him, fave^.i, 
'.through Williams, on the file of the fhop-; witnefs received it as a compliment; 
would have fuffered Greene to have bad the fliop, and Williams to fell it, though he 
had not received the Witnefs admits that he received a prefent of a ham from 
George Greene, but found it fo bad, would not return it, as it was fent, but made a 
prefent of it to a poor family. Admits that there was at one time a jar with fpirits 
lent to witnefs’s room for Counfellor School, an whofe apartment George Greene 
lodged 5 next morning Greene’s wife came up .to witnefs’s room for the fpirits, 
alleging, that they were for Counfellor School, and took the jar away ; that was the 
only time witnefs ever knew fpirits to have been fent to his room for any prifoner ; 
•denies knowing beforehand of its 'being fent, or any exprefs permiflion to receive it. 
Greene now keeps the fhop; the hatchmen might have let Greene into the hatch- 
ways ; has feen Greene there ; witnefs might have tak-en a glafs of what was going 
amongft; the perfons drinking, but never went particularly to drink with Greene. 
At nine o’clock at night the bell is rung for all vifitors to go out; the hatches 
are kept open for half or three quarters of an hour, for the purpofe of allowing 
fervants and others to go out ; at eleven o’clock a bell is rung, when all 
the vifitors are obliged to depart; this regulation is adopted in order to accom- 
modate the hatchmen; that at a certain time witnefs locks the hatch -door, and 
brings the'key to his own rooms. Witnefs never demanded a fum from .any perfon, 
but has frequently received fums by way of compliment, one, two, and three guineas; 
never received five guineas at one time ; no partiality was fhewn m confequence of 
this, and the money w'as received without the knowledge of Captain Ormfby ; never 
gave a loom without Captain Ormfby’s permiflion ; tiie fums witnefs received could 
have no influence on Captain Ormfby, either as to granting or refufing rooms; 
w’itnefs recommends perfons to Captain Ormfby as proper perlbns to be accommo- 
dated with rooms, fuch as he knows will not make an improper ufe of them, by 
•keeping taps, 8cc. &c. but not in confequence -of any compliment received by 
w'itnefs; witnefs had been a prifoner, and a former Deputy, named Servant, w'ould 
not fuffer witnefs to go into a room without a guinea; witnefs admits that he 
expefts fuch compliments, but never demanded them, never gave any annoyance to 
any perfon who omitted paying fuch compliments. Witnefs has a falary of per 
annum, with apartments, which the Marfhal permits him t-olet; witnefs has no fees 
■whatever, and no other occupation but that of Deputy Marfhal. On feveral occa- 
■fions he has gone on the errands-.Gfprifoners. Admits Greene offered him two guineas 
•for Charnel Houfe, but never received any from Delany, to whom it was fet, fave 
that Delany made a waific-oat for witnefs, for which he would make no charge. 
W’itnefs received ;£.3. 8-j. '^d. from RobertHutchins, it -was a difcretionaiy matter, 
knows not why it was given ; Mr. Hutchins, at the time he gave it, acknowledged 
that witnefs bad been .very civil to him, and conveyed the money in a fnuff box. 
Admit s receiving.a compliment of two .guineas from Mr. Connor. 

Being alked as to -the fale of the partition to Mr. Barnwell, be faid, that a Mr. 
Billing and another gentleman -were removed from-Kilmainham, that Billing put up 
a partition in his room at his own expence, and on leaving the Marflialfea made a 
.-preient of the partition .to witnefs, obferving that -he would get fbmething for it; 
vwitnefs.afterwards received four guineas for .it from a gentleman. Admits receiving 
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£. e’ from Mr. Henry Malone as a compliment, Malone has a room now, but was for AppencfJx, 
lome time in the prifon before he was accommodated. Witnefs never knew of any No. 3, 
foldier bringing in fpirits, nor did he ever hear of any fuch charge before. This evi« contmueJ. 
dence is corroborated by Williams and Greene. The former fweeper of the prifon was Evidence, 
a man of the name of O’Gara; never heard that there was any agreement with ^ ^ 
O’Gara for fuch fervice ^ bread and remiffion of fees, and hall rent, is generally the 
reward ; money is fometimes given, has fometimes known from one to two or three 
tenpenny pieces per week given to fweepers for their trouble; the prefect fvveeper’s 
name is Maguire, there is no agreement made with Maguire as a fweeper. Being 
afked whether there was any reftraint upon the admiffion of women of bad charader, 
he faid that he had never received any orders to prevent the admiffion of females of 
any deicription, except when he was ordered by the Chief Juftice to exclude a par- 
ticular woman from cohabiting with aperfoii then in confinement, in execution for 
damages in an action for adultery with her, and who had otherwife behaved impro- 
perly in the prifon. 

One hatchman and his family refide in the Charnel Houfe. 

Captain O.rmfby has frequently prohibi tedjars of whificey from being brought into the 
prifon under pretence of being fent to refpeitable prifoners; witnefs is of opinion that 
the greater part of the difturbance in the prifon arifes from the introdudfion of fpints, 
brought into the prifon in the names of gentlemen under pretext of being for their 
own particular ufe, but which are really handed over to poor prifoners, who retail 
them in the prifon. 

IVilliams declares that Captain Ormfby has prevented him from bringing in fpirits. 

There are certain gentlemen who mefs with him, and he occafionally fends out for 
porter and fpirits lor their ufe. 

Greene admits that the Marfhal has broken jars of fpirits brought In for him. 

Connivanceuf the MarOial to the fale of fpirits by prifoners denied. 

Michael Comerford, fworn. 

Salth, He recollefts the night of the 25th of April, 1808, Moriarty, Keogh, 

Malone, and Homan, were drinking and making a very great noife and difturbance 
in the prifon ; fo.long as witnefs had an opportunity of obferving Moriarty’s conduct 
in the Four Courts Marftialfea, it was irregular and diforderly ; witnefs has heard 
Longworth, the Deputy, requeft of Moriarty (at a time when he was in a Hate of 
intoxication) -to go to his room in a peaceable manner, was anfwered that he would 
not, nor yield any obedience to his authority ; witnefs recollefts Mr. Longworth 
having called the guard or hatchman to affift in putting Moriarty to his room, after 
doing fo a bottle was thrown from the lobby window; witnefs cannot take upon him 
to fay that the bottle was thrown by Moriarty; this occurred about the latter end 
of April : witnefs was difeharged in May laft, never faw Moriarty but in the Mar- 
ffialfea, had no intimacy with him. 



■George Longworth, Deputy Marffial, fworn. 

Saith, He recolleiVs the 28th of April 1808, was Informed by Smith, one of the 
hatchmen, that Moriarty intended to effed an efcape at lock-up Iiours_ (paft 
II o’clock); witnels went into the Marfhalfea, and faw Moriarty attack Smith by 
abufive language; witnefs defired him to go to his room, which he refufed to do, 
whereupon'^witnefs {ei2ed him by the cravat, and forced him in; witnefs does not 
■recoiled any blows having palied upon this occafion, although Moriarty and he fell 
in the ftruggle.: on the 15th of June witnefs was ordered by Captain Ormfby to 
Jock up the door of the room in which Mr. Fitzmaurice died; witnefs being 
informed that Moriarty had ta-ken the ke-y in order to take and keep_ forcible pol- 
feffion, brought two ftaples to place a lock on the door, fhould Moriarty refute to 
give up theikey.; witnefs called the guard as a protedion; and on going to the 
door demanded the key, which Moriarty refufed, but gave witnefs leveral raps of 
the key, and was affifted in this outrage by feveral prifoners. Witnefs believes that 
if the guard had not been prefent to protect him, he would have been feverely 
injured. 

On the 16th, witnefs was fent by Marffial to defire Moriarty would remove 
whatever articles of his were in the late Mr. Fitzmaurice s room, was anfwered by 
Mcriarty, “ I will not until I inform the Chief Juftice.” Upon the night witnels 
put Moriarty into Agnew’s hall, he defired Moriarty to go to a room, to make

No. 3 ^ ’ faying, he would go to no room but that : witnefs was then obliged to uf.- force,

ttruck him; acknowledges having had a ftruggle with hirn, when they both fell. 
Moriavity was tw'ice confined in the Four Courts AlarHialica. Plie firft time he 
got out under the Maintenance A<5V,'was fent frora-the- Sheriffs Prifon for rioting; 
thekd time he was brought by the two Sheriffs, and a ftrong guard, without a 
habeas corpus. 

Patrick Smith fworn^. 

Saith, He recoiledts Mr. Moriarty having come to the hatch door, wanting to 
•go cut with a girl; he attempted to force his way under the chain, and was pre- 
'ventecl by witnef.:, who pui.hed him back, but denies having ftruck him. At 
•I ! o’clock Mr. Longwortb required Moriarty to go to his room, which he refufed 
to comply' with, Longworth then infiflcd upon his going, and in ih^ archway a 
ftruugle took place, in which both fell ; Moriarty exclaimed, “ Longworth,- 1 have 
■got"^\'ou down;” witnefs did not fee Longworth ftrike Moriarty; after they got 
•ui^, Longworth put Moriarty into a hall, both fell upon the fteps going in_: witnefs 
faw M'ortarty a't the head of every difturbance while he remained in the Marfhalfea, 
there were fo many diflurbers, that witnefs cannot now recollect the particular per- 
fons concerned. 

Crofs*examined by Moriarty. 

’■ Witnefs calls any kind of diftirrbance a mob. There was no fuch thing as a 
Charitable Committee in the Marfliaifea during witnefs’s time of being theie, nor 
•does he know of any fuch being there now. Says, there w.as no perfbn conveying 
Moiiarty to the hali but Longw'ortlv; they both fell together; Moriarty did not 

I'ppear to be ill upon that night. 

Witnefs heard the next day that Moriarty was ill ; heard from fome of the 
■prUbners that he was ill, and by others that his illnefs was_ only feigned. Witnefs 
never heard that Longworth was going to abfeond, m confequcncc of the treatment 
'given to Moriarty, nor did he abfeond. 

Witnefs himielf wrs not apprehenfive of the confequences^ witnefs could not 
fitike Moriarty over the door, but puflied him in w'lth his hand by force, fuch 
being his duty ; Moriarty was^uft going out under the chain at the time. 

OmyJy, already fworn. 

Saith, He was informed by Surgeon Leake that Moriarty was not really ill. 

Witnefs did not obferve any marks of violence upon' Moriarty ; his hand might 
be tied up, but witnefs did not take particular notice of it. 

Longworth., refumed. 

Saith, He did not flrlke Moriarty upon any oc.calion:; has forced liiin into 
his apartments; cannot recoiled the period of the firft attack, Moriarty s 
conduit being fo generally irregular; probably it might be near his own apart- 
ment at Reiliv's, where he lodged. Witnefs knows that Moriarty called out 
“ Murder,” at the time he and Moriarty foil, but it Was fiaitious, both being equally 
hurt by the fall. Witnefs did force Moriarty to the ball court, did not part him 
until he put him into feme place in the Marfhalfea, but cannot fay where. Monarty 
'appeared to witncls to be hurt by the fall, but cannot fay he was fo, both having fell 
at the fame time ; witnefs heard the next tiay that Moriarty was very ill, and that 
Yeveral dodors attended him; Moriarty might have been hurt, but witncls believes 
that his illnefs was affeded ; did not hear that Moriarty was cut in any part of his 
head ; faw a handkerchief tied upon it ; it might have been cut ; witnefs fays, that 
the only fear he had was the apprehenfion of charges being brought againft him by 
Moriarty, for the attendance of dodors, or perhaps fome expence on the fcore of 
damages; no application was ever made by Mo'riarty,- or any perlon from him, on 
the gmund of danages. Witnefs has been told, that informations were prepared 
againft him by Moriarty.; heard that Alderman Archer and Mr. De Joncourt did 
come, at the inftance of the Chief Juftice, to examine into the bufinefs; it was 
accordingly inquired into ; believes that Alderman Archer did not take the in- 
^ • - . formations; 
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formations; lias no recoliedion of fecond informations having been prepared; it 
niighc have been fo, and probably was the cafe. __ ^ 

jVlr. Monarty here Rated, that he had preferred a petition to the Court of King’s 
Bench, againft Henry Ormlby, George Longwortls, Palrick Smith, and Alderman 
Archer ; but Longworth faid', he did not, before this day, hear that fuch petition was 
ap-ainft any other than himfelf; believes that the Court difpofed of or refulcd to hear 
faid petition; witnefs declares, that he is ignorant of the contents of what Judge 
Day figned in Moriarty’s affidavit ; witnefs did hear that Morlarty memorial’d the 
Lord Lieutenant upon this bufineis, and aifo that there had been other memorials 
fent to the Lord Lieutenant, againft Moriarty and his party, for every kind of depre- 
dations committed by them in'* the Mai (halfea ; witnefs has feen bottles thrown out 
of the windows of the Marihalfea, bdkyes thty were throvon by Moriarty, heard fen- 
tinel on duty in the Mat(halfea charge Moriarty with fo tio:ag ; Mpriarty declared 
to witnefs from the lobby window, when he was doing his duty, that if he had bottles 
be would fling them at witnefs.

ARCHITECT’S REPORT. 

State of the Repairs of the Four Courts Marshalsea, in Dublin. 

. THE Marfhaliea Keeper’s houfe is the property of Captain Ornisby, the prefent 
Marfhal, is kept in repair at his own expence, is now in good order and repair, the 
accommodation of which are exprelTed in the places accompanying this Report. 

The whole of the buildings in the two fquares (A and B) adjoining, are in very 
indifferent repair, particularly in the windows, ftalrs. and floors, and the whole alfo 
requires repairs of plaftering and wbitewafliing. The ventilation of the rooms is 
extremely bad, by the total exclufion of thorough air, the exterior wall being unper- 
forated, as alfo the central wall of the crofs building. See the Plans. 

Ventilation might be had through thefe walls, without danger or infecurity to the 
eftablilbment. ^ _ , n j r 

Subjoined is a detailed Eftimate of the Repairs wanting ; and I underltand from 
Captain Ormfby that the roof has hitherto been kept in repair by him, and that tlie 
other defefls occafloned by time have been ufually done by Government, under the 
diredion of the Board of Works. _ _ ajj-- 

On the reference of the Plan the appropriation is explained, and an Addition 
propofed for the exclufive accommodation of the poor debtors, who are now 
obliged to remain day and night crowded in the apartments denominated Halls in 
the Plan.

S AITH, That he was arrefted on the fourth of June laft, and has ever fince been 
confined in the Sheriffs Prifon 5 believes there are 27 rooms in the prlfon ; - to the 
heft of witnefs-s recoileaion there were at one period 38 perfons confined in three 
cells; there are nine rooms in the front of the prifon, in which 13 perfons are at 
prefent confined •; wknefs is of opinion, that if fix perfons were allowed to refide in 
each of the front rooms and the rent equally divided, the impofition in the charge 
for beds wouid theieby be done away. The prices of the front rooms unfurnifhed 
are 7-r. ^d. per week. each. Three guineas are paid as a depofit for front rooms and 
two guineas for back rooms, which firms are allowed in the lent j undertenants in 
front rooms pay each "js. "j d. per week; witnefs was charged ']s. ~]d. per week for 
four weeks for the third part of a bed ; has heard and believes that a prifoner charged 
an undertenant 15/. per week for the accommodation of a bed. Thinks the 
cdis would not be fo much crowded as they often are by poor prifoners, if the 
rooms occupied by the tap were opened for their accommodation. The keeper of 
the tap (Crofton) who is a prifoner, has fix rooms, and a feventh has been given to 
him by a prifoner, which he ufes as a mefs-room; is told that Crofton pays Dunn 
the keeper 104 or 130 guineas per annum, is not certain which ; Crofton entertains 
in the mefs perfons who are not prifoners ; diforders fometimes arife from intoxica- 
tion, but not of a ferious nature. Has heard that Crofton was arrefled for about 
/. 2.0. the 13th of March 1806, and is permitted to go at large although a prifoner ; 
Crofton told witnefs that he went to Lucan in company with Dunn the gaoler. 
The door leading to the court yard is locked up at five o’clock m the evening in 
winter and nine in fummer, after which hours there is no accefs to the yard until 
morning, nor is there any decent place within the prifon for neceffary purpofes ; the 
pipe is in a yery bad ftate, flopped with rags ; witnefs believes the. w'ater is rendered 
impure by the pipe pafling through the fewer of the neceffary. 

Knows of fees being demanded by gaoler, and paid, from yr. ^d.to 9J. 45. on 
each writ, on difch'arge, independant of the Sheriffs fees ; knows of poor perfons 
having been detained, for fuch fees; thinks gaoler’s income Tor rent of rooms 
amounts to 600. per annum, was told it w^as but /.

gaol have a great obiedion to being removed to the Four Courts Marfhaliea ; the 
Accommodations being preferable in the Sheriffs Prifon. A man named Carroll 
brought fome bottled porter into the prifon for fale, the deputy gaoler threatened 
■to break the bottles ; Crofton charges \d. per quart for porter, and iirf. per 
noggin for fpiritf mixed ; both at times of bad quality.

Saith, That he is a prifoner confined for debt in the Sheriffs prifon fix months- 
fent for three dozen ot porter, to enable him by the fale thereof to aflift in fupport- 
ing his family; Mr. Dunn followed the meflcnger down ftairs, and told witncfs-that 
he might dilpofe of tliat quantity, but would not permit him to fell a-ny'fnore. 
Witnefs has no other corhplaint. 

Edward Cr often, fworn. 

Sa,ith_, 7 'hat fie is a prifoner in the Sheriffs piifdn fince March two years ; the ori- 
ginal debt was about and a detainer for 14. has fince been laid upon him ; 

by difcTiarging thefe turns he could obtain his liberty. VVitnefs occupies, oniy two 
rooms, one tor his wife and fix children, the other for the accommodation of Gen- 
tlemen who mefs with. him ; occupies the tap below ftairs, which is a large vaulted' 
room, in which he has placed a partition ; witnefs has alfo a kitchen. A prifoner 
accommodates him with the ufe of his. room for. a mefs, for which witnefs does not 
pay ; pays the gaoler yr. d. per week for two rooms, and 1. 14. i K per week 
for the tap, tbefe .two fums are the entire rent which lie pays; witnefs owes otlier 
fums of money contradled during his confinement to a confiderable amount, which 
he is not able to pay, -but is not detained for them.; witnefs is not in arrear for refit ; 
pays weekly; believes if he paid the debts for which he was arrefted and detained, 
that it would be an:.obftacle to his holding the' tap here. Witnefs fometimes goes 
abroad, but is always accompanied by Dunn ; was out laft term to make an affidavit 
in the courts; witnefs rode to Lucan to fettle fome bufinefs, was accompanied by 
Dunn. VVbtnefs never entertains perfons who are not prifoners or invited by*’" 
prifoners. 

■ There is no common hall in the prifon-; gaoler fets all the rooms in the prifon 
except the cells. » 

Stephen Moriarty, fworn. 

Saith,That ;0n the 29th; of March laft, the keeper Patrick. Dunn introduced , 
a Military, Guard into the prifon at a late hour in. the evening; that the turnkey . 
attacked a Mr. L. with an iron bar, and might have killed him, if .witnefs had not. 
interfer.eyl ; in .confeque.nce pf this, the prifoners were incenfed, and there was a 
general. attempt at refinance ; in fuppreifing of which, feveral perfons were ftruck. • 
On thp-Tpllpwing day, the 2,9th, the Sheriff* dragged witnefs from his room with 
a military guard,- and brought him to Newgate, where -he was detained for about 
half an hpur, and from thence to the Chief Juftice’s ; witnefs refufed -to go without 
feeing, his authority, -which was de-nied. .Witnefs mentioned thefe circumftances, 
and made, feveral . charges againft the Sheriff and Dunn the keeper. The Chief 
Juftice.committed witnefs to the Four Courts Marllialfea, and obferved, that if he 
was improperly brought before him, it was matter for the Sheriff to anfwer.. 

Crofs-examined as to the provocation given by Mr. Lloyd. 

, Says, That Mr. Lloyd gave no provocation ; that when he drinks, be is in the 
habit of amufing himielf in making a norfe, as if calling dogs, &c. Lloyd was 
drunk when the guards were called-; had been in witnefs’s room with 6 other pri- 
foners drinking, when Dunn came into witnefs’s apartment ; -witnefs afked him by 
what authority he came there ; Dunn faid- he had authority, and v/ould fliew it.* 
Witnefs upon this occafion faved Lloyd from being affaulted by Dunn, 

Charges by -Moriarty agaiujl Dunn. 

Saith, That no friend of hi.s„-wa5 permitted to liave accefs to him without being ; 
kept waiting for half an . hour ; that upon feveraloccafions his (brvant was-prevented 
bringing in his breakfaft until 12 o’clock ; alfo that they were prevented bringing , 
in wine, fpirits, porter and groceries, when required. 

That Dunn extorts, fees from prifoners which he is not entitled. to ; that he dc~ 
tained witnefs yjxjt? for fees ; demanded Sr. gd. afteiwards, took 7. .9 if., and- 

extorted from leverai others, whofe names witnefs cannot now r(.colle<ft.. 'I'hat Dunn, 
charges poor. people for the common cells not lefs than per week -for the pooreff, 
and ynore for others. That he charges j s. 7 ii.. per week. -Ibr a. room, and. refutes 
to give a room to any perfon uniefs an advance of -money is madef The .ror.m . in- 
which witnefs lodged was charged £.1. -is. gd. per. week ; but this was furnifhed i 
witnefs paid half that fum. Dunn lets the tap and tootfts' at^oining 5 that every 

pfUbner • 
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prifoner coming' Inlo the tap Is fubjeft to an expence of 8^. under the denomination 
of gafnifh 5 s. for punch, which ’is 'drank by the prifoners in the tap, and 3 s. for 
a bag of Coals. Thefe charges are made by Crofton, who keeps the tap : witncfs was 
a lodger in the tap. 

Pairick Dun>i, fworn. 

In. reply to Moriarty's Charges, faith. That he knows of his brother bringing 
in the guard, in confequcnce of a riot and improper conduft of prifoners on the nio-ht 
of the.'28'th, of April,, burning the doors, breaking off the locks, &c. &c. Tfcre 
outrages were committed by Mr. Lloyd, Mr. Moriarty, and feveral oth.ers denomi- 
nated P'he Twelve,^ calling themfelves fhe Charitable Committee ; witnels was under 
the neceffity of bringing up-.-tbe guard to remove the rioters; witnefs named twq 
other prifoners concerned In the-' riot ; witnefs was prefent when the guard' was 
brought into the room of Mr. Moriarty and' Mr. Lloyd ; there was a great noife in 
the gallery. Prifoners are ufually locked up at ii o’clock at night. Witnefs went 
to order prifoners to their rooms ; they refufed ; Mr. Lloyd would not comply ; in 
confequence of which witnefs brought the guards ; witnefs ,d^es fometimes leave 
open the gallery doors for the accommodation of prifoners ; does’ not fay there wasa 
quarrel in the room, but there was oppufition to hiii; and the turnkeyV the deputy 
never, attempted to -ftrike -Mr- Lloyd. 

Queftion from Moriarty : 

“ How did I condud myfelf ?” — Believes there never was any difference between 
witnefs and Moriarty; never was affaylted by him. Moriarty was cpnfidcred by 
prifoners as troublefome. 

How ?— Being always at the head of this mob, called Tv-'che Teople, who ufed to 
take the locks off the doors and break them, _ 

With refpeft to the charges made by Dunn for taking off the locks, &c. Moriarty 
admitted, that on the night of the jyth of March there was a feftival ; that he was 
prefent when a lock was taken off for the purpofe of relieving a fick man. 

Being alked what the Eck man 'got ?— Admitted that it was a pot of jKjrter ; flie 
prifoner who got it was a man of the name of Willock, a flmemaker and, a brother- 
mafon ;• admits that the party fometimes went about with their faces blackened. 
Moriarty further admitted that every night there were dfinking parties in' the prifOn,; 
and that the principal part of the liquor confpmed was bought at the tap ;• which ' 
charge was faintly cqntradidicd by Dunn. 

, Patrick'Dunn faith, 'That he is keq>er of the Sheriffs prifon, and Has' been fo ' 
fince January 1803 ; is appointed from year to year by the fucceffive Sheriffs, upon • 
givi.ng Ikurity in £. io,ebo, conditioned for the performance of hi's duty, the fafe 
keeping of the prifoners, and indemnification of the Sheriffs „ pays the prefent Sub- 
Sheriff /. roo. ; paid to the late Sub-Sheriff 100 guineas ; his deoilings are with the 
Sub-Sheriffl 

The firfl year be was appointed in the room of Mr. Dawfon, an,d paid to the Sub- 
Sheriff' 4b, ■dr 40 guinea's; in every year from 1803 prefent he has paid 

100 guineas per anmim'. Witnefs is allb bound to pay' to the' Officers' of the refpeC.- 
tive Courts certain fees upon perfons committ'e'd ; if a' man is committed upon- feveral 
writs, he' pays fees upon each writ : when any man is removed at his own pleafure 
to the ForS-r-Courts M'arflialfea, he generally pays the fees him'felf. Witnefs pays ' 
all the fubordinate Officers, Deputy, Turnkeys; Sweepers, Whitewaflrers ; alfo the ' 
expences of cleaning qf dirt holes, &c. &c. &c. alfo repairs of bars, locks> keys, &c. 
but not of repairing roof, glazing, or any other fort : witnefs lias all the emolu- 
ments arifing from fetting of rooms. The general repairs of the prifon are made by 
Grand Jury Prefentments. The Sheriffs never pay any thing on account of repairs, 
and believes they do not confider it any part of th^ir duty fo to do. When repairs are • 
wanting, the Sheriff reports fuch as are'neceffary to the Grand Jury. 

Perfons in the lower cells do not pay any hall rent ; it. was formerly the cufiom to 
charge one' penny per night, but he has'neve'r made fuch' charge fince his appoint- 
ment ; fuch prifoners provide their own beds and bedding. There is no Rated allow- 
ance 'for'furrrifhing blankets, beds, ' bedding, fuel,- or food of any fort for the ule of 
poor priforier's confined in this giiol ; at timds- th<ffe"al'e cafual donations of coals, 
meat and bread, fentin from' MagiffH-t^’a’riH other charitable ' perfons, whicli are 
diftributed to the' indigent poor "'in the' pfifon;' Thefc is 'a diftribution fometimes 
niide, at Chriftmas, of bread •and''‘raeat, .urider-'tKtf'fupenrtVendance of 'the J..ord ‘ 
Afayof ahd'Slrerjffy of-the^pTPl^dihgy^t^'arhtng^ 'oTaxfiqritabie fund created by

A greeable to a Notice pofted in this prifon, requiring to know the abufes, 
if any exifting therein j conformable to fuch notice, we have hereunto annexed 
a 'ftatement of what we think elTentially neceffary for the amelioration of the grievances 
we herein complain of. 

Firft, beg leave to ftate the necelFuy of having glazed faflies to all the 
Qorrido.r windows, as ’the want of thefe {^particularly at this feafon of the year) is 
fevereiy felt bv its wretched inhabitants. 

, Secondly, 'iTe , common halls of this prifon are in much want of guard beds (the 
lloors-being tiled, and fubject to damp) i alfo forms and tables. 

.'I'hirdly, In confequcnce of being excluded from the common privy in the yard, 
during night time, we humbly beg leave to reprefent the great inconvenience 
attending the want of an inf de' privy or night buckets. 

We alfo beg leave to Rate, that though confined in a prifon of a minor con- 
fderation, yet we hope that the hours for the adniiffion and departure of vifirors 
Ihoukl be aflimilated with that of the other prifons in this city. 

Thefe are the only grievances which we can coniplain of ; and from the attention 
of the keeper, we arc convinced that if in his power, we fhould not be obliged 
to.trouble the Comroiffioners on this fubjeft.

Extraft from a REPORT on the State of the PEN ITENTIARY in 
james’s-ftreet, Dublin Prefented to the late Mr. Trail, Under Secretary 
for the Civil Department in Ireland ; by The Rev'^ F^sr Archer, Inlpedlor 
General of Prifons. 

July 1807. 

yN tins prifon are confined 20 women and eight men, each of wliom being con- 
viftcd before the Recorder of larceny, received the uniform fentence of imprifon- 
ment lor three years. This prifon had been repaired and fitted up about feventeen 
years ago, by oider of Government, for the purpofe of employing at labour felons Eviilom-e, 
lentenced to tranlportation. This improvement was begun under the infpeftion of 
Sir J. Piczpatrick, during the adrainiftration of Lord Weftmoreland, at whofe defire 
an experiment was made to try whether it were poffible to reform perfons convifted 
of crimes deferving tranfportation, by changing that punilhment into confinement, 
accompanied by well regulated labour and religious inftruftion. For fome time the 
•experiment fucceeded ; therefore an Aft of Parliament (Stat. 32 Geo. 3. ch. 22.) 
was pafled, impowering the Lord Lieutenant to commute the punillunent of 
ir.mfportation into imprifonment ; and a!fo empowering the Recorder of Dublin to 
fentence luch peifi^ns to imprifonment for any term not exceeding 'even years. For 
•a confiderable time labour was carried on brilkly; many unhappy wretches were 
ufftully employed' at various trades, viz. (lioe-making, ribbon weaving, flax fpinning, 

&c. I'rom the vifible figns of reformation that the work had introduced, leveral 
were pardoned and became afterwards induftrious and ufeful. When the war broke 
out in 1793, the then Infpeftor General of Prifons, Sir J. Fitzpatrick, quitted the 

Bb kingdom; 
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kingdom ; a fucceffor was not for a confiderable time appointed ; therefore the bufi- 
nefs for want of fuperintendance drooped. At this time the war was very unpopular* 
and the recruiting fervice much impeded by the efforts of the affiliated focieties, the 
friends of the French revolution in Dublin. It appeared therefore neceffary and 
proper to enlift the male convi( 5 ts into His Majefty’s fervice, a practice which has 
during the war been continued. The females .remained. But labour became relaxed, 
thebufinefs not being attended to by the fofteringcare of Goyernment, the Infpeftor 
General of Prifons being abfent, and the country becoming extremely turbulent ; 
a fucceffion of working convidts therefore was not kept up, and labour was no longer 
provided. Early in the year ninety-five it was thought necelfary by Lord Fitzwilliam 
to re-eftabli(h 'the office of infpcaor General of Prifons, who found the Bridewell 
in the ftate juft deferibed. From that period many efforts were made by that Officer 
to procure a renewal of national fuppoi t to this liumane and meruonous undertaking ; 
but the unceafing troubles of the country fo fully occupied His iVIa’efty s. Govern- 
ment, that the Inipeftor’s application failed of fuccefs, although his efforts were ho- 
noured with the approbation of Earl Camden, Mr. Pelham, and Mr. Cooke. Since 
that period, a number of wretches, convidted of fmall crimes before the Recorder, 
are monthly committed here, to undergo the puniflrment of three years imprifon- 
ment, in the lame manner as if labour, inciuftryi and religious inftrudtion bad been as 
heretofore provided and maintained. The perfons committed are umverlaliy the 
moft wretched of the poor, and are without other lubfiftence (lave ten pounds ot 
bread per week, fupplied by Grand Jury prefentments.) This allowance is fomewhat 
diminilhed, by being exchanged for tea and fugar, the ufual beverage of the female 
poor in towns. About the year 1799, a charitable fociety was formed, whofe objeft 
was the relief of prifoners, bo"th debtors and felons. Thefe gentlemen paid particular 
attention to the unhappy perfons confined in this gaol, they dlftributed provifions 
•every week, and introduced labour among them. An aftonilhing alteration and 
improvement in their countenances, health, and behaviour was thereby effected. For 
fometime, bulinefs went on brilkly as long as the fociety continued their fuperintend- 
ance } but when the novelty of vificing perfons was latisfied by repetition, the atten- 
tion of the fociety fubfided, and their vilits cealed, and the funds became exhaufted, 
and for the laft three years labour has been altogether fufpended, except fome cafual 
needle-work, flax-fpinning, and card-making occafionally, obtained by the gaolers 
Wife, a woman who is both humane and induftrious. Thefe experiments have con- 
firmed me in opinion, long entertained, that if a Penitentiary, built on a fimple con- 
ftrudtion, wherein labour and regular dlfcipline could be introduced, it would 
be attended with conliderable national advantage. The expences attending the 
attainment of lo important an objeft are not worthy of confideration, w'heii 
compared with its utility. I am convinced that if fuch an inftitution was 
perfected ; if judicious, and honeft tafk-mafters and inftruftors were fet over 
them, many would be reclaimed from vicious habits, and their own induftry in a 
ftiort time would fupporc fuch an eftablifliment, and the heavy expences attending 
the tranfportation of felons to Botany Bay would be in three parts diminlflied. Had 
the experiments made been perfevered in, this truth would, I am convinced, be per- 
feftly eftablilhed, and this prifon would prefent a very different appearance. The 
prefent 'ftate of the prifoners is rnelancholy and difguftingj they are nearly naked, 
fqualid, fickly, and but half fed. The tedium of imprilbnment is al(o aggravated 
by torpid idlenefs, a ftate as unfavourable to morals as it is to bodily liealih or 
public advantage. Thefe wretched creatures, feeling their forlorn circumftances, are 
<iefirous of employment, and have therefore intreated that I would communicate 
their humble defire to Government, that a fupply of work might be provided, 
fuck as may enable them to procure fome cloathing to cover tiiem, and to eke 
out the icanty allowance of gaol provifions by their own labour and induftry. The 
prifon is now in a tolerable ftate of repair and fecurity for women ; and into this 
priibn none but women ffiould be committed. It is capable of containing eighty 
perfons, together with the neceffary implements for labour. A feledtion thould be 
made from the female convidts in Newgate, 27 in number, and alfo from thofe in 
Bridewell in Smithfield, 38 in number, who are all employed at work of any kind ; 
and thofe whofe offences are of the leffer degree, and who have not been habitual 
offenders, Ihould be tranfmitled into this prifon. To employ thofe perfons at con- 
ftant work, for providing raw materials and implements of labour, and for making 
ibme neceffary alterations in the prifon, a fum ot three hundred pounds in advance 
would be required ; and for keeping thofe implements in repair, and alfo for paying 
the falaries of talk-mafters, fuperincendants and incidental charges, an annual 

ftipend 
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.‘iiipcnd of two hundred pounds would be fufficient, without any other charge to 
Government whatever. .... 

Should his Grace the Lord Lieutenant be pleafed to take this iubjed into ^ his 
confideration, every endeavour in my power lhall beufed to carry the meafure into 
full efFeft, by dole and anxious fupcrintendanpe over the officers, the' prifoners, 
their labour, the due diliribution of their earnings, and the expenditure of the

S AITH, That (he hath been nearly fourteen w'ecks imprifoned for debt in the Mar- 
(hallea of Thomas Court and Donore ; for a part of the time (he received tolerable 
treatment ; for the laft five w’eeks has been badly treated, fcldom fees the principal 
keeper, when file does it is only palling; has frequently called for him when ill 
treated, but received no anfwer, nor was any attention paid by him to afford her 
redrefs: never faw him up-ftairs, is entirely at the mercy of the Deputy ; latterly, 
fince witnefs complained to the Commifiioners, her friends are permitted to vifit 
her. The prifon is the upper apartment of a large houfe, the approach to which 
apartment is firft through the under ground kitchen, up a dark narrow winding 
ffaircafe, from thence by a ladder to a trap door, through which is the entrance 
io the prifon. It affords neither fire, candle-light, food, bedding, or other accom- 
modation. 

Witnefs has been feveral times denied the liberty of going to the pump for water; 
has now that indulgence ; has frequently received the groffeft abufe and ill treatment 
•from Murphy the Deputy, who ads as a Conftable to the Manor Court ; he feized a 
bed, clock and watch, which had been fent to witnefs’s houfe by her brother in law, 
•charged 6 s. .for feizing fees. Witnefs complained to the Senefcha), who ordered the 
money to be returned. Witnefs paid Murphy 5 10 d. for liberty to fleep under 

the flairs for five weeks. Gaoler never enquires after prifoners or their want of 
accommodation, leaves all to Deputy. Witnefs has been frequently locked up at 
five o’clock in the afternoon without fire or light, food or water ; latterly (he has 
been permitted to remain until nips o’clock, and thinks this indulgence is in confe- 
qnence of the prefent Gaol inquiry. Witnefs has been told that (he is to pay i s. 
3 d. per week, for her lodging, to the Keeper. . _ 

There is no yard for the accommodation of prifoners. Witnefs has been denied 
the liberty of going down flairs upon necefiary occafions.

Saith, He has been confined in the Marlhalfea of Thomas Court and Donore, 
fince 3d September laft, under Senefchal’s warrant, for £. 25. ; during the firft four or 
five weeks was well treated ; was prevented by deputy from going up flairs ; had been 
kept in the kitchen during the day. Dept above at night. The Infpeftor General 
ordered the lines for drying deaths in the lleeping rooms to be taken down (the 
wife of the Deputy being a wafherwoman .;) he alfo direded the fireplace _ to be 
opened. Witnefs furnifiied his own fliel, and when he made a fire for his own 
accommodation, Deputy threw water upon if, and extinguifiied it. Witnefs com- 
plained to Mr.-Kinder the keeper, of this treatment, who anfwered, “ That lie 
“ had himfelf been obliged to confine Deputy to the Watch-hoUfe for perlbnal 

“ infult; 
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“ irxfult; it is -not therefore to be wondered at that be (liould infult you.” Mr. 
K.ind(_r then apologized for the treatment prifoners had received from Deputy. 
Wltnefs interpoled to prevent Deputy from ftriking a perlon who came to fee Mifs 
I 3 utler:j was threatened by Deputy to be beaten, and was locked up during the day. 
Vi itnels and other prifoners have been locked up in their rooms the entire day. 
Witnefs knows that Mifs Butler has been denied the liberty ot getting w'ater at the 
Pipe, and which his interference obtained for l;er. 



Thomas Murphy, fworn. 



Saith, That he is Deputy toMarflial fince May lad. f $o was promifed to him 
as compenfation for acting as Deputy within the prifon, and as Conftable without, 
and in cafe the fees did not amount to that fum, Marfhal w’as to make up the defi- 
ciency. All that witnefs received fince 31ft May iaft, was Icfs than £.10. VVit- 
nefs gave £. 100 bail for the Office ; expects Marlhal to make up the fum of^f. 30. 
Witnefs was ordered by Mr. Kinder not to permit the prifoners to go up Hairs during 
the day, did accordingly refule them fuch liberty until the priibners complained to 
Dr. Archer, who ordered him to allow them that indulgence. Saith, that Mr. 
Kinder the Marffial, has not been more than three times in the prifon fince witnefs ’s 
appointment; is not allowed coals or candles, either for his own or priloner’s ufe ; 
no bedding, ftraw, or neceflaries; fometimes light bread is fend for the ufe of pri- 
foners. Poor prifoners are confined for fmall fums, and difebarged the fame day or 
foon after; each perfon pays is. 6 d. on fmall debts, and 4;. (id. fees on larger.

February 28th, 1809. 

^aith, That he is Senefchal of the manor court of Thomas Court and Donore, and 
■was appointed to that office by the Earl of Meath, the lord of the manor, about 
18 months ago. 

Saith, that he has heard and believes, that on the fupprefiion of the Abbey 
of St. Thomas, in the reign of King Henry the Eighcli, the rights of the Abbot 
were by letters patent of faid King, granted to one of the anceftors of the Earl of 
Meath ; and that the manor of Donore has been fince veiled in the fame family. 

The Jurifdidtion of laid manor court over perfons refident within the manors, is 
in all civil adtions unlimited ; but the court is not armed with any jurifdiclion in 
criminal cafes. 

Saith, that the houfe now occupied as the prifon of the manor, has been taken 
by the Earl of Meath fince his (witnefs’s) appointment to the office of Senefchal. 
for five years, and is to be confidered as a temporary prifon, until a proper one 
ffiall be erected ; has heard that Lord Meath has had it in contemplation to build a 
proper prifon, but knows of no fund provided by law for the building, or the 
repairs of a prifon for the manor; nor does he believe that there is any obligation 
upon Lord Meath to build one, lave w'hat may refult from his being anfwerable tor 
the fafe cuftody of prifoners. 

Saith, he has vifited the prifon almoft every week fince his appointment (except 
during occafional abfence from town;) his general refidence is in the city of Dublin ; 
but thefe vifits are voluntary, and he does not confider them as a part of his duty 
as Sen.efchal. Saith, he has in general found the prifon clean and comfortable ; in- 
quired from the prifoners whether they had any complaints to make ; the prifoueis, 
and particularly Mifs Butler and Mr. Fairbrother, faid they were comfortable, and 
this frequently. Kinder the lace Marlhal has been dilmiHed, for negledb of duty, 
and the oppreffion of his deputy in exacting illegal fees ; in conlcquence of the 
principal’s abfence and inattention, the faid deputy i as alfo been removed. The 
prefent Mardial, ..... Auingier, was appointed on 23d February 1809, refides In tlie 
prifon, and difeharges the whole duty of keeper without any deputy. . Saith, there 
is a fire kept in the kitchen (at the expence of the Marflial) which ferves the pur- 
pofe of a common hall; that there is no dated fund for providing beds or bedding; 
that the market jury ot the manor, feize bread deficient in w^cight generally every 
■week, and thefe feizures produce fuch a fupply, as to afford an allowance of bread to 
the amount of 2 s. (d. per week each to every indigent prifoner. 

Saith, that there have not been- more than tour prifoners confined in this prifon 
at any one time fince his appointment.

Q A I T B, He has attended the fcveral prifons in the city of Dublin, as Phv- 
T Dodor Scott, having been appointed pro- 

vtlionally by the Lord Lieutenant, m Oftober Jaft, to difeharee that duly, fubiedt- 
to the approbation rf the Grand Jury at next Eaftet Term. Tlie prifons he attends 
are Newgate, Stenffs Prifon, City Marfnalfea, Four Courts MarOialfea, Bridewell 
rn James s Street, and, latterly, the Bridewell in Smithfield ; the Salary is /.aoo. per 
annum from Government, and .f.roo, by Grand Jury Prefeutment from tlie City. — 
W itnets gives daily attendance when neceflary ; when any perfon is taken ill, witnefs 
IS lem tor, lometimes by a meflenger employed for the purpofe by the prifon keeper 
and lometimes by the friends of the parties. There arc Hofpitals in Newgate, City 
Marflialfea, and Four Courts Marlhalfca ; none in any of the other Cily prifons • 
the patients »e furnilhed with medicine, wine, milk, and other neceffaries, by the 
yothecary, 1 he ycommodatlons for the fick in the feveral prifon Hofpitals are yery 
deficient, arifing from the difficulty of obtaining money from the Grand Juries, who 
lometimes poftpone the prefentments for providing fucli accommodations, and upon 
other occafions decline making any. The prifons in general are very healthy ; this 
was the rafe even during the heat of fummer in Newgate, where the prifoners lay to 
the number of from eight to fourteen perfons in a cell (the dimenfions whereof are 
not more than twelve feet by eight) without any other betiding than loofe draw, and 
very Icanty covering. Patients, when removed to the Hofpital, are not deanfed, nor 
lupphed wnth body linen or fheets, though thefe perfons, in Newgate particularly, 
are very filthy ; great inconvenience arifes from the want of thefe accommodations. 
Witneis conliders the altentlance on venereal patients as belonging to the faro-ical 
epaitment; Dodtor Scott declined attending them, and witnefs has never preferibed 
lor them till lately, when fome venereal cafes in the Bridewell in Smithfield were 
comruitty to lus care, by one of the Police Maglftrates. Has not deputed any 
branch of his department to the Apothecary ; does not allow any medicines to be 
prelcnbed by the Apothecary, except thofe of a fimpk nature, fuch as a dofe of falts, 
•or a cough bottle; in cafes of confequcnce he prelcribes himfelf; his preferiptions 
•are prepared and adminiftcred by the apothecary’s foreman, who' is remarkably atten- 
tive.^ Witnefs is cailed-upon to check the Apothecary’s bill, fo as to fee that the 
medi^cines fuinilhed correfpond v/ith the prefer! ptions ; confiders ^‘.200 per annum, 
the lum^ allowed by law for medicines and ofher neceffaries for the fick, as now, 
ntterly^ inadequate for the purpofe. This allowance was fettled twenty-two years' 
•ago. Ihinks the medical people ouglil to have more power of ordering necelfaries 
lor the patients .under their care, and of giving diredions for whitevvalhing and 
other meafures of cleanlinefs, to be performed immediately, which are often delayed 
or fix months after fucli direction from the Phyfician, and fometimes neglected 
altogether; thinks that ftraw aifo, and other articles of neceffity, (hould be found 
on the order of the Phyfician ; thinks that n'urfe-tenders ought alfo to be more im- 
mediately under the controul of the medical gentlemen, and Ihould be better paid ; 
they are m general appointed by the gaoler, except the mefrenger and attendant 
fick in the men’s Hofpital in Newgate, and the nurfe-tender in the City 
Marfhalfea, who muft both be approved of by the Phyfician. Witnefs has attended

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Appendix, the gaols, as the friend and affiftant of Dodor Scott, for eight years (Dodor Scott 
No- 8. died in September laft.) He confiders drunkennefs as the great fource of the evils in 
cominued. Four Courts Marlhalfeai has been often fent for by the friends of a patient 

M^al therein, reported to be dying, and, on vifiting him. lias found his co nplaint to be 
Department, merely the effeds of intoxication. In the City Mardialfea there are neither beds, 
bedding, or blankets, for the patients in the Hofpital, or furniture of any. kind ; has 
frequently found it difficult to procure even draw, there being no fund for the pur- 
pole, nor any prefentment by Grand juries. Witnefs heard of the death of a man 
named Pooky in the Four Courts Marflialfea, and, although regular in his at- 
tendance there, was never called upon to vifit him ; is generally fent for by a mef- 
leno-er from the prifon, or by a friend of the prifoner ; perfons might be ill for a few 
hours unknown to witnefs. Attends all the prifons twice a week, except the Bride- 
well in James’ s-ftreet ; at all his vifits to the Four Courts Marffialfea has found every 
part of the prifon dirty, particularly the common halls; conceives much of the dif- 
ordcr and irregularity of the prifon to arife from the immoderate ufe of fpirits. 

There is no accommodation in any of the gaols in Dublin for inffine perfons, 
which is a very great defeft. Poole was in general very quiet ; has occallonally ap- 
plied to witnefs for fome trifling medical advice and medicine, was a lodger in one of 
the halls, and frequently intoxicated. 

Witnefs thinks that the bedftcads in all the Hoipitals Ihould be iron. 

Surgeon William, Leake, fworn. 

Saitb, He was appointed by the Corporation of the City of Dublin, as City 
Surgeon, to attend on the gaol of Newgate, and no other prifon ; has a6led in that 
<;apacity about/owrrmz or fifteen years y one hundred guineas per annum 

fented by the Quarter Seffions Grand Jury of the City. Witnefs has been applied to 
by Grand Juries and Sheriffs to attend furgical cafes in the Sheriffs Pnlbn, City 
Marflialfea, and Four Courts Marffialfea, which he has attended accordingly, but has 
never received any remuneration for his trouble in fo doing, except in one year, the 
laft, as be recolleds, of the Marquis Cornwallis’s adminiftration, m which he received 
from Mr. Secretary Cooke the jf. 200 formerly paid to the City Surgeon. _ There is a 
Surgical Hofpital in Newgate (but a very bad one), none at the other prifons ; there 
is no nurfe-tender j the Hofpital is badly accommodated, there are hofpital beds and 
blankets, but no linen j witnefs found it very difficult to get the neceffary articles 

fupplied. , _ . . rTL L 

^ing afked as to the courfe of his attendance, his anlwer_ was— 1 hat he at- 
tended every day when neceffary, and as often as occafion required, that he called 
occafionally at the gaol, and fent his apprentices when required ; but that there w-ere 
no fixed periods of attendance, except when adtual ficknefs demanded it. Witnefs 
has had no apprentice for the laft five months. Witnefs generally calls at Newgate, 
without being fent for, twdee a week, but does not upon fuch vifits go through the 
prifon ; witnefs goes into court yards to preferibe for fore legs, and there are leveral 
men labouring under that difeafe under fentence of tranfportation, but who will not 
be received on board the tranfports till cured ; fome of them are brought up under 
that fentence from the country gaols, patients of this delcription are nor dreffed 
daily; witnefs feidom dreffes them himfelf, gives direflions to his young men to 
drefs them, but believes they do not do it; fuch patients get lint and ointment 
from the Apothecary, the dreffing muft in general depend on the patients ihemfetves, 
but believes the Apothecary’s apprentice fometimes dreffes them. Witnefs attends 
the Bridewell in james’s-ftreet, but not that in Smithfield ; witnefs conceives his 
duty as City Surgeon is to attend the gaol of Newgate only, his predeceffor did not 
attend any other, and therefore he does not conceive himfell bound to do fo. Witnefs 
confiders himfelf as bound to attend venereal cafes in Newgate, and fuch patients of 
that defeription in the Bridewell in James’s-ftreet as are lent in by the Recorder, 
under fentence of imprifonraent for three years, but fuch as are committed by Ma- 
giftrates, being unprovided with anjr neceffary accommodation for undergoing a 
courfe of medicine, he would confider it quite wrong to preferibe for. Latterly, that 
defeription of patients in the Bridewell in Jaraes’s-ftreet, have been pretty generally 
attended by the Apothecary’s foreman; thofe who are fent in by the Magiftrates as 
ftreet-walkers and diforderly perfons, exclujively thofe who are committed by the 
Recorder he attends himfelf, or at leaft fees that the medicines are properly admi- 
nifterecl. Witnefs was at Bridewell in James’s-ftreet about a week ago. Witnefs is 
called upon to check the Apothecary’s bills, which he examines fo as^ to fee that the 
charges therein correfpond witli the preferiptions ; the entry of preferiptions in, book 
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are in the hand writing of the Apothecary’s apprentice; if witnefs was prefent, he Append!):, 
;vould order the prefcription to be written by him. [Produces a Letter dated No. 8. 
November 25. 1807.] '

I am direfted by the Foreman and Gentlemen of the Term Grand Jury, to Depanment. 
sequeft you will limit your Orders for Medicines and Neceflaries for the feveral 
priibns ; as the Aft of Parliament only empowers the Grand Juries to prefent a fum 
of £. 200 per annum, which they are defirous not to exceed. — By Order,

[Alfo a Vote of Thanks for his attendance on the Sheriffs Prifbn.] Confiders the 

200 per annum allowed for medicines and other neceffaries for the fick in the 
prifons in the City of Dublin utterly inadequate ; fays he has feveral times one hundred 
furgical patients in the courfe of a year, including venereal cafes ; he examines all the 
prifoners previous to their being brought into Court for trial before the Recorder 
at Quarter Seffions ; fays the cells in the Sheriffs Prifon are calculated to pro- 
duce rheumatic fevers; witnefs does not examine prifoners previous to the 
commiffion. 

N. B. The two offices which are now filled by Pliyfician and Surgeon, were 
formerly difcharged by the Surgeon. 

Nathaniel Craven, Apothecary, fworn. 

Saith, between Eafter and Michaelmas Term 1807, a fever broke out in all the pri- 
fons in Dublin j the confumption of medicines and neceffaries were much greater than 
it had ever been before ; the neceffaries are wine, mutton, fiannel, meal, which the 
apothecary is obliged to furnifh ; the Tingle article of milk during that period 
amounted to 1 15> which witnefi advanced, is fix months out of, and is uncertain 
if he ever wilf receive it. Witnefs has been appointed about three years, was paid 
the entire of his bill for two years ; amounting to about £. 350 a year ; fome mifiake 
took place, in confequence of the Grand Jury at Term conceiving that riie amount 
of his bill was for medicine only, arid the prefentment was ftopped; witnefs was at 
that time confined to his bed by a fevere illnefs, on his recovery he ftated the 
matter to the Chief Juftice, wlio counterfigned a memorial of witnefs’s to the Lord. 
Lieutenant, which had been approved by the Grand Jury. There is a book in all 
the prifons, in which the Phyfician and Surgeon write the preferiptions, which are 
copied out and font to his fliop ; witnefs’s apprentice muft make an affidavit 
that fuch preferiptions have been made of drugs of the beft and pureft quality, &c.; 
an affidavit which is neceffary, in order to lay a ground for the prefentment, and 
which no one but the perfon who aftually makes up the preferiptions can take. 

In general the Phyfician writes the preferiptions, _ fometimes the Surgeon, and he, 
himlelf makes the young man write the prefeription in the book in their prefence. 

If a certain defcrlption of patients (namely venereal patients in Bridevyell, James’s- 
ftreet, and alfo in Newgate) were not prefcribed for by witnefs, and his apprentice, 
they would be entirely neglefted, and confequently loft. V/itnefs is the perfon 
refponfible for the faithful difeharge of the duty, but confiders himfeif authorized 
to employ a deputy ; the bufinefs is faithfully difcharged by his apprentice, who^has. 
ferved five years of his time, the young man being his indented apprentice. Wit- 
nsfs gives him no remuneration for luch attendance. Witnefs has no falary as 
Apothecary to the prifons. Witnefs does not give pcrfonal attendance, nor does he 
confider himfeif bound to do fo. "Ihe perfon employ^ed by^ him to attend the 
gaols, frequently attends his private patients, and he conceives him fully qualified for 
the purpofe. The Phyfician and Surgeon get the-ir books when witnefs’s account is 
fent for infpeftion, and they compare them with the items in the account ; the 
apprentice fwears that charges for perfonal attendance are the fame as by regulation 
of Apothecary’s Hall. There is a charge in witnefs’s account for ointments for 
patients with fore legs in Newgate, but no charge for tow oqdreffing; does not 
know whether fuch patients are drefled or not. Witnefs thinks the drugs and 
neceiraries could not be furniflied for lefs than ^.400 perannum. T.hinks that if the 
Phyfician and Surgeon were granted a diferetionary power to order necefiaries for 
Hofpitals, fuch as whitewaftiing. See. See., that it would be a ufeful improvement. 

Witnefs faith that the perfon he employs has only ferved five years of his appren- 
ticefhip, of courfe is not entitled to pafs the Hall, but he is confident that he is 
fully qualified to anfwer the examination ncceflary for a regular Apothecary. ^ W it- 
nefs fays, that his predeceflbr did his bufinefs by deputy; witnefs’s apprentice has 
36c. ■ been 
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AoDemlix, been attending for him better than two years. Witnefs conceives that a confider- 
No. 8. ' able portion of the difeafe in the prifons, arifes from the excelTive ufe of bad fpirits 
coniinued. ^nd portcr j is of opinion that the porter is drugged with opium, Indian berries, and 
MediTal deleterious articles, which have a tendency to produce paralytic afFedtions, and 

•Department. Other diforders amongft the prifoners. Witnefs is of opinion that a tap might be of 
great ufe in all the prifons, if well regulated, and that one brewer (houid fupply fucli 
tap, who (liould fwear that the porter, &c. &c. was made of good materials; and 
the keeper of tap llrould iikewife make affidavit that he received no other porter 
into his tap, nor di-d he fuffer any other to be fold. 

"John Nichols, fworn. 

Saith, He -is apprentice to Mr. Nathaniel Craven, who is Apothecary to the pri- 
ions of the city of Dublin, appointed by the Term Grand Jury and approved 
by the Court of King’s Bench ; has at prelent but one patient in the Infirmary of 
the Four Courts Marfivalfea; the nourifhment as well as medicine for fick prifoners 
is fjpplied by Mr. Craven, under the cl i red ion of the Grand Jury of the city of 
Dublin ; the Grand Jury have lately reftrided him as to the quantity of both, and 
given diiedlons that none Qiould be furnifhed to any prifoners in the MarQiaUea, 
except fuch as are paupers. It is the duty of the Apothecary to attend five prifons, 
namely, Next-gate, the S'/ierifs Prifon, the Four Courts Marjhalfea, the City Marjlial- 
jen, and the Bridewell in James' s-fircct. The expence of tbefe articles, nourilh- 
ment and medicines, for all the five prifons has (he believes) foraetimes amounted 
to 500 in one year; of late the Grand Jurv have limited that expenditure to 
.f.ioo per annum for all the five prifons. The average number of perfons fick in all 
the prifons at a rime is - - - - . 

Witnefs confiders it the proper duty of the Apothecary to make up the driags as 
ordered by the medical or furgical gentlemen ; but witnefs, in the courfe ot liis 
attendance, has fiequently adetl as Phyfician and Surgeon, as w'ell as Apothecary. 

As to medical patients, the former Phyfician, Dr. Scott, was very III for a confi- 
derable time before his death, which threw a great part ot the duty of Phyfician on 
witnefs. The dodror ufed to prel'cribe on witnefs’s report of the date of the p.atients 
without view, or adually vifiting them liimfelf; but fince the appointment of 
-Dodor Mills, the prefent Phyfician, he has done the principal part of the duty 
of Piiyfician bimfelf, and attends regularly as often as is necefiary en the feveiai 
jirifons. As to furgical patients, witnefe has frequently attended them throughout ; 
Mr. Leake is Surgeon, but believes he is paid only for his attendance on Newgate. 
Underftands tnat .the fupply of the Infirmary at the Four Courts Marflialfea, with 
beds and bedding, refts with Government. With refped to charges they are the 
fame for medicine' as are charged to private patients. 

Manual operations, fuch as bleeding, drawing teeth, and dreffing blifters, are 
charged according to the rates fettled by the Governor and Dlredors of Apothecary’s 
Hall; there are no diftind charges for attendance or vifits; witnefs has attended at 
all hours of the night, and no charge has been made on that account; witnefs is 
apprentice and deputy to Mr. Craven, who ibmetimes attends bimfelf; witnefs has 
not yetforved out his apprenticefbip. 

W^irh refped to venereal patients, has been in the habit of preferibing for them 
without diredions from the lurgeon. In cafes of difficulty, fuch as the foppreffion 
of urine, and fometimes in other cafes of the fame nature, he has called on the Sur- 
geon, Mr. Leake, and left word for him to attend, who he believes fometimes lus 
vifitcd the following day in confequence ; believes Mr. Leake has a falary only for 
Newgate, and'the furgical duty has not devolved upon him fo much in that as in 
other prifons. Witnefs has now' feveral venereal patients in the Bridewell in Smith- 
field, under his immediate care. Mr. Leake has often refufed to preferibe for fuch 
patients, as there was no regular fund for providing medicines or neceffaries ; be- 
lieves there is no regular fu.rgical attendance provided for the Four Courts Marlhal- 
fea. There are books kept in the feveral gaols m which the preferiptions of th(S 
Phyfician and Surgeon are written, and where he fometimes writes himfelf. Witnefs 
believes that he is the principal perfon who attends for Mr. Craven ; fometimes Mr. 
Craven accompanies the Phyfician. Witnefs attends the Bridewell in Smithfield; 
the eleven venereal patients are now in progrefs of recovery ; their former condition 
grieved witnefs very much, their ftate being truly pitiable ; they are now attended 
by Dudtor Mills (but not by a Surgeon).

I Do ; Cngle prlfoners do not occupy aiingle fleep- - 
ing cell, as was intended by the eonftitution of 
the gaol, although the cells are fufEciently nume- 
rous to admit of this arrangement in ordinary 
times; alfo, due care is not taken in-daffing the 
prifoners according to their offences. 

I do; ift. The fewers are too flat; advantage 
was not taken of the declivity of the ground; they 
ought to have been made with a more rapid declina- 
tion, and fliould have been round inftcad of fquare. 
ad. The prifon is fo conftrufted that a communi- 
cation is eafily had between the different clalfes of 
prifoners ; the inconvenience is particularly felt ia 
the cafe of approvers, who cannot be kept com- 
pletely diftind without (hutting up a range. 3d. 
That the regulations are not polled ; they were put 
up, but have been torn down by the prifoners. 

Is there a Local Infpeaor ? Yes, there is ; the Reverend Henry Campbell, 
who difeharges his duty conicientioufiy, and with 
great regularity. 

What office does Dodor DodorTrevorhasfuperintendcd thefickprifoners 
Trevor hold in the gaol ? for ^ confiderable time, the medical attendant being 

for a long time labouring under indifpofition ; heard 
no complaints from any of the prifoners of negled 
of medical attendance. 

Are you in the habit of fee- There are two Infirmaries in the prifon ; viz. one 
ing the Infirmary of the gaol? for male the other for female crown pnlooers ;

from which a fmali fewer had been built, leading to the bradogue, but was tor tome 
time dopped ; witnefs reported the dace of this prifon to the Grand Juy, and at his 
own rifque got a fewer built, which has in fome degree remedied the detect. 



The windows of the prifon have been for a length of time in a broken date ; they 
are now repairing; Dunn, the keeper, told the Sheriffs, that if they wou d put the 
windows in proper repair, he would endeavour to keep_ them fo. Die cells are very 
unfit for the confinement of prisoners, and the entire pnfon too fmali for the numbers 
that are put into it, often amounting to one hundred and thirty .

Witnefs thinks it abfolutely neeefTary that forae fteps (hould be taken to employ 
the Poor of the different prifons and raarflialfeas of this city, more particularly that 
prifon in James’s Street, where perfons are confined for a period of years. In Smith- 
field prifon there is not any reparation between male and female prifoners. There 
is fufficient room for employment of prifoners, but although an attempt has been 
recently made, it failed for want of a proper perfon to fuperintend it.

advantage of His Majefty’s mod gracious intentions, according to the fubdance and 
meaning of His Royal Letters Patent, appointing and nominating His Cominilhoners, 
The Right Honourable St. George Daly, one of the Juftices of His Majefty’s Court 
of King’s Bench in Ireland, the Reverend James Verfehoyle, Dean of the Cathedral 
Church of Sc. Patrick, Dublin, William Difney, George Renny, and John Geale, 
efquires, to make a diligent, particular, and ftridt inquiry into certain weighty matters^ 
Do for ourfelves, and for and in the name of all State Prifoners and others concerned, 
beg leave moft rcfpedtfully to (late the following fafts, to make the following ob- 
fervations, and to offer the whole of this document to the faid Court of Commiffioners 
fo appointed, as a Proteft againft a private inquiry. 

We {lace, that we have obferved in fome of the newfpapers, a certain paffage or 
paragraph, inferred therein immediately after an article that profeffes to be a copy 
of His Majefty’s Letters Patent, none of which have we feen pubiifhed in any 
oazetce, nor through any public official channel of communication; that the faid 
paffage or paragraph has been given in the following words, “ The Commiffioners, 

« appointed by the above Letters Patent, hereby give notice, that they will meet at 
« the Seffions-houfe in Green-ftreet, in the City of Dublin, on Tuefday the 29th 
“ day of November inftant, at eleven o’clock in the forenoon, in order to carry the 
purpofes of the faid Letters Patent into effeft, of which all perfons concerned 
“ are hereby required to take notice. By order of faid Commiffioners, Sam. -Rof- 
borough.” 

That very many of the under-named and others went to the faid SelTions-houfc in 
Green-ftreet, at eleven o’clock in the forenoon of faid 29th day of November one 
tlioufand eight hundred and eight, and remained in the body of the faid Seffions- 
houfe, where the fittings are cuftoraarily held, from the faid hour of eleven in the 
forenoon to the hour of four in the afternoon, during which time we did not fee 
any one of the faid Commiffioners or any other perfon whatfoever upon the Bench, 
nor in the place ufually allotted for perfonages prefiding in laid Seffions-houfe, 
where we expedled that the faid Commiffion would have been opened publickiy. 

That a certain gentleman, whofe name is hereunto annexed, hearing that certain 
perfons were in the grand jury room of faid Seffions-houfe, went up ftairs to the 
door of faid giandjury room, where a perfon named Ryan was ftanding, and ap- 
peared to have been ftationed there purpofely ; that the faid gentleman was told by 
faid perfon that the Commiffioners were then fitting in faid room 5 upon which the 
faid gentleman requefted faid perfon to take in a note or meffage to the Com- 
miffioners, and that the faid perfon declared chat he would not take in any meffage 
or note to the Commiffioners, and that pofi'tive orders were given to him to that 
-effedl. 

That from the above ftated fails, and from many others which we could 
enumerate, we are of opinion that the faid Commiffioners have it in contemplation 
to hold their fittings privately, and of confequence to our great injury ; we therefore 
beg leave, with all that becoming refpedl which is due to His Majefty’s commiffion, 
and from which a rcfpetff for ourfelves will not allow us to depart, to ftate to the 
faid Court of Inquiry fo appointed, the right and privilege which we, as fubjects of 
the realm, and under the powers of His Majefty’s faid commiffion of inquiry, 
conceive ourfelves conftiiutionaily entitled to, of a fair, full, patient, open and public 
hearing, upon the various and feveral allegations which w'e have to detail, colledivcly 
and individually, before faid Commiffioners of Inquiry, who we alfo beg leave to ftate 
were appointed cfpecially to afeertain our grievances, to obtain the fulleft information 
therein, and to grant us the fulleft means of affording the fame. 

We feel that fuch objedt and end cannot and could not be accompliffied, nor the 
intent and meaning of His Majefty’s commiffion be carried fully into effedt, fhouid 
we be. precluded from the right which we have of an open inveftigation cf the charges 
we have to make, of the fadls.that we have to enumerate, and of ail the fubordinate 
details that we have to go into. 

That by a private court of inquiry, we are fliackkd and fettered with forms under 
which the fulleft information cannot, not could not be laid befoie the court, inaffloueh 

as 
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■.as tlie benefits of a full and fcrutinizing crofs examination, by which truth is fo AppenJiSt 
•frequently wrung out of fubtle and evafive teftimony, could not be had efFedtually and ‘°* 

fubftancially by a private inquiry, neither could we by a private inquiry obtain the 
timely knowledge of and accefs to the proper documents, fo as to ad upon them to Complainci, 
the dcfired and neceflary extent: thofe are fome of the difiiculties which we fhould 
experience by a private inquiry, and which we now fuggeft to this court, together with 
manifold impediments (which being obvious we fliail not now detail) to the fullefl: 
information being laid before the court, and to obtain which the court was ereded, 
aud which difficulties and impediments muft nccelTarily grow out of and be linked 
inextricably with a private inquiry. 

We conceive, with due refped for His Majefty’s commiflion, to the court which it 
appoints, and to the powers which it grants, that this His Majefty’s Court ofinquiry, 
appointed and delegated to procure the fulleft information, is not reftrained or bound 
down to thofe precife, technical, or fpecial forms, which regulate the proceedings of 
the ordinary courts of juftice; but that a latitude of opportunity, and an uncircum- 
feribed facility of giving, in the moft effedual manner, the fulleft information, fiiould 
be granted to thofe who can either mediately or immediately give fucb information 
to this His Majefty’s Court of Commiftion of Inquiry. • 

We furcber conceive this His Majefty’s Court of CommifTion of Inquiry to 'be, with 
reference to all its powers, without precedent, and therefore that no inftance can be 
adduced as completely applicable to the point of private inquiry } we therefore hope 
that this His Majefty’s Court of Commiffion of Inquiry will not eltablifti a precedent 
which may poflibly become injurious to any portion of 'His Majefty’s fubjedts, but 
that this His Majefty’s Court of Commiflion of Inquiry will be pleafed to afford to 
all concerned,, the moft effedual means and methods which, in the convidion of the 
complainants and of all others concerned, will beft promote their objeds and the 
purpofes of the commiflion ; and ainongft thofe means, we the under-named perfons, in 
our own names and in the names of all others concerned, rcfpedfully requeft what 
we confider as a right, namely, a public inveftigation in open court, and a public, 
official, timely, and authentic notification to that effed. 

We therefore, in the name of all concerned, moft refpedfully proteft againft .a 
private inquiry. 

W-e further refpedrully requeft that this document, together with the document 
of general complaint of the under-named perlbns, hearing date the 26th day of 
November 1808, and tranfmitted to this court, be inferted in the records of this faid 
Court of Commiflion of Inquiry, and be confidered and enrolled in its journals as 
it part of its proceedings, and reported accordingly.

The humble Memorial of Bernard Byrne, formerly of John-ftreet, Thnmas-ftrcct, 
and now of Lower Jervis-ftrect, in the city or Dublin, timber-merchant j 
‘Sheweth, 

That your Memorialift has for feveral years. pad carried on the timber bufinefs 
in the city of Dublin, in an extenfive manner. That your Memorialift, together 
with his Clerk and Foreman, were on or about .the eighteenth d.ay of November, 
one clicufarid eight hundred and three, arrefted by Mr. Juftice Bell and a guard of 
foldiers, in his concerns in John-ftreet aforefaid, upon an aliedged charge of Treafdn, 
and at the fame time leized upon all your Mcmorialill's books of account, ledgers, 
papers, and vouchers, and from his faid concerns was condudfed to a watchhoufc in 
New-ftreet, where your Memorialift, together with his Clerk and Foreman, were 
detained till th.e following evening, when your Memorialift, together with his Cleric 
and- Foreman, were tranfmitced from faid watchhoufe to the Provofl's Prifon, where 
your Memorialift, his Clerk and Foreman, were put into a room or cell ■where feverity 
perfons and upwards vvere conftne-d. 

That your Memorialift and his faid .Clerk v/dre detained in clofe cuftody from 
faid iSth day of Novetnber 1803, to the 4th day of Odtober following, 
a period of near eleven months.; during which time your Memorialift was 
at a very heavy expence, being not only obliged to procure fupport for 
your Memorialift, but allb for his fakl Clerk, who was likewife paid his Hilary 
as ufual, having been allowed but a pound of bread and a pound of meat each 
day, which compliment your Memorialift did not get, and what was given was 
•of the worft .quality, and not even allowed either chair, table, knives or forks, 
■to make ufe of, and being deprived frequently of communication with your Memo- 
rialift’s friends and relations and fo great was the feverity praCliled in laid prifon, 
that your Memorialift’s -brother-in-law, Robert Grant, of Athe-ftreet, in- the city of 
Dublin, having called to fee your Memorialift in the depth of winter, he was fo lorg 
detained in the cold and harfh weather before he would be permitted to fee your 
Memorialift, that in confequence thereof he died in a very fiiorc rime afterwards; 
and fuch v.'as the contagious. and unhealthy ftate of faid prifon, that a friend of your 
Memorialiil’s (w'ho is ftill living) having called to fee your Memorialift, took a fever, 
and was- confined dangeroufly ill for feven weeks, all owing to fo many prifoners 
• being- con^fined in one room or cell, which your Memorialift is ready to prove. 

That during fuch the imprifomnent of ycur Memorialift and his faid Clerk, your 
Memorialift being fued at law by different perfons to w’hom your Memorialift was 
indebted, caufed feveral applications to be made, and prefenred many memorials to 
Government, for your Memorialift’s books, papei s, and vouchers fo feized as aforefaid, 
in order to en.able your Memorialift. to make out the accounts of feveral perfons 
who were indebted to your Memorialift, but without effetft ; in confequence whereof 
your Memorialift nor only loft feve-ral good debts that were due to him, but alfo pro- 
ceedings at law were followed up againft your Memorialift’s property, and execution.s 
various perfons fy its iffued, and a mortgage foreciofed, under and by virtue -whereof

all your Memorialift’s (lock in trade and houfehold furniture were adually fold by 
auftion, by the Sheriffs of the County of the City of Dublin, to the complete ruin 
and deftrudion of your Memorialift, at a period when your Memorialift was lying 
incarcerated in clofe and rigorous confinement, without having an opportunity of 
communicating with fach perfons as might alleviate his heavy diftreffes, and relieve 
him from his then extreme wants and miferies. 

That about the hour of ten of the clock on the night of the twenty-third day of . 
July, one thoufand eight hundred and three, as your Memorialift was fitting at home 
at John-ftreet aforefaid, a private of the twenty-firftor Royal Scotch Fufileers, whofe 
name was Robert Burgefs, being unarmed, together with two of his regiment, 
which two were killed on faid laft-mentioned night, happened to come running down 
John-ftreet aforefaid, and a Clerk of your Memorialift being infide the door of faid 
concerns, faid. Robert Burgefs cried out for mercy, whereupon your Memorialift’s 
faid Clerk immediately opened the door and let him in, and brought him to your 
Memorialift in the houfe ; upon which your Mcmonahft made him fit down, and told 
him he fnould be taken care of, and that he need not be under any apprehenfion what- 
ever, and accordingly gave him fome refrefhment and a bed that night. 

That faid Robert Burgefs, feeling grateful for your Memorialift having fo 
■kindly protcifled him on the night of the infurreclion aforefaid, called repeatedly to 
return your Memorialift thanks i and having at one time called after your Memo- 
rialift had been fo arrefted as aforefaid, and being informed that your Memorialift 
was confined in the Provoft, he immediately declared be would do any thing in his 
power CO ferve your Memorialift, fo as ro extricate him from his then confinement, 
and accordingly faid Burgefs informed his Officers thereof, and confulted them there- 
upon, and by and with the advice and direftions, as your Memorialift verily believes, 
•went before Humphrey Minchin, efq. formerly high Sheriff of the City of Dublin, 
and Jofeph Minchin, efq. his Ion drew faid Burgefa’s affidavit, ftating the iervlces your 
'Memorialift had rendered him, and that your Memorialift was the means of faving his 
-life, together with other circumftanccs which your Memorialift cannot at prefenc 
.recolledi which faid affidavit faid Burgefs fwore before faid Humphrey Minchin, 
and was minutely interrogated both by faid Minchin and his fon relative to your Me- 
morialift, which proved highly I'atisfadtory to them; all of which faid Humphrey 

Minchin and his faid fon can verify if required. 

That your Memorialift, upon faid Burgefs having made faid affidavit as afore- 
faid, caufed fcveral memorials to be prefented to the then Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, the firft of v^hich was accompanied with faid Burgefs’s affidavit, and even a 
fecond copy of faid affidavit was fenc in, in cafe the firft might have been loft or mifiaid. 
That upon faid feveral memorials being prefented, together with faid affidavits, 
repeated applications were made to the then Secretary of State, for his Excellency’s 
anfwer to the prayers of faid memorials, but without effedt, being unable to gee 
a diredl anfwer. 

That your Memorialift having fo as aforefaid remained in the Provoft prifon, 
without the flighteft charge of a treafonablc nature whatfoever .again-ft your Memo- 
rialift (being never impeached, throughout all the difturbances in this country, before- 
of any charge) or ever being brought to any legal form of trial, either civil or 
■ military, chough your Memorialift was always ready and willing to abide his trial, 
being confeious of his innocence; and after having fuffered a lofs in property, inde- 
pendent of the privation of liberty, to the amount at -leaft of two thoufand pounds, 
ilie faid Humphrey Mi-nchin called upon Memorialift to the Provoft’s prifon afore- 
faid, the day previous to your Memorialift being liberated, and told Memorialift to 
procure bail, and be ready to attend at the Caftle with them on the fourth day of 
Odbober aforefaid, and where your Memorialift together with his bail attended, and 
was accordingly difeharged. 

That your Memorialift having fo as aforefaid been confined, without any charge 
ever being attempted to be fubftanciated againft your Memorialift, and having fuf- 
tained fuch a confiderable lofs in his property, humbly hopes your Lordlhips w'Ul 
reimburfe your Memorialift. 

May it therefore pleafe your Lordlhips, to take Into confideration all the foregoing

your Lordlhips fhall feem fir, and as the nature, merits, and circumftances of your 
.Memorialift’s miferable cafe requires.

The humble Petition of John Gerrard Graham, of the city of Dublin, ' cch-LjJ. 

Sheweth, 

That Petitioner was arrefired on the lath of December 1803, and remained 'GomplatiYCs. 
•a prifoner in theProvoft’s until the 15th of Auguft 1804, being eight months and 
'three days. 

That petitioner at the time of his arreft was a refpe< 5 table builder in this city, and 
built one of the beft houfes in this kingdom, for the late earl of Aldborough ; but 
being by faid arreft and confinement injured in his credit and reputation, he was 
deprived of the means to carry, on his bufinefs for the fupporc of himfclf and three 
helplefs children (having Ibortly before loft their mother) ; petitioner was therefore 
under the direful neceffity of dirpofing a property worth upwards of one thoufand 
pounds, arifing out -of an extenfive houfe and concerns in 'Bride-ftreer, held under 
James Somerville, efquire, and whereon petitioner immediately before his arreft 
expended upwards of ,^.700. and alfo two front and two back houfea in Thomas- 
courr, held under Dalton Walker, efquire, for lives renewable for ever, at the fnall 
rent of fix pounds per annum, fame having been fined down, the whole amounting 
ac leaft to the fum of £. 1,300. for a lefs fum than £. 200. 

That petitioner during upwards of half the time fo confined, did not receive the 
•Government allowance, the keeper or keepers of faid Provoft having difpafed or 
applied fame to their own ufe ; and when the friends of petitioner as well as other 
prilbners would bring any nourifhment, it would not be admitted, bur was deftrqyed 
:by the keeper. And petitioner Rates that he, with many others, was turned into one of 
the dead c'ells for upwards of feven weeks, which was continually covered with water, 
and but iof inches allowed for each man to lie on ; by which means petitioner loft 
the ufe of his limbs for many months. The fadl is, that he fuffered fuch inhuman and 
cruel treatment as words cannot exprefs, and at the very idea of which any feeling 
mind would Ibudder were they committed in the moft uncivilized country. 

That petitioner, after repeated applications to be brought to trial, which was as 
often refufed, was without any charge whatever liberated, through the influence and 
humanity of the earl of Arran, and the honourable Mr. Gore, his fon j petitioner, 
inftead of committing any a6l of a feditious or treafonable nature, being well known 
to have carried arms for upwards of eight years, in defence of the king and con- 
fticution. Petitioner therefore humbly prefumes to hope, that for the heavy loftes and 
imprifonment he lb fuffered, he will receive, through thejuftice, wifdom and humanity 
of-Government, fuch remuneration as may appear he is juftly entitled to. 

And Petitioner will ever pray.

'The humble Petition, of Terence Reilly of the city of Dublin, cotton manufadurer, 
Sheweth, 

That Petitioner was arrefted in the month of February 1804, and confined in 
•the Provoft Prifon until the month of February 1805, -a fpace of upwards of twelve 
months, to the utter ruin of himftlf and family, having loft his wife through faid arreft 
and confinement, and peribnally fuffered the fevereft hardlbips and privations whilft 
in prifon, which on examination will appear. 

That Petitioner, during the period of feventeen years, employed a great number of 
men in the cotton trade, and lived in good credit and .repute, and was at the rime of 
his arreft worth upwards of £. 500 in ready money, over and above all his juft debts, 
and alfo a freehold property held under Francis Hamilton, efquire, worth ac leaft 
fifty guineas per annum. 

That Petitioner, ac the expiration of the above confinement, was difeharged wichoiic 
trial, contrary to the wifh of Petitioner, who was anxious to have his innocence fully 
proved in a court of juftice, as Petitioner moft particularly ftares that he never was 
in any manner concerned in any treafonable or feditious abt; and Petitioner’s property 
being through faid arreft and confinement entirely exhaufted, and his fight much 
injured, he is ever fince rendered incapable of carrying on or working at his bufinels. 
Fie therefore, with humble confidence, looks to the juftice and wifdom of the Legis- 
lature for remuneration of his Ioffes and fufferings he fuftained.

■A detail of facls relating to the arreft and fubfequenc imprlfonment of Mr. 
Robert Jofeph Carty^ both in-.England and Ireland, for two years and 
three months, as a State Prifoner, commencing in the year, 11503. 

Being given to underftand that the narrative of fads which I am about to flate mufl: 
be verified on my oath, I do before I proceed cn my detail, and in juflice to my 
principles and ebarader, folemnly aver and declare, and which averment and decla- 
ration I am ready ro. verify on oath, that 1 never was one of the fociety denominated 
United Iriflimcn, nor ever was a member or in any way conneded with any political, 
difloyal, or revoliuionary fociety or club, at any timeof my life. My father was'.a 
Roman. Catholic gentleman of confiderable landed property in the county of Wexford, 
of ftaunch loyalty, and zealoufly attached to the matchlefs Conftitucion of the realm, 
as by law •eftablifhed. I was brought up and educated in the fame religious and 
.political principles, and inherited his eftace after his deceafe. My mother was 
defeended of a moft lefpedable proteftanc line of anceftry, and furvived roy 
father. 

It was my lot, in common with all the Roman Catholic gentry of the county of 
Wexford, who remained there during the unliappy period of the rebellion in 1798, 
and in which, however abhorrent to my feelings, as afterwards evinced, I was propelled 
feemingly to acquiesce, by the rcfifilefs, fudden, and unforefeen tide of popular tur- 
bulence and dominancy, which admitted of no neutrality or controul j and it was my 
peculiarly hsplefs lor, common with every catholic of any confideration of that part 
of the country, to experience immediately after the extinftion of that rebellion, all the 
calamities of t.he mofi; grievous perfecucion and opprelTion, moft ungeneroufiy, 
ungratefully, and undcfervedly. vifited upon me, as I hope will appear from the fequel 
of my detail; infomuch that I had made-up my mind to difpofe of my properties, 

• which I partly eftefted, and had rdblved to take up my refidence i.n London, with a 
view to a commercial purfuk, and protedion from illegal aggreffions. 

In purfuance of this rcfolation, I left my -refidence in the county of Wexford, in the 
month of June 1803, and repaired to- Dublin, to make neceffary arrangements for my 
intended deftination. On my arrival in this metropolis, reports were communicated 
to me concerning an intended infurredLion againft the then government, and as I was 
. a man who had theretofore fuffered a moft grievous perfccution, and one who was then 
on the eve of departing from his native home, to evade the never-ceafing purfuic of 
rnalionar.C oppretTion, perhaps thefe rumours came to my ears with ids occult 
agency than was erj^ployed towards others; refiedting ho-wever with horror on the 
events which I had witnefied, in the midft of the infurreftion which had lacerated 
the bofom of my. native country, my fears of a reiteration of fuch calarnities were 
only quieted by a confideration of the ftrength of the then government of Ireland j 
and therefore, treating tliofe reports as the refult either of madnefs or malignity, I 
accordingly difmilTcd any .auprehenfiun that they might have oaufccl, and addrefied 
myfelt with greater promptitude to my original, defign, that of transferring ray pro- 
perty and my induftry to a more peaceful abode. 

On my journey towards London, where I had formed fome commercial con- 
neftions, and where therefore 1 was anxious to lay the foundation of my future 
purfuits, I had again to experience the relentleL fpirit ot perfecution ; and, all other 
grounds of accufiition againft me having been exhaufted, I v,as inimediately on my 
arrival in London arrefied in.London, uudcr.an alledged charge of coining; an accu- 
fiition which, when .applied to a perfbn of my charadter and Ticuation in life, would 
at firft blufti appear more ridiculous than alarming. Such however was my baplcfs 
lot, that under this accuiation, raifed and'.fuppoi ted as I am convinced by the fame 
fpirit from which I had fuffered fo much, was 1 detained in cuttody, tra-nfmitced to 
Tothill Fields prifon, debarred of the fociety of my wife, hantlcuffed with felons, and 
endured the fevereft penakie:. and privations for a fpacc of nearly ch^ee weeks, at the 
end of which 1 was difeharged, after a farcical examination of my money. 

Having recovered from this freih infulc and injury to my liberty and property, I 
was about once more to enter into thofe cornmes'cial purfuits which had been the 
objedt of my journey, and was about to farm a partnerlbip in the provifion trade, 
•with Mr. .Owen Pair, of Karpur-ttreet, merchant, v/hen 1 was again- arrefted under 

-a Secre- 
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a Secretary’s warrant, an 1 comniltted to the cuflody of a mefienger. Without any Apper^tr, 
accufation, vvifhout .-.ny ch.Tgc, was I comirjttcd to that f dimry imprifonment, which 
kdto a fufferiiig aimoll unknown toi uman nature, for the fpace of two years and three 
months, at the end of which I was dilcharged with the fame filence with which 1 was Complaims. 
committed. From London I was tranfmicted to Ireland, and lodged a prif)ner 
under the care of Dr. Trevor, in the Royal Infirmary; and it is from tnis period, until 
the lapfc of two years, I have to complain of the moft rigid confinement, ftill asigra- 
vated and rendered n'.ore infupportable by the petty tyranny and unmanly cruelty of 
my medical gaoler; a confinement the confequences of which have impaired a good 
confiitution, a good property, and almoft confounded my incellecls. I Ihai! proceed 
to relate a few fadts with refpedl thereto, the better to warrant this aflertion and this 
my application for redrefs. 

Immediately on my commitment to the hofpital, I was enjoined to the filence of 
a mute ; and to enforce this injundlion, a military feijeant, a man of the grofl’etl bru- 
tality and eccentric tyranny, was- placed over me in the fame room, where he alfo 
flept, armed with a fword and piftols. The bed allotted me was filthy ftraw' or litter, 
over which was thrown a pair of the coarfeft flieets, fo highly impregnated wdth 
offenfive matter, chat the effluvia which exhaled from them v/as noxious to a degree, 
with a blanket and rug of appropriate qualities, I durft not fay one word to the 
perfon who conveyed me food or fhook my litter ; the window I dare not approach ; 
the invalid foldiers were alternately introduced to (have me, and who frequently left the 
bloody marks of their inexpertnefs. My patience under thefe rigours feemej to 
difappo'int the reftlefs mifehief of my guard, who was ever anxious to feek pretexts 
for doing me more^adive annoyances. Did I rife at night from, any neceflity, I was 
ferioufly threatened to be cut down ; and his report of my intention to poilon him, 
from the circumftancc of my ufing bark, convinced me of his difpofition to my 
deftrudion. 1 remonftrated with Dr. Trevor againft the barbarous condud of this 
favage, but I found no relief from my complaint; on the contrary, I remained in 
continued dread of affalTinacion. I was kept in this condition for fome weeks, without 
the benefit of any external air or exercife, and my health was much impaired. 

In this debilitated Rate I was abruptly removed to another room, in the hofpital 
department of the building. This removal placed me in next an apartment where 
feveral foldiers languiflied in a malignant fever. 1 now began to conclude that J was 
to be deprived of life, not by means of violence, but through the efficacious agency 
of contagion, as my contiguity to the difeafed excited my fears, ftill increaled by tlie 
circumftance of the old woman, the fick foldiers nurfe-tender, being ordered to attend 
my room as chambermaid, to fhake my ftraw, &c. in which office, with that of 
attending the fick, fhe was alternately engaged until fhe was herfelf feized with the 
febrile malady. The ferjeant ftill continued his ordered levcrities. I continued in 
this fecond apartment until the latter end of December, without the benefit of any 
exercife or liberty of fpeech, and was afterwards driven nearly to madnefs by the 
cruelty and rigid treatment impofed upon me. I was at length happily configned to 
folitary imprifonmenc, my attending ferjeant having removed his bed to another 
room ; and I returned thanks to my God on my knees, for the ftvour of being 
alone. Several months having now elapfed fince my imprifonmenc, I was at length 
permitted to walk out each day, accompanied by this fame ferjeant, armed in the 
manner I before mentioned. This indulgence was too much for me to enjoy unlefs 
properly qualified with fuicable difcipline; I was denied the privilege in walking in 
any diredion but fuch as the caprice of the ferjeant pointed out, nay, he even exercifed 
this particularity fo exadtly as to mark the (paces on which 1 was to place mv 
feet, and, as my Ihoes were broken (not being able for a length of rime to procure 
new ones) thofe allotted fpaces being fo marked where die wet lay on the ground, 
the footways, which were dry, being referved for the invalid foldiery. Mrs. Carey 
having returned from F.ngland, procured admiflion to fee me half an hour each day, 
in the prefence of the ferjeant. On her firft vific, Dr. Trevor cook much pains to 
blacken my charafter before I faw her, telling her I was a bad man, and ocher 
offenfive epithets. It happened on fome of her firft vifits, when galled and fmarting 
by the fevereft treatment, 1 complained to her thereof in the preCcnce of the ferjeant, 
and requelted her to employ counftl, in order to dcvifc the belt mode to obtain fome 
relief, and to ule her beft exertions to procure for me that trial which would be the 
teft of my innocence. The ferjeant reported this converfition to the Dudlor, who 
in reiurn reprobated me for my audacity, and, as punifhment for my tranfgreffjon, 
ordered me to be deprived of - my hour’s difcipline in the yard, which order he con- 

265, H li tinned 
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Jlppendis, tinued for ten daysi and not deeming this an adequate chaftifement, gave furtlier 

No. lo, orders to refufe my wife admittance to fee me next day. My wife, ignorant of this 

continued, occurrcnce, came to the prifon, and of courfe was refufed to be admitted. She retired 

~~T. to the porter’s lodge to take reft, when ftie was angrily followed by the ferjeant, 

who peremptorily diredted the porter not to allow my wife to ftop at his place. She 

attempted it the next day, and the porter refufed her leave to fit down, having had 

fubfequenc orders from the Dodlor for this refufal. 

I (hall pafs over ipany inftances of fhameful annoyances pradtifed on me ii. this 
place, and recur to my removal from thence to a fmall out-prifon, contiguous to the 
great one at Kilrnain'ham, the room in which I was confined.being in dimenfions 
ten feet fquare ; but muft oblerve, I experienced no relaxation of feverity during 
my confinement in the Infirmary, until the month of June, when I was relieved 
from the prefence of the ferjeant firft placed over me. I'his fmallcr prifon is alfo 
employed as the wafli or laundry houfc for the great prifon, and to which I was fent 
in the month of 1804, and locked up in a fmall room, which opened 

into a fmaller one. Here I had the indulgence of going to the yarl, a fpace about 

thirteen yards, and only four yards wide at the narrow end, and gradually widening 
to the other, with a large neceffary filthily kept in the center, with lines extended 
acrofs the yard, on which the newly walked clothes were expofed to dry, and in 
which Dr. Trevor kept at times upwards of fixty fowls of different kinds.- Shortly 
after my coming to this place, Dr. Trevor had the inner room leparated from the 
ocher, opened another door into it, and converted it into a kind of worklkop, where 
he employed a prifoner grinding verdigris and other noxious colours, and cleaning 
mahogany furniture, the duft of which arifing from the fricftion of fand paper, with the 
effluvia of the paint, rendered the air of this my prifon dangeroufty offenfive; and at 
the door was placed a bucket, to receive ordure and other filth, i bus circumftanced, 
Dr. Trevor gave me a vifit about Chriftmas 1804, and leaving my door open when 
he retired into the workfiiop, I fflut it with fome aegree ot quickncls to avoid offenfive 
exhalations entering in. This ad the Dodor conceived as meant to infulr him, 
ignorant what patience of temper his dicipline had implanted in my bread; and 
accordingly the hangman was called, who inftantly attended, and alrrioft as inftantly 
had me, by the Dodov’s orders, bolted and doubly bolted with five ftune 
weight of iron. . In this miferable condition I was deftined to fuffer lor four or 
five'^days, and Mrs. Carey was refufed admittance to fee me, as had often occurred 
before. 

1 was kept in this abominable loathfome place until the month of May 1 805 » and 
during the period of my dreadful captivity I had caufed five or fix ieveral memo- 
rials to be prefented to His Excellency Lord Hardwicke, the then Lord Lieutenant, 
■for a miiigation of my fufferings, but in vain. Every memorial fo prefenced, ap- 
peared to me only to procure additional feverities and privations at the hands of 
Mr. Trevor, on whom I generally and juftly animadverted in thofe appeals for re- 
lief, opprefied and borne down by a feries of diftrefs. It was then fuggefted to me 
by the Doftor, that ftiould 1 confent to tranfporc myfelf, the rigours of my imprifon- 
ment Ihoukl be abated. Then indeed I had a view of the motives that urged the 
perpetration of fuch cruelties on me; I refufed, and ill-treatment was if poflible in- 
creafed. In the month of May 1805, then confined to my bed from extreme de- 
bility and ilinefs, occafioned by the hardlhips and infults I endured, another petition 
was preferred to his Excellency Lord Hardwicke, the then Lord Lieutenant, pray- 
ing to be removed to a more accommodating prifon, and that the five memorials 
before that time prefented to him, in rcfpeifi: to the miferies of my imprifonment, 
might be referred, with thofe of the other Scare Prifoners, in order to obtain an in- 
veftigation of their merits by the perfons appointed by government for that pur[)ofe, 
in common with thofe of the other State Prifoners; and to which memorial (a copy 
of which is now in my poffeftion) I refer, touching my complaints and grievances. 

I never was examined; I was carefully deprived of that fatisfaiftion. However, in 
a few days after this laft petition was prefented, Simpfon, the then gaoler of Kil-- 
mainham, entered my wretched apartment, where I lay extremely indifpofed, and 
peremptorily ordered me to get up. I felt myrdf almoft incompetent to obey himi 
he threatened if I did not immediately rife and drefs myfeif, he would call in men 
to affift in putting on my cloaths by force. With much exertion and pain I faved 
him the necefficy. I was tlien conveyed to the tower, and locked up in a cold room, 
without fire or candle light, till the next day; and it was a confidcrable time afterwards 
before Mrs. Carty could obtain leave to fee me, notwithftanding her anxious felicita- 
tions 
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tions at the caftle, and feveral oflicers of the crown. About a week after my captivity Appendix, 
in the tower, the keeper, attended by an armed foldier, entered my apartment, and 
fearched my prifon ; why 1 know not, having already fuffered the moll fevere, rigid, ' 

and foiitary imprifonment for a period of nearly two years. Complaints. 

In this rower I was confined nearly feven months, during which time I never was 
once admitted inro open air, and confequently my health daily declined, and I 
found myfelf reduced to extreme weaknefs, which obliged me many days to remain 
in bed. When ill, the furgeon-gcneral, Mr. Stewart, vificed me; a gentleman to 
whom I owe every obligation of gratitude and efteem, both for the profeflional 
fervices he rendered me, and the ftill greater benefits I derived from his benevolence 
and humanity. The approach of this gentleman was in icfelf a reftorative; he felt 
for rny diftrefTcs, and more fo when he condcfccnded to perufe my letters and cer- 
tificates, which I retained as tefiimonials of my charadter. To the reprefentations 
of this worthy man am I ever indebted, doubly indebted both for my life and my liberty. 

His profeflional ikill prolonged the firft, and his humane interceflion reftcred the 
latter. What a ftriking contraft did his prefence evince, holding in mind the perfon 
of my tyrant, rny cruel, refined, inventive oppreffor 1 

In the month of December 1805, I was reltored to my liberty 5 and with the 
fame filent negative of criminality with which I was arrefted, was I difeharged. 

It will perhaps be allowed me here to remark, from the foregoing detail, that 
in my cafe., folicary and fevere imprifonmci^t feems to have been adopted with pecu- 
liar anxiety. Never, during the courfe of it, was I committed to thole abodes 
of forrow familiarly denominated prifons, and where the incarceration may 
be inflidted with its fevereft agency, yet, from a refponfibiUty attached to the 
keeper, and probability of legal inveftigation, there are not pradtiled thofe un- 
fpcakable and minute cruelties which add mental anguifh to corporal fuffering ; it 
was my lot,, during my entire privation of liberty, to be confined in fmall, 
foiitary, and unwholefome rooms, belonging in general to my medical gaoler, remote 
from human connexion or converfacion, and where he and his cruel agent the 
ferjeant, whom I have fo often fpoken of, and whofe cruelties fliall never be erafed 
from my memory, pradtifed on me, as if with malignant fatisfadlion, thofe minute 
and petty feveridcs which aroufed indignation and much encreafed the natural feverity 



of confinement. 

Why I was fo peculiarly treated, I fhall not here venture an opinion; the wif- 
dom of thofe who have inftituted the prefent inquiry may develnpe the caufes, they 
may recommend the injury, and fufpend the judgment and inveftigation. 

The derangement my affairs had I’uifcred during the period of my torture, length- 
ened out for two years and three months, may be readily conceived. In one inftance 
1 loft 3^.1,200 by neglefting the formality of reviving a judgment; and were 
the fum ten times told, I fhould have loft it alfo, as my mind was diverted from 
any pecuniary confidcracion by the agony it fuffered in confequence of my unjuft 
imprifonment, and the cruelties praciifed on me during my incarceration ; and I may 
reafonably compute the Ioffes I luftained to amount to upwards of £. 5,000. In lieu 
of which I have in return the unhappy etfcifts naturally refuking from the miferies 
and cruelties I have iuffered— my health impaired, my fpirits broken, my nerves 
agitated, my intelleft enfeebled, and my charaAer defpoiled. 

When I recur to the rebellion of 1 798, and to which I am here forced to recur, 
as having laid the foundation of all my conlequent privations and penalties, I have 
much to lament from the cruel exceftes committed by the untra6lable, infuriated 
multitude. On the other hand, I have to rejoice that no man of confidcration above 
the lower orders, and unfortunately implicated therein, has difgraced his name or 
family by a deliberate homicide; and I enjoy ample matter of internal fatisfadion, 
from the fuccefsful though hazardous efforts I have made for the prefervation of 
the lives and properties of unprotected Proteftant Loyalifts during that period 
of anarchy and terror, and to which feveral of them, by their letters and certificates 
now in my poffeflTion, and to which I refer, impart the ftrongeft teftimony. My con- 
du6t was fuch as to enfuie me the proiedtion of General Lake, then commander in 
chief of his Majefty’s arms, oppofed to the rebels immediately after his arrival in 
the county of Wexford ; and the certificate of Lord Kingfton, as to my demeanor 
and loyalty, and alfo as to my efforts In every inftance within my power to promote 
peace : His lordfbip’s words are as follow : 

“ 1 certify, to my knowledge, Mr, Robert Catty was obliged by the rebels to 
“ go to their camp againft: his will j and I believe him to be a very 
“ loyal man. “ King/borough, 

“ Colonel North Cork Mtlitta.' 

£65. , 
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And in a poftfcript to a letter I' was enabled to deliver as directed, he ufes thefe 
{cmnnuU wofds t “ I fend cliis b}'' Mr. Carey, who has done every thing he could to reftore 

peace here to which letter and certificate in my poiTcffion 1 refer as confirmatorv 

Complaints, of thefe ftatements- Here, amongft others, 1 enumerate the certificates of the late 
Mrs. Ogle, wife of the Right Honourable George Ogle; Mi's iMoorCj her filler* 
Mrs. Newton King, and of Richard Newton King, efq. then Lieutenant of the fame 
Mr. Ogle’s yeoman infantry, called the Ogle Blues; the certificate of Mis, Snowe 
wife of Captain Snowe of the North Cork Militia, who commanded in Ennifeorthy 
the day it was taken by the rebels; the teftimonials of Colonel La’hunte, of Edith'a 
•La’huntej of Mrs. Miller, the %vife of the Reverend jofeph Miller: to all of 
which, in my poffeffion, I entreat a reference. I fhal! decline to enumerate the 
afls which diftinguilhed my loyaltyand humanity in the rebellion of 1798, and fiiall 
content myfelf with the evidence and tcftimonials of thofe who owe their lives to 
my exertion for their procedion at the imminent peril of my own, which my 
refidence and charader in the country, and being a landlord over a numerous 
tenantry who were attached to me, and my being a Roman Catholic, enabled me 
yet with great hazaid to efFed. Notuithfianding, after the rebellion was fubdued, 
I was perfecuted in a macchlcfs degree. Falfc accufacions of murder were imputed 
to me in two inftances ; on each I w'as at different times arrefted, imprifoned, and 
put in irons, and brought to trial at a time when the public mind was exafperated 
and avengeful ; and although the malevolence of my enemies defeended to procure 
perjured evidence againft me, my innocence was difplayed, and my honourable 
acquittal could not be withheld. Nay, I was even folicited, and a promife forced 
from me, on behalf of the Wexford Profecuting Committee, not to profcciite the 
pr'ncipal evidence adduced againft me for perjury, as others had been executed on 
his evidence. My property however was ravaged; and in one inftance my fiandino* 
corn, of confiderable value, v.as cut and carried away by night ; and though I knew 
the thief, whofe life I had faved in the rebellion, 1 was intimidated from brinoinff 
the delinquent to juftice, fuch was the unequal and confufed ftate of the country. 

I herein conclude my detail ; the faifts contained therein I am ready to verify on 
oath. I have prepared it on the advice of my friends, unconnefled with any party, 
or the .views of any party ; I owe fo much to fuch advice ; and I conceive my fufferings 
and rr.y character equally demand it of me, the more particularly as all State Prifoners, 
of a deferipdon with myfelf, are publicly advertiled of the defire of Parliament, 
through their Commiffion of Gaol Inquiry, to examine into the merits of the griev- 
ances they mayjuftly complain of, as i conceive my ftanding back under this invita- 
tion, might be conftrued into a tacit acknowledgement that the grievous calamities 
I have fuffered werejuftly vifited upon me. And upon the entire of this my cafe 
1 humbly fubrrit, to the judgment of thofe whom I have the honour to addrefs, 
that my imprifonment for two years and three months was grievous, unjuft, feverc, 
unjuftifiable, and without any reafonable or probable caufe ; and I therefore raoft 
humbly apply to the preien: Commiftioners for fuch redrefs of grievances and com- 
penfation for injury as they maybe the means of affording, and fuch punifliment of 
cruelty and delinquency as they may difeover in the courle of my narrative to have 
been perpetrated, and fuch as they may be the inftrument of juftly infiidling.

To the Right Honourable and Honourable the Commiffioners appointed to invefti- 
gate the State Prifons, &c. 

Mr Robert Jofeph Carty, of the County of Wexford, who on the 21ft of this 
prefent month of December delivered to faid Commiffioners a detail or narrative 
of his imprifonment for two years and three months, in ftrid and Iblitary confinement, 
under the immedi.ite care and detention of one Edward T revor and his under agents, 
from whom he has ftaced in his faid detail or narrative that he had received fevere 
and cruel treatment, clpccially therein ftated, and fince ftated by himielf to faid Com- 
miffioners, having bcc-n given to underftand by laid Commiffioners that they would 
proceed to examine the under agents, turnkeys, and others the inftruments of laid 
Trevor — moft hunibly fubmits to them, 

That it is incompatible with the ends of juftice or fair inveftigation to permit fuch 
witneffes to be examined in exculpation of their principal, the faid Trevor, in whufe 
pay they are, and under whole influence they muft be. 

That 
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That fuch witneffes having been for the moft part men taken from the dregs of 
mankind, and fome of them even fnarched from the hands of juftice to become the continued. 

adiftants of gaolers, and having become cruel in their difpoficions and little regard- 

lefs of the obligations of focieiy or of oaths, they are not ilridtly credible wiinefies. Complaints. 

That the faid Robert jofeph Carey having been, for the entire fpace of time afore- 
•faid, confined in firiEc and folitary confinement, remote from human converfe or con- 
nexion, he muft be, of confequence, unable to produce any reftimony to rebut theirs, 
and is therefore, by the admilTion of fuch telUmony, deprived of that equality of 
evidence which jultice requires. 

That labouring under fuch real difadvantages in the inquiry infticuted, and having 
•to meet witnefies of fuch charadter, he requires particularly profeflional aififiance, to 
enable him jo crofs-examine fuch witnefies as may be produced to impeach his detail 
or narrative. 

And that therefore he the faid Robert Jofeph Carty humbly fubmits to the faid 
Commiinoners, that fuch witnefies as die faid Trevor intends to produce, fliould not . 
be examined relative to the fads contained in the faid detail or narrative ; or in cafe 
.they fhould be lb examined, chat he Ihould be allowed profefiional affifiance j and 
that if laid witnefies are examined., he humbly protcfls ag.iinll the mode of inquiry 
•adopted by faid Commiffioners, as not adapted to the fair inveftigation of the 
•merits of his cafe.

To the Right Honourable and Honourable the CommilTioners appointed to 
inquire into the State of Frifons in Ireland. 

Mr. Robert Jofeph Carty, who on the 21ft of this prefent month of December 
delivered to the laid CommilTioners a narrative or derail of his imprifonment for the 
fpace of two years and three months in different fmall and folitary rooms in the 
ueit^hbourhood of and contiguous to the great gaol ol Kilmainham, and who in laid 
narrative or detail complained of fevere, cruel, and grievous treatment during fuch 
his folitary confinement, at the hands of Mr. Edward Trevor, his then gaolerj 
havinfT, on the 24th of faid month of December, delivered to faid Commif- 
fioners a proceft agai.nll the reception of evidence produced by faid Trevor, namely, 
theteftimony of turnkeys, under-gaolers, nurfes of infirmaries, approvers, and fuch 
•like, the agents and inflruirients of laid Trevor in fuch his feverlty and cruelty} but 
•faid Commifiioners having proceeded, noewichftanding fuch protcli, to examine faid 
•witnefies, they being peilbns cf the above defeription, and fuch perfons having given 
teftimony befitting their charaXer, and fuch as the faid Robert Jofeph Carty then 
didproteft againlt, and which he now avers to be in very many inftances and parti- 
culars falfe and unfounded ; he the faid Robert Jofeph Carty thinks it necefiary to his 
•own charader, and to the vindication of the veracity of fuch his narrative or detail, 
hereby moft folcmnly to proleft againft the report of fuch evidence, on the follow- 
ing grounds} namely, 

firft, Becaufe it is incompatible with juftice or the attainment of truth to permit 
•the under-agents of a principal, accufed of fuch crimes and raildemeanours as chofe 
with which the faid Trevor ftands accufed, to purge themfeives and him, their em- 
ployer, by their oaths. 

Secondly, Becaufe fuch men being perfons taken from the loweft clafs of man- 
kind, and being chiefly reprieved lelons, and men relieved conditionally from the 
punifliment due to crimes, they cannot be credible wicnefles. 

Thirdly, Becaufe the faid Jofeph Carry having been, as proved, confined for the 
•moft part in ftriX and folitary confinement, it became impoflible for him to produce 
rebutting teftimony, and becaufe the only wiind's he could produce, namely, Mrs. 
Walker, a lady of credit and refpeXability, has proved direXly contrary to the 
evidence of one Gibbs, an under-gaoler of the faid Trevor, and a man of the dc- 
Icription aforefaid, and has proved in the ftrongeft ma-niier that the faid Robert Jofeph 
Carty was confined in heavy irons for fome days, by the faid Trevor, without any juf- 
tifiable means, an aX of cruel feverity in itfelf fully deferiptive of his charaXer. 

Fourthly, Becaufe out of the multitude of witnelfes which it was in the power of 
the faid Trevor to produce, as to his conduX towards the faid Robert Jolcph Carty 
and other prifoners, he has not produced one, fave turnkeys, under- gaolers, approvers,

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Appendix, and fuch like men, in his pay and under his influence, and from charafter not entitled 
i<o. 10.^ JO credibijiiy. 

. Fifthly, Becaufe the feveral memorials which were prefcnted by the faid Robert 
Complaints. Jofeph Carty to Government, complaining of fevere and cruel treatment, and de- 
•' -j- I ' manding an inveftigation of Ins cafe, or in cafe of rcfufal, entreating a removal 

to a common prifon, from the cuftody of faid Trevor, or to the condemned cells 
of Kilmainham Gaol, and which memorials are now herewith fent, and muil: be 
deemed good proofs? all evidence that the teftimony of kind, and humane conduifl;- 
given by turnkeys and gaolers on faid inquiry is faife and unfounded, and prove that 
the faid Robert Jofeph Carty did, during all that period, fufFcr and experience fevere 
and cruel tieatincnr at the bands of fiid Trevor and his under agents, who are now 
his wicnedcs. 

Sixtidy, Becaufe tlic mode of inquiry adopted by faid Commiflioners has been, in 
the opinion of the faid Robert Jofeph Carey, not well adapted to the invefligation of 
the real merits of his calir, and one depriving hirn of that profelTjonal alfiilance tiiat 
could enable him to contradidt and render nugatory evidence of the defeription above- 
meniioned, produced by faid Trevor on faid inquiry. 

Although the faid Robert Jofeph Carty has been cn.ib!ed to lay before faid 
Commiffioners a cafe of great hardQiip and feverity, and one which warrants and 
demands a report of his being arrefted on fufpicion, confined for the mofl: part in' 
Aridl, fevere, and folicary imprifonment for two years and three months, deprived of 
exercife and air, and at the end of that time difeharged in flience, and hi.s innocence 
demonilraced, as that bail was not required of him; yet for the reafons and grounds 
aforefaid, the faid Robert Jofeph Carty would in vindication of his character, in 
^uflice to himfclf, his family and his connexions, feek and anxioufly court a more 
public invefbigation of his cafe, a trial better ad.ipted to manifelt his innocence, dc- 
rnonftrate his wrongs and injuries, and compcnfacc his loflcs; and to which, if fuch 
Eiall be accorded to him, he humbly begs leave to apply^ and to take the advantage 
of its benefits.

May it pleafe your Excellency, 

Being now fourteen months a prifoner, treated with a peculiar degree of feverity 
«nd contempt by Dr. Trevor, I beg leave to addrefs myfelf to your Excellency, to 
implore that protedlion which every fubjeft is entitled to from a juft and mild Go- 
vernment. As Mrs. Carry, my wife, has on the acquainted your Ex- 

cellency of my miferable fituation for near ten months, in the Royal Infirmary, I 
fhall not trefpafs. on your Excellency’s rime, only to fay, my bed, deaths, &c. they 
■were fuch as, vci'y fliorrly before, 1 v/ould be afliamed to have the mcaneft of my 
fervants to lie in, with fome foldiers in the fever (and from whom the woman who 
made my bed got the fever) lodged in a room at the door of my prifon room for 
fome time. I would have maintained myfelf at lead equally well as 1 was fupported 
in the Rc^al Infirmary for half a guinea per week, except in the articles of wine and 
•coal. I was allowed but one bottle of wine in the week for five or fix months, and 
even that 'bottle Dr. Trevor was about to give me in feven different parts ; from the 
•middle of March till the middle of May, I was allowed a buttle of wine every four 
•days, and during the greater part of this time got nothing to drink at dinner but bad 
fmall beer; 1 afterwards by much application got a bottle of wine every fecond 
day, except when Mrs. Trevor would fend me a fmall dram giafs of v/hifkey acrofs 
the yard in her fervant’s hand, which Dr. Trevor told me fhould ferve me, as it did 
inftead of wine. On my being brought to this prifon houfe, I was told by Dr. 
Trevor, 1 muft not expedl he would have a warm dinner for me every day, being in 
foUtary confinement, and I had the meat I left one day ferved up cold for my dinner 
the next-; 1 am fince the firft of Odober very well fupplied with food. Your Ex- 
cellency had the goodnefs to acquaint my wife, by your Aid de Camp, chat you would 
favour her with an anfwer, but we have got no anfwer, but infuk from Dr. Trevor, 
who, not content with taking -on the lath 0£lober one of the two fmall rooms 

bifore 
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before allo«*ed me, and turning it into a workfliop for repairing, cleanfing, &c. his 
furniture, and thereby much annoying a delicate conditucion already broken, there 
.being only the fingle brick between my prifon and this worfhop, and confining me in . 

the largeft, which is about 13 feet by feet, with a fick man in a fmall clofct at my Complaints, 
door,; but on my applying to him in the fmall lobby (if fuch it may be called) for leave 
to keep a 'fervant at my own expence, infulted with telling me, in prefence of all 
the prifoners in this confined place, " it was good work for myfelf to light my fire, 
and immediately made forne man he brought with me into this fmall room, and 
.fhnt the door. 1 mod humbly intreat your Excellency, if it is your will ftill to 
prolong my imprifonrnent, to have the goodnefs to order fome perfon of common 
humanity to infpeCt my prefent miferable ficuacion, for if I am not foon relieved, I 
mud inevitably fink under the united effort of clofe confinement and bad air, im- 
pregnated within doors with verdigrife grinding into paint, mahogany dud, glafs 
paper, &c. and in this fmall place, called a yard, with wet deaths, fowl and dirt. I 
•Inunbly fubmic to your Excellency, that if you refufe fending a proper perfon to fee 
if what ] advance be true, my application then could have no other effecl, in regard 
to me, but to have me mifreprefented and trea'ed with additional rigour by Dr. 

Trevor. Should your Excellency he pleafed to order my liberation, or even mv 
removal to fome more copious and healthful prilon, 1 lhali as in duty bound 
to pray.

The Petition of Mary Carty, wife of Robert Joleph Carey. 

I again take the hberty of approaching your Excellency, to lay before you the 
cruel and diftrefled fituation of my afflidted and much injured hufband, Robert Carty, 
now a prifoner in a houfc inhabited by the woman who wafhes fur Kilmainham gaol; 

I am fure it will be fufficient to fliew your Excellency the ufage he received whilfl: a 
prifoner in the Royal Infirmary, to lay before you the finglc circumftance of his being 
moft grofsly abufed on the night of the 55cb of February lad, and locked up in his 
prifon.ten feet fquare, for ten days, becaufc he attempted to tell me of the ufage he ' 
received, and defired me to go to a counfel to know if he could be brought to trial: he 
had been for fome time before allowed a fingle hour in the twenty four, and I was 
a'lfo prevented from feeing him for half an hour each day, as 1 was allowed before to 
■do, though in doing fo 1 was frequently obliged to bear with the moft humiliating 
language, and fometimes the erufleft abufe. Indeed it would be impoffible to convey 
to your Excellency an idea of the cruel treatment he has received from Doctor Trevor. 
Without any mitigation of his folicary confinement (afraid for eight months to afle for 
■what was -neceflary for his infirm ftate of health, as he was generally accufed of fome 
petty offence or other when he did) unlcfs your Excellency would appoint proper 
perfons to make a proper inquiry into the ufage and treatment he has met with, he 
moft folemnly affures your Excellency, had he a choice, he would rather prefer 
ipending two years in the condemned cells of Kilmainham, to fix months imprifon- 
ment under Doftor Trevor, in the Royal Infirmary, treated and ufed as he has been, 
and which is thi more cruel and unjuft, as the Doctor has, on the 27th ultimo, 
acknowledged that his behaviour and condud has been extremely proper. On the 
jd of July he was removed to where he is at prefent, and for about ten days he was 
locked up in fjlitary confinement; he was then allowed to fpeak to four mechanic 
prifoners in the fame houfe, but owing to reafons beft known to Doctor 7 ’revor, he is 
-conftancly locked up; and when he applies to go into a fmall yard, about thirteen 
yards long and only four yards wide in the narrowed end of it, with lines acrofs part 
of it, for drying the cloaths w’afhed for the gaol of Kilmainham, and otherwife filthy 
from the quantity of Dodor Trevor’s fowls kept there, there are two doors to be 
unlocked and locked on his going into this fmall fpace called a \ard, and the fame 
ceremony to go through on his return to his room ; yet thefe doors did not prevent a 
man, an entire ftranger to him, from coming up ftairs on the night of the 7th inftanr, 
CO infulc rny hufband and thefe four men, as he fat at their fire. On the day following 
Doctor Trevor gave orders for his my much irjured hulband’s being locked up, 
folitary in his own room, every night as it got dark, which was accordingly done 
every night before 9 o’clock. He moft humbly implores your Excellency’s inter- 
ference, CO proted him from the further perfecutions of Doctor Trevor, by 
ordering him to a common prifon, and which he has repeatedly begged in vain of 
the Dodor. 

It is a deplorable ftate, for a perfon to be kept eleven months in ftrid, fevere, and 
folitary confinement, without being allowed the benefit of trial, nor even the ulkge of 

a common 
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ment. As my hufband’s health, as well as his property, has been fo much injured from 
long confinement, the prefent is rhe only opportunity which perhaps will ever occur 
to iblicit any favour, as from the great decline of his health he cannot poffibly furvive 
the mife-rabie ftate he is in, unlefs your Excellency fhall condefeend to examine into 
his cafe, and that you fhall pleafc to order fome change to be made which may better 
his condition. In my former letters 1 mentioned, that if any charge had been made 
againft my hulband, he was willing to fland his trial for it, and defirous to have an 
opportunity ro exculpate himfelf from any offence that might be laid to his charge. 
And if this humble requeft Ihould be denied, I truft your Excellency will remove 
him to fome prifon where he c;?n enjoy even thofe privileges which are not denied 
CO common culprits, and not lacrifice him to ail the horrors of folitary confinemenc, 
fubjed to the caprice of Dr. Trevor. 1 earneftly entreat you will deign to give a 
favourable anfwcr to my humble application, which fhall be ever moft gratefully 
acknowledged by

EVIDENCE. 



John Gerrard Graham, fworn. 

SAITH, That he w'as arreftedon the 1 2ch of December 1803, and was confined in 

• the ProvoftPrilon until the 15th of AuguR 1804; during more than half the period of 
l)is confinement he got no gaol allowance. Witnefs was turned into one of the dark 
cells, as was alfo John -Doyle and others, by Major Sands and Mr. Blair his deputy. • 
"Witnefs was fupplied with provifionsat his own expence, and in cafe of wine or fpirits 
having been fent to him, fame was deftroyed by deputy, in order to oblige witnefs 
and others to purchafe fuch articles from him at exorbitant prices, he having kept a 

• tap. When Government found it expedient to occupy part of the prifon with cle- 
ierters, Witnefe went into one of the lower cells by his own defire, h'S former fitua- 
tion being'in fuch a crowded Rate that there was at times but loJ inches for each- 
prifoner to lie on, and overrun with vermin. Witnefs remained in the cells for feven 
weeks. The lower' cells were very damp, and often very wet; in confeqnence of 
which his health was materially injured, and after liberation he was obliged to ufe 
crutches for upwards of nine months. Witnefs made frequent applications to Major 
Sands and others lo be brought to trial, but without effect. Through the kind- 
interference of the Honourable Mr. Gore, an application was made to Lord Hard- 
wicke in Witoefs’s behalf, who humanely ordered him to be difeharged ; he Wos 
accordingly dilcharged without trial, Witnefs never knew upon what charge he was 
arrelted. believes it originated in private malice. His confinement was produAive of 

• total lot's of property, perfons to whom he was indebted having taken advantage of 
his confinement, brought his property to lale within fix months, and w-ts finally dif- 
•pofed of about the time of his enlargement. Blair kept a deputy, named Graham^ 
who had a wife and children living in the priibn, who took all the prime meat to 
thenffelves, and deprived the p'-ifo'ners of their regular allowance of provifinns.} 
W’i^cn complaint was made to Blair of this it wa: redtified. Witnefs is now in a 
deliiiute Hate, in confeqtience of the lofs of his property, which exceeded 1 400. 
Witnefs was a member of the Yeomanry Corps of Liberty Rangers, and at his 
requeft Captain Minret and Mr. Bates of 'faid Corps, as alfo Mr. Minchin, made 
frequent applications at the Cafllc in his behalf, but without effedt. 

Bernard Byrne, fworn. 

■ Sairb, That he was arrefled on the iSth of November 180^, and confined in ,a 

• -watch-houfe, from thence tranfmitted to die ProvoR Prifon; his daily allowance was 

the half of a four-penny loaf of bread, good in quality, and what was called a pound 
of nieat, but deficient in weight and very coarfe .; no accommodation of chair, cable, 
knife or fork; a tub Rood in the corner of the room for neceffary purptffe-s. The 
room mcafured 17 by ^7 feet, wherein were confined (vom/ixty t.o feventy-fve perlonV. 
"V.' hen perfons were taken ill they were removed to the intirinary. There was ia 
fufficiency of fire. The blankets were in a filthy and odious Race, having been ufed by 
■foldiers ; witnefs ufed his own blankets. A nog.jn of fpirits was given on Fridays as a 
fubftitute far meat, which was produdtive of hr.uch intoxication and riot, many of th« 
prifoners being in a -weak R ite of healrh, arifing from confinement, &c. &c. 'V\'’it- 

nefs recolledts rhe 23d July 1803, about ten o’g ock at night, was fitting with his 
Journeymen, clerks and others, in his office in John-Rreec^ adjoining Thomair-ftreeC; 

.^•heayd 
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heard (Ivots and a confufed noife, one of his men ran to the door to examine the 
caufe, when a foldier unarmed fled to it, crying for mercy and proteftion ; he was 
inftaBtly admitted, received protesSion and rcfrefliment, remained all night in fafecy, 
and in the morning departed j he called at Witnefs’s houfe feveral times, to exprefs 
his gratitude and thanks, and on hearing that Witneis was arreiVed and confined in 
the Provoft, came thither, atrd ufed every exertion in his power to obtain Wicnels’s 
enlargement, made feveral applications for.faid purpofe to fundry pcrfons, and par- 
ticularly to Humphrey Minchin, efq. before whom he made affidavit of thecircum- 
•ftances above-mendoiied. Witnefs never got any fatisfactory anfwer to his repeated 
applications, until called upon at the expiration of eleven months by Humphrey 
Minchin, efq. who acquainted him that he would be liberated upon entering bail at 
the Cafl-k, which took place accordingly. 

‘Terence ReUlyy fworn. 

Saich, That he.w-as confined twelve months in the Provofl Prifnn, flora the asd 
of February 1S04 to zad of February 1^105; received very indifferent treacmentj' 
allowance half a four-penny loaf of bread and a fmall quantity of beef daily, fome- 
times a bone; gota noggin of whilkey on Fridays as afubfticute for meat; no fpirics' 
or refrcfhmcnt fuffered into the prifon unlefs purchafcdfromBlair atexorbicant prices, 
namely, 6 d. a noggin for whilkey of the word quality, which out of prifon was i^d: 
■Witnefs lay below flairs when he firft went into the prifon, got a fevere ilinefs; was' 
removed up flairs, was in the:fame room with Byrne; never was tried, gave bail 
when difeharged. Witnefs heard from Blair that he was accufed of harbouring two 
perfons, named Tho’ Wild and John Mahon, proclaimed as rebels. Blair ufed‘ 
Witnefs with great civility,; paid Blair 65'. Si. upon liberation, fame fum was paid 
by every prifoner upon being difeharged, who could command fo much, and chnfe 
who could not were difeharged by fubfeription amongft cheir fellow priibners ; Wit* 
neis paid out of his own pocket for the dilcharge of four or fivepc5r perfons, rather 
than.fuffer them to remain-in confinement for faid fees. 

William Blair, fworn. 

Saitb, Thar he held the office of Deputy. Provoft Marflial under Major Sands.-received 
/.40 a year as falary, had other emoluments derived from fees; witnefs demanded 
6 j. 8i. fees from each perfon difeharged, remitted it to fuch perfons as were not- able 
to pay ; witnefs made fuch demand from his own authority, never accounted w.ith 
Major Sands forffccs. 'V\^i-nefs kept a tap, fold and fometimes 

wine. On Fridays mofl: of the prifoners (being Roman Catholics) would form chem- 
fclves into a mefs, feme would take porter, ibme whiflcey, and others beer infleaj 
of meat ; the prices witnefs charged were the fame as fold by retail in Barrack-ftreer. 
Witnefs received from fome prifoners i-s. per night for fuperior accommodations, 
never demanded or received more ; has known of pninners being very ill of^ colds 
and coughs from the dair.p of the prifon. Witnefs fuperintended the diflribution of 
provifions, iflb. of bread and ilb- ef meat, including bone was the allowance for 
each prifoner, befides broth,; witnefs never to his knowledge heard of any com- 
plaint of bad meat 5 witnefs fupplied prifoners .by contrad. 

Robert Jofeph Carty, fworn. 

Saith, That he was arrefted on the 21ft of September 1803, in-London, on a Secre- 
tary’s warrant, and confined about a fortnight, was then tranfirricted to Dublin and 
confined in the Royal Infirmary or one of the adjacent buildings, until about June 
•1804; was at firft lodged in an -apartment in the Lau.ndry, and -after fome time was 
removed to the principal building, a ferjeant was placed in the room with him-i 
witnefs bad a flyaw bed and ffieets with coarfc and bati blankets; wa.s permitted after 
fome time to walk about for one hour each day, and afterwards fur t'.vo or three 
-hours each dav, accompanied by the ferjeant; food fomecimes good and fometimes 
very indifferent ; lays he was not allowed to fpeak to any peribn, even to the tnan who 
.ffiaved him, was prevented irom holding convcrfacion with any perfon whatever 
Except Dodlor Trevor ; while -witnefs was at the Royal Infirmary he was permitted 
to fee Mrs. Carty, his wife, in prefence of the ferjeant. About the month of 
- 1 804, witnefs was removed from the Royal Infirmary to a fmall hou-lc oppofire 
-rXiimainham Gaolj where he rcmai.ied until June or July ido^y.a trun n_anted (jibb|,

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Appenc^lx, of Ti^e Royal Hofpital was the keeper; witnefs faith that his treatment there was 
N0..10. f>rnewh',t better; after fome rime he was permitted to go out into the yard, but as 
co ntinue d. indulgence -unknown to Do6tor Trevor; in this place he had two rooms;; at 
E'idpnce. ’ firft he -was -annoyed exceedingly by the noife of carpenters and workmen, employed 
for Do'ftor Trevor’s private life in an adjoining room ; the room witnefs had was -a 
’weryfmall one. A few days before Chriftmas 1804, witnefs was bolted by order of 
Dodtor Trevor in the following manner: the Dodlor came into witnefs’s • room, 
his words were not offenlive but manner haughty; he retired from the room leaving 
the door open, upon which wltr.efs fhut the door violently and with quicknefs, at the 
time the -Dodlor was in the adjoining room j Dodor Trevor hearing it, returned and 
afked witnels, did he intend to offend him ? and faid “ if he thought he did, he would 
c'ap him in irons the Dodor then fent to Kilmainham Gaol for the hangman, -who 
pur on wicnefs, in Dodor Trevor’s prefence, a pair of double iron bolts of five ftone 
weight; witnefs was kept thus for five days, they were taken off Chriftmas-Eve; 
Mrs. Carty was refufed admittance the following day, by order .of Dodor Trevor, 
and went to Mrs. Walker’s, where fhe lodged. 

About this period a memorial was fent in to Lord Hardwicke, by Mrs. Carty, in 
witnefs s favour ; Dodor Trevor came to wicnefs’s room in May 1.805, witnefs was 
•then ill and in bed, witnefs afked the Dodor if his condud had been in any manner 
improper, the Dodor’s anfwer was that his.-behaviour had been corred, and that he 
ou^ht to be enlarged ; the Dodor then afked wicnefs %vhat he could do for him j 
•wirnds requefted to be removed to another prifon where he could have the ordinary 
comforts of a prifaner; the, Dodor’s .anfwer was that he would make .arrangements, 
for his difeharge. 

Some days .after this Dodor.Trevor aflted wicnefs, was there any thing be. could 
(lace in a memorial to Government ; witnefs anfwered that he was a ftranger to the 
cauicof his confinement;.Dodor Trevor .then propoled to witnefs. to memorial for 
• leave 10 .quit thi' country, and co banifh himfclf,; Witnefs refufed to lifien to this 
prnpofal, as lie would not give a handle to impute guilt to him. In abuut a month 
, after this Witnefs was removed to Bedford Tower, and locked up in a room, and 
debarred from Teeing his wife for near four weeks, although fhe made frequent ap- 
;.piications for that purpofe ; at firft Witnefs had no opportunities of exercife, after 
• ■mme tirae-he was permitted to go backwards and forwards through the -tower'; in 
rthis-place his bed was good as alfo his room, food not complained of; Witnefs fome- 
’ times -met with harfhn.fs, there was uncertainty in the condu< 5 l towards him; men- 
tions as an inftance of neglciS:, that on a parcicular day his room door' was not 
.opened until after four o’clock in the afeernoon, Witnefs ivas confined to bis bed, did 
not . attempt co call for its being opened, fuppofrs that if he ha-d rapped his call might 
have been attended to. Witnefs further -ft-ates, that he was vifited by the Surgeon 
General in confequence of his indifpofition, and from the humanity of his condu6t 
tr.-wards him, was encouraged to .prevail upon him to read certain documents which 
were in Wicnefs'’s pofTclFion in favour of his charafler; fuppofes that in confequence 
of having feen thefe and the miferable treatment Witnefs had fuTFered for about two 
years md three months:, that Doftor Stewart’s humanity was mcerefied in his behalf, 
and that he was thus induced to exert himfelf to procure his liberation ; and on' the 
day he announced his having fucceeded in doing fo,-he faid ‘-‘Witnefs had been 
hardly ufed.” Witnefs was difeharged without bail of any fort about the middle 
-•of December '.805.

.anfwered chat ihe did not know how he was, for fhe had not opened his door chat day; 
\Witnefs exclaimed at t is cruelty, and called the keepers favages. Never knew 
Mr. Carty till about five years ago, nor till then had.evfr heard hkname mentioned-;

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•was introduced to him by a Mrs. Dempfcy in Townfend-ftreet; Mr. Gartylodged Appendix, 
in the houfe with Witnels j diis was the foie ground of their acquaintance. 

Examined by Robert J(^eph Carty. 

Saichj The room in which Mr. Carty was confined was a dirty, filthy place ; did not 
iiotice the lobby j heard Doflor Trevor fay that he would put down the fhocs firft, 
and that the brogues would follow 5 Wicnefs’.s objedb in the vifit was to get permifllon 
for Mrs. Carry to fee her hufb.and 5 knows that Mrs. Carty had been refufed admit- 
tance, cannot exprefs what flie felt for Mrs. Carry’s diflrefsj her ftate of health was 
impaired by the fiifFerings of her hufband, and the confequent agitation of her own 
mind ; believes alfo that her health might have been afFefted by the condudt of the 
fcrjeanc at the Royal Infirmary. 

Robert JoJeph Carty, re-examined. 

Note. [Mr. Carry having upon his firft examination, on the 21ft infl. complained 
that in confcquence of not being allowed counfel to affift him in ailring queftions, and 
in confequence of the agitation of his mind, he was not able on that day to give a full 
and perfedt fiatemenr of his cafe, was therefore defired by Judge Daly to refer to his 
notes for the purpofe of refrefhing his memory, and inform.ed that the Comminioner.s 
would allow him, after availing himfclf of the interval of the following day, which 
was devoted by them to otl>er bufinefs, to amend his evidence, and give fuch addi- 
tional teftimony in fupport of the allegations contained in his paper of complaint (a 
copy of which he laid was in his poOeflion) as he might think fit; in purfuanceof 
this communication, he was re-examined on this day the 23d of December 1 808.] 

Saith, the bedding during his firft confinement was the fame which w.as allowed to 
the common foldiers. About a fortnight after his committal to the Royal Infirmary, 

Witnefs made application to Mr. Flint, one of the Under Secretaries, for liberty to 
walk about, having'been always accuftomed to exercifej Mr. Flint’s anfvver was, that 
he would fend an order for that purpofe, which order never came. Upon Dodtor 
Trevor’s coming into Witnefs's apartment fome days after, he feemed difpjeafed that 
Witnefs had made the application to the Secretary, and permiffion was by him refufed. 

Witnels never made application for liberty to bring in his own bed or beddinty, 
andfasd he had no means of bringing them in, in confequence of his feclufion. The 
ferjeant and Witnefs dined together at firlf, were fupplied with table cloth, knives 
and forksj but the ferjeant feeing fome medicine v;ith Witnefs, which Witnefs was 
accuftomed to ufe, took it into his liead that Witnefs wiftied to poifon him, and de- 
clined afibciating with him at meals ; Witnefs told thefe circumftances to Dr. Trevor, 
who notwkhftanding continued the fame ferjeant over him, approving of his condudt. 

S.ome time after this, in the abfence of Dr. Trevor, the fcrjeanc treated Witnefs lb 
ill, that he believes a reprefentation was made to the Dodor, and Witnefs was not 
permitted to go to the window ; when allowed to walk out in the premifes adjoining 
the Infirmary, the ferjeant would not fuffer him to walk on the grafs, but compelled 
him to walk through the puddle, though his llioes were broken ; the ferjeant would 
not permit him to get up at night upon any occafion, but threatened to cut him down 
if he ftirred ; he once infinuatcd that there was danger of Witnef§’.s cutting his own 
throat if permitted to fiiave himfelf, was therefore frequently Ihaved and cut by 
invalid foldiers, who did not know how to ftiave, and Witnefs believes had never 
Feen accuftomed to lhave, and to whom he dared not fpeak even when cut. When 
Witnefs was removed to the Royal Infirmary, he was placed in an apartment next to 
a fever ward, and oftener than once heard the groans of the foldiers who had been 
flogged for crimes, and brought hither to be cured. So rude and coarfc were the 
manners of the ferjeant, that witnefs felt it a relief and fatisfaflion on being left in 
folitude, when the ferjeant was removed to fleep in another room. 

It was near December 1 803, when witnefs was jirfi permitted to walk out ; his legs 
V'cre fwelled in confequence of his confinement, which he believes was the caufe of 
his obtaining this indulgence; witnefs was at firft allowed to walk for one hour in the 
day, accompanied by the ferjeant, whofe name was Marryott, of the lyth regiment 
of foot. The woman who made witnefs’s bed attended the fever ward, and caught 
the fever. On Mrs. Carey’s coming to fee witnefs one day in the ferjeant’s prefence, 
which flie was allowed to do for half an hour every day, witnefs fpoke to her to 
employ counfel, to advife whether he might not be brought to trial and relieved from 
his prefent fituation j on the evening of faid day, Dr. Trevor and the ferjeant came

= fent o.ffice, that of gaoler of Kilmainham, by John H-ainilton, elq. late High ,-hcuff 
of the county of Dublin, and not by Dr. Trevor. 

Mary Keane^ fworn.

treated; and as to this period, Witnefs fpcaks from perfonal- knowledge. Witnefs 
had no communication with Mr. Carty afterwards. 

To -a Qiiefl-jon by 'Dr. 'Trevor, fte-anfwered, “ That fhe' believed that the regi- 
ment to which the ferjeant belonged, was ordered to country quarters; and that this 
was the caufeofMr. Carry being transferred to the cuftody of another ferjeant.” 

To a Qucftion from ’Mr. Carty, fhe replied, That if her condud had not been 

• proper, as ■ laundrefs, fhe would not have been continued in her employment. Be- 
lieves fhe was appointed by Dr. Stewart, furgeon- general, who is one of the governors. 

' Believes that Dr 'Trevor would not fcreen her if fhe mifconduded herfclf, and that 
The might have been removed by him while he had-theTuper-incendance of the ftate 
•prifon.ers,.if flic had delcrved it. 

"Mary Gamton, fworn. 

Saidi,'That flie is employed as a nurfe in the Royal Infirmary, and has' been To 
■ for fix years. Recollects Mr. Carty having been confined therein the clo'fet belongino' 
to N® 13, a boarded room, very comfortable, at the top of the houfc. at one fide of 
the centre building; Witnefs recolleds Dodor Trevor giving her diredionsto attend 
Mr. Carry to give no caufe of complaint, and for fear of miftakes to take his 
diredions as to what he wifhed for daily , in writing, which was done accordingly ; 
Witnefs carried down the written diredions herfclf ; he.had a-cannifter of tea and 
fugar in his room to ufe at his own diferetion; Mr. Carty never afleed for porter, but 
afleed for wine, and got it when he called for it. Witnefs faith, Mr. Carty preferred 
a flraw bed to a feather bed, and ailedged as a reafon' that it was tvholefomer ; pillows 
and pillow cafes were furnilhed to him, and the cafes and fheets were fhifted as often 
as he wiflied. .-Recolleds Dodor Trevor afking Mr. Carty ifhe wanted any thing, and 
tiever heard Mr. Carty complain or find fault. Dodor Trevor’s orders to the 
ferjeant were, that -he ihould get every thing he wanted. Serjeant Marryott was a 
•quiet but a Arid man, and would not allow Mr. Carty to fpeak to any flranger. 
Mr. Cartynever was prevented'fpeaking to Witnefs, but was prevented from fpeaking 
-to a lervanc boy of DodorTrevor’s ; does not recoiled what the queflions were that 
he aficed. ;The- provifions were Tent to Mr. Carty under tin covers, and were always 
hot and good ; he never got a cold dinner while underher care. Recolleds Mr. Carty 
getting- to the window of the orderly room, and fpeaking to people palTmo- by; 
Witnefs has- obferved him fpeaking to people, but never heard any improper language 
ufed by him._ Mr. Carty got whatever bcd-cloachs he required ; when he got the quiTt, 
he obferved it was very comfortable. They were furgical patients who occupied the 
•ward adjoining to Mr. Carry’s room; Witnefs never had a fever fince Ihe was em- 
ployed in the department-of the Royal Infirmary, but was confined- by a cold and 
Hitch in her fide fortwo days during the period of Mr. Carry’s imprifonment. Witnefs 
never knew of ferjeant Marryott being Dodor Trevor's fervant, ..and he could not 
-have-, been fo without her knowledge; Mr, Gart-y went out twice . a day to walk 
\yhen the weather anfwered, fomecimes he defired to go ouc-j-n.die wet, but the 
ferjeant objedled. 

Crofs-examined by IsHr. Carty. 

Is niirfo-tender in the Royal Infirmary, and Dr. Trevor was ' apothecary to that 
eftabhfliment, but does not now attend it. Witnefs -had frequent communication' 
with Dr. Trevor, while he was apothecary to the Royal Infirmary, it being her duty 
to receive medicines, and diredions from him • to attend the patients. -They were 
upon good terms, well difpofed towards each ocher, and (he confiders that whilft Ihe 

• behaved herl'elf properly flie was inticicd .to -Dr. Trevor’s confidence and good 
•-opinion. Witnefs recolleds a perfon of the name of St. John having been a prifoner 
'.in the Royal Infirmary; on his being -difeharged, -which happened during the period 
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■of'Mr. Carty’s imprifonment there, Mr. Carty was removed to the apartment he 
had occupied ; Mr. St. Jotin’s bed was a field bed with curtains, Mr. Carty's was a cctinved. 

deal bedftead (what is called a truckle bed) without pofts or curtains, the former was 

removed, and Mr. Carey’s bed and beddin^brought down in its, place j Witnefs does * 

not recoHeA that the chairs which were in the room- when Mr. St. John occupied _ i- ^

and day. Witnefs made Mr. Carey’s bed during the time of his confinement in the 
Royal infirmary, except t!ie -few ■ days -fhe was ill, when 'ic was made by ferjeanc 
Marryott. The room is not ceiled, the joifts and rafters ‘are naked, but it is 

. plaflered between the rafters: heard of water being fpille'd down one night from the 

- loft, but not near to Mr. Carry’s bed. The room over -his head was occupied by four 
men employed to eJean- the Infirmary,

Salth, That (he had the charge of dieting prifoners in the Tower, previous to the 

• infurretlion of 1803 ; recollefts Mr.' Carty having been confined in the Tower, fup. 
plied him with provifions until he was difeharged; Mr. Carty made ufe of his food 
until latterly. Witnefs remembers having received from the Surgeon -General a 
bottle of caftor oil, and directions from him by word-of mouth, to “ give that fellow 
a defert fpoonful of caftor oil, akbough/I don’t believe -he wants it; the remainder 
you may keep for your own-family’s ufe.” f^e at the fame -time defired-w-itnefs to 

■ ftand by herfelf while it was adminiftered, left he fhould not -take it. Mr. Carty 

- allowed his beard to grow to an unufual length, did not aftign any reafon for it. 

When Mr.- Carty • came under wknfefs-’s care, -he- had -a • cloth or handkerchief 
about his -lie-ad. 

’Crofs-examlned by Mr.' Carty. 

Witnefs is no dongef -keeper of -Bedford -Tower, is out of that office fince the 20th 
' of March. laft.- Witnefs has been told, that ffie has an - annuity fur life from Go- 
vernment, in confequence of her firft huftiand’s death,- who was-ffioc in endeavouring 
to apprehend a perfon charged -with- high treafon; Witnefs had Sir Evan Nepean’s 
word for it, during Lord Hardwicke’s adminiftration. -Witnefs was not under the 
controulof Dr. Trevor, but under that of Major Sirr and the- fecretaries ; Major Sirr 
generally paid her father for the dieting of prifoners, and he handed -the money 
-to Witnefs, Dr. Trevor never paid her. It in-Dacember 1S05 that Mr. Carty 
• was liberated. 

On the crofs examination of Amie Bldke^^t confirmed what ffie had firft faid of 
"Surgeon Stewart having made ufe of the word fellow,” as applied to Mr. Carty, 

. and admitted that' ffie had paid no attention to his diredlions to- fee the caftor oil ad- 
'-miniftered, but had left that office to the maid fervant. 

' Terence Colgan, formerly fworn. 

■ Saich, That whenDr. Trevor fent over to the gaol for the irons, he alked Mr. Carty, 

' did he mean the ffiutting the door as an offence, arid Mr. Carty ftill dared him to 
..put them on. The carpenters worked only at an early hour in the- morning, and-be- 
.•lieves that after Mr. Carry complained of tlieir working they were flopped. 

Dr. Edvjard Trevor, fworn. 

Saith, He' cannot take 'upon him to fwear who it -was that gave him orders to confine 
Mr. Carty at the Royal Infirmary, but faith he had direftions to confine him apart 
■ from other prifoners, and that he would not have fo confined him without having re- 
ceived orders from Government to that effect, and believes fuc-h orders came from 
Mr. Wickham; the reftraints'impofed upon Mr. Carry, with refpedt to not holding 
communication with any perfonjin the manner fpecified in evidence, were alfo (to tho 
-beft of Witnefs’s recolleftion) from Mr. Wickham ; Witnefs would not have treated 
' him fo if he had not received foch orders ; to the beft of Vv^itnefs’s recolledtion, the 
orders he received were not to permit Mr. Carty to hold communication with any 
perfon whatever. Witnefs has no written documents or inftruftions refpedting Mr. 

‘Carty’s imprifonment, or the manner of it; the direftions he received were generally

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Dr. Stewart'^ Anfwer. — That he laboured under the difadvantage of a very de- Appendir, 
feftive memory univerfally, and that the fubjedt of his prefent examination was very 

much out of his recolledlion 5 and until he faw Mr. Carty on the morning of this 

examination, the whole of what had pafied refpeding this tranfadion had efcaped Ur. Trcvoi’s 
his memory, but believed that in general what Mn Carty had ftatcd on the fubject 
was corred and true. Believes he could not have ufed the exprefliosi, “That Mr. 

Carty was hardly ufed,” in the fenfe of imputing blame, to anypcrfon; becaufe 
in that fenfe they would have been inconfiftent with his general fentiments, and alfo 
becaufe he was not aware of any circumftances of his treatment which would have 
juftified the expreffion. 

Mr. Carty here admitted that Dodor Stewart’s words were not to be underftood 
in that fenfe, but that they alluded merely to, the length of his confinement, his ill 
health, and to the impreffion made on his mind by the perufal of the documents in 
favour of Carey’s chafader : “That the Government of the country had a worfe opinion 
of him than he deferved.” With that explanation, Doi^pr $tewart admitted “ that it 
was very poffible he might have ufed fuch words."’ 

Do you know the cupola ward of the Royal Infirmary, and the nurfe’s room 
adjoining, and was it at the time of Mr. Cany’s confinement ufed as a fever ward ? — 

A. Knows perfedly well the cupola ward of the Royal Infirmary, and the nurfe’s 
room adjoining, it is a well-aired and well-ventilated room j there were no fever- 
patients at the time of Mr. Carey’s confinement in the cupola ward, nor till within 
thefe laft two years ; it was then a furgical ward. 

Q. You have known me for many years, and had an opportunity of witnefling my 
condud, not only at the Royal Infirmary, but at the gaol of Kilmamham 5 what is 
therefore your opiaiem of my condud, and my condud in general towards prifoners ? 

—A. Doftor Trevor having been originally recommended by Wipnefs to the fitua- 
tlon he held,' is the proof of the opinion Witnefs bad of hisfitnefs; and every obfer- 

vation Witnefs has made upon Dodor Trevor’s .condud fince his appointment, Ms 
induced Witnefs firmly to believe that he condud:ed himfelf faithfully and honefiiy, 
and with as much humanity and tendernefs as, confidering-the defaipHon of perfons 
under his care, could he exercifed 5 and confiders the fituation tliaLDr. Tcevor .he.id 
to have been an arduous one, and fuch as it was difficult, if not impoflible, to dif- 
charge fatisfadorily to th.e prifoners. 

Examined by Mr." Carty. • 

Dodor Stewart fuppofes that Mr. Carty’s health had ffilfered from his long con- 
finement, and that that muft have been one of the grounds upon which he applied to 
Government for his difeharge, but has no particular recolledion of ffich circum- 
fiance ; thinks it probable he made a reprefentation to that effed j recolleds alfo that 
Mr. Carty (hewed him ftrong documents in favour of his charader, the perufal of 
w^iich might have been another caufe of Dr. Stewart’s interference m his favour. 

Dr. Stewart applied for feveral prifoners, difeharged upon the ground of ill health, and 
knows that Dr. Trevor made feveral applications of the fame nature, and of his own 
fuggeftion. 

Q Do you recoiled any prifoners, who were confined in Kilmainham prifon, to 
ha^been indulged in riding out, and allowed to go to falt-wacer baths through Dr. 
Trevor’s application ?— A. I do recoiled feveral inftances of fuch indulgence having 
been obtained for State Prifoners, through the reprefentations of Dr. Trevor. 

O Did not Dodor Trevor call upon you in all cafes of dangerous illnefs of State 
Pr^ners, for your advice and affiftance?— A. He has called upon me m many 
inftances, and when prifoners defired the aid of other medical perfons I do not 
recoiled any inftance in which fuch aid was refufed, 

Q Were not wine and every other neceffaries for the recovery of the health of 
fuchis were ill, fupplied to them ?-A. I do believe that fuch neceffaries were always

were of good quality } recolleds having heard fome complaints on the fubjed of 
provifions ; that whenever any reprefentation was made on this fubjed, every griev- 
ance that exifted was redrelTed. 

Queftion from Mr. Carty . — Had you any particular opportunity of knowing how 
Mr. Carty was treated relative to provifions ? — A. Did not inquire how Mr.^^Carty 
was treated as to provifions, not having heard any complaints. Witnefs ftates, that 
all his anfwers as to provifions and general treatment, relate to Kilmainham Great 
Prifon.
